The 
Liberals thought they could not do better 
than to nominate the man who had once 
brought them within hailing distance of 
victory—Mr. Peter Vankleek, of Madoc. 

The Importance of the contest was recog- 
nized on all sides, as indicating not only 
the degree of contentment of a typical rural 
constituency with the National Policy, but 
the temper of the Orangemen of Ontario in 
relation to the promotion of Sir John 
Thompson, a Roman Catholic, to the Pro- 
miership of the Dominion. The Liberals 
had much to encourage them ; the prestige 
arising from the almoat acoldental reduction 
of Mr. Bowell's majority ; the appearance 
of an untired man at the head of the Oon- 
servative phalanx; the chance to twit a 
banker with lack of sympathy with the 
farming Interest ; the agricultural depres- 
sion which might dishonestly be attributed 
to the prevailing political regime ; and the 
alarm which the less informed and more 
tlmid Orspgemen might feel at the advent 
cf a Premler professing the religion they 
dread. The utmost advantege was taken 
of all these conditions; and at a distance 
the issue might have seemed doubtfal ; but 
those most conversant with the situation 
were confident that the Oonservative major- 
ity of 1891 would at all events not be far- 
ther reduced, but might be increased. 

Under all the circumstances the victory 
{is one which augurs well for the continued 
predominance of the Oonservative parby, 
and the future popularity in Oatarlo, where 
he Is least known, of its gifted leader,

BRIGANDS IN POLAND. 


A Notorious Lender and His Followers 
Are Captured, 

Vrenna, Jon, 4.—The authorities at 
Warsaw are excited over the spread of 
brigandage in Russian Poland. ‘The pro- 
vince of Radom, adjoining Austrian Galicia, 
has recently been infested by a band of 20 
brigands, led by a notorious robber chief, 
named Julian Voyte. 

Those robbers attacked the rexidence of a 
wealthy land owner, named Vetchkodo- 
vitch, slaughtered the live stock found on 
the place, and after plundering the house 
setiton fire, Wetchkodovitch succeeded in 
escaping. Some of his employes carried 
word of the outrage to the authorities, 
and on the following day a force 
of troops went in pursuit of the 
brigands and overtook the robbers 
in a forest, when a sharp fight occurred, 
Tho robbers made gr fierce resistance aod 
wounded several or the soldiers, buat the 
bandits were at length subdued and taken 
prisoners, 

The troops then made their way to the 
abode of Voyte, the rubber leader, where 
they found a Jarge quantity of stolen 
wealth. In the pallae of Voyte’s house a 
peasant was found whom the robber chief 
was holding for ransom. 

Another band of 16. masked brigands 
attacked the mansion of , Baron Khevokh, 
near Alexandrovo, about 60 miles west of 
Warsaw. A severe conflict ensued, the 
baron aided by his servants and by peasants 
from the estate making a brave resistance 
to the banditti. Several persons were 
wounded on each side, but the bandits were 
repulsed. A number of land owners in the 
neighborhood of Zayada have had their 
residences sacked by brigands,

The action involves 
the right of the city to cross the. tracks of 
the company for the parpose of reaching the 
fort shore of Burrard’s Inlct, the particular 
caso being one in which the city attempted 
to extond a certain avenue to the water 
front, the extension proposed involving the 
crossing of C.P.R. tracks.

THE BLUE LAW. 


Supreme Court at Philadelphin Decides 
Against Sanday Papers, 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 3.—Among the de- 
cisions handed down by the Supreme Court 
to-day was one confirming the legality of 
the old blue law of 1794 in relation to the 
publication of Sunday newspapers. The 
caso upon which the decision was rendered 
was that of Thomas Matthews, publisher of 
‘The Pittsburg Sunday Leader, 

Mr. Matthews was convicted of 
publishin and issuing his paper 
on Sunday, Dec. 27, 1891, under the 
act of 1794, which prohibits worldly 
pursuits forthe Sabbath, save those that 
are an absolute necessity for the wants of 
the community. 

The court says that the framors of the 
act of 1794 could not foresee the growth of 
nowspapers or that they would possibly 
have exempted them under the provisions 
of the act. al 

The court in conclusion commends the 
act, but says that a too liberal enforcemont 
of its provisions may lead to its repeal.

STRANGE ACCIDENT 


Lawyer MoQoy Suffers Death in Farnest 
in an Amatour Performance 


San Franorsco, Jan. 4 
50 friends assembled last 
house of Sidney McOoy, a young lawyer, 
to watch the old yoar out and the 
new year in. The feature of tho oven- 
ing’s entertainment was the produc- 
tion of oa short play written by 
McCoy and performed by amatours 

The plot of the lay was tho betrayal of a 
band of Russian Nihilists by one of their 
number, The Nihilists discover the trait- 
ress and condemn her to death, They 
decide by lot who shall perform the 
execution, and the number fell to the 
character portrayed by McCoy. Miss 
Grace King played the part of the traitrens, 
who is @wen the choice of being killed or 
stabbing herself, and chooses the latter 
alternative. 

McCoy handed Miss King a stout dagger 
that had been in his family for many years. 
In the play the girl, instead of killing her- 
self, stabs hor assigned executioner, and as 
Miss King received the knife she reached 
forward to touch MeCoy on the breast with 
it. Atthe same instant McCoy started 
towards the girl, when sho stumbled, and 
falling forward with the dagger in her 
hand drove it through McCoy’s heart. 

McOoy staggered into the next room, 
asked for a doctor and then fell dead. 

Miss King knew there had been an ac- 
cident of some kind, but did not know that 
McCoy was killed. She was taken home, 
and afterwards on advice of friends gave 
herself up to the police. She was taken to 
the Cit Prison at 3 o’clock in the morning, 
and when she entered the prison she 
fainted and has since remained unconsvious. 

This mornieg McCoy's two brothers se- 
cured her release by giving bonds for $10,- 
000 for her appearance. The girl was 
then taken home, but is still in a critical 
condition. 

Miss King recently suffered from a 
sprained ankle and had been using crutches 
to walk with, but had laid them aside to 
practice the part in the play. As she made 
a motion to atab McCoy she rested her 
weight on the weak foot and it gave way 
and she fell forward.

In Puttlingen this morning a mob of 200 
strikers raided the houses of the men who 
had refused to join thom, dragged out and 
beat several and smashed tho windows. 

In Forbach a mob starting out with a 
sWnilar purpose was stopped for ao 
moment by a priest who begged the 
men to be reasonable and not to 
make innocent workmen suffer for trying 
to support their familics. ‘Tho doctrines of 
Anarchy, whioh they were trying to realize, 
wore disgraceful to Germans and Christians 

A pistol was fired at the priest as he 
spoke against Anarchists, and then a 
shower of stones fell around him. The 
mob made a rush for him, but ho saved 
himself by ranning away. The mob broke 
a few windows, beat two miners who refus- 
ed to stop work and dispersed. 

At the pit-mouths tho men still working 
and mine officials have been in constant 
danger of being killed,many of tho strikers 
were armed with revolvers and a fow with 
rifles and they have been firing reck- 
lessly in the neighborhood of the pits. 

A meeting of 3000 strikers was held to- 
day near Saarlouis and four leaders were 
elected to act in the room of the two al- 
ready arrested. Kfve men and three 
women delivered violent harangues. They 
demanded higher wages and shorter shifts. 
Tho Government, they said, were trying to 
frighten the strikers into submission, but if 
the men would hold out they would be able 
to rally the German masses to their aid, in- 
augurate a general strike of German miners, 
and paralyze German industry. The mon 
became intensely excited during these 
speeches and frequently cheered the speak- 
era, 

Afterthe meeting broke up the men 
marched off in three bodies, firing revol- 
vers, singing tho Marseillaise and shooting 
all respectably-dressed men in sight. 

Other meetings in the district were 
hardly less uproarious, All the speakers 
denounced with special virulence the clergy, 
who have incurred the hatred of Anarchists 
by counseling moderation, 

At Enadorf the strikers have requested 
the Mayor to propose to the mine officials 
for them a compromiso, ° 

Reports from Saarlouis to-night are to the 
effect that despite the bombast of leaders 
and the apparent responsiveness of the 
men, the strike is weakening. The strik- 
ing miners are suffering keenly from the 
severity of the weather and the expected 
contributions from England, France and 
Belgium have noc come in. As the men 
were unprepared for the strike they. must 
either return to work soon or starve. 


ANOTHER LAND WAR, 


James O'Connor Says That Ireland is Like 
a Match, Ready to Set Aflame, 


Destin, Jan, 5.—The Evicted Tenants’ 
Commission resumed its session, Sir 
James Mathew presiding. Mr. Dillon 
made an earnest plea in behalf of the rein- 
statement of evicted tenants, and produced 
statistics showing number of good settle- 
ments made through plan of campaign 
between landlords and tenants. 

These settlements had been brought 
about through the good sense and good feel- 
ing of landlords ‘and their tenants. Upon 
some of them the battle was fought with a 
stubbornness and tenacity which charac- 
terized the Irish people, whether they be 
Iandlords or tenants or their allies,3 on 
either side, Nevertheless an 
peace [had been secured, 
Olphert estate of mournful memories settle- 
ments have been come to, and there was a 
prospect that all the evicted tenanta will be 
reinstated. 

Neyertheless Mr, Dillon informed the 
Commission there were thousands of evicted 
tenants whose condition was so pitiable 
and desperate that it constituted a menace 
to public peace, and he urgently advised 
that measures be adopted for their relief, 
both on the ground ahuitinastty and public 
security. Mr. Dillon also spoke severely 
of those !andlords who were apparently 
endeavoring to fombarrass the Government 
by merciless evictions at this severe season.

Hungarian Leader Who Speaks for 
the Manses.

Loxpon, Jan. 5.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Daily’ News says a sen- 
sation has been cansed throughout Aus- 
tria and Hungary by a daring speech made 
by Herr Koctvoes, the leader of the Hun- 

arian independents, Herr EKoetvoes 
enied the right of the king to be 
offended with subjerts of a nation standing 
unappronchably high above all others, 

The king, he said, |imust be made to 
understand that he may be angry with 
foolish advisers, but not with the people. 
Tho apeaker also condemned the action of 
the Catholics in coming to incense the king 
against the Liberals as rebellious subjects, 

“The Liberals,” said the speaker, ‘‘re- 
gard Hungary us more precious than their 
religion, and will renounce their religion 
rather than their patriotism. ‘The indepen- 
dence of our country makes the aim of our 
national politics.” 

The newspapers of Vienna have not dared 
to publish an exact report of the speech. 
They substitute “the Crown” for ‘the 
King” wherever the latter expression is 
used.”

The conrse of the Grit party with refer- 
‘ence to the efforts of our Government to 
Introduce the cultivation of two-rowed bar 
ley for the Eoglish market, in eubstitution 
for six-rowed for export to the States, 
which market had beeo closed by the Mc- 
Kinley bill, was characterlstically unpatri 
otic and thoroughly disgraceful.

The undoubtedly inferlor quality of our 
crops {n 1892, owing to unfavorable weather, 
combined with other causes, depressed 
the English market, and the Grit press have 
made the most of the fact thet the prices 
in Canada for two-rowed barley have not 
been satisfactory, They have abused the 
Government'as stupid or dishonest In the 
premises, and bitterly have they sneered 
at the ‘* Tory” barley. 

It is, proverblally, a long lane that 
has no turning, and the turn appears to 
have been reached in favor of the twc- 
rowed barley.

The people of Michigan seem tobe doomed 
to read the horrifying news of murder daily 
The frequency of this crime io this state is 
becoming inexplicable, especially since the 
atrocity of it increases appallingly. In the 
present state of human nature deeda of vio- 
lence arising from sudden passion are 
to be expected in» all communities. 
Michigan has her share of Chese, but 
she has more than her share of cold- 
blooded and premeditated murder for rob- 
bery or other selfish motive, The mystery 
of this is all the deeper because the Michi- 
gan community, asa whole, is one of tho 
most eplightened and virtuous in the world, 
and is the only political aggregation who 
ever received « prize for the superlative ex- 
cellence of its educational syaten. In the 
defeat which we experience in the endeavor 
to give an intelligible theory of causes, it is 
natural to fly to our way of punishing for 
murder, but ours is by no means the only 
State which does no hanging. 

In all ovents it is evident that something 
besides theorizing must be done. The 
wholesale murdering must be stopped. 


"Whatever the means the end will sanctify 


them, if they really accomplish the object. 
Michigan cannot afford longer to stand at 
the very head of a column of 44 States for 
the most brutal and blood-curdling crimin- 
ality.

Should there be an extra session in the 
apring—which tho condition of the ‘Treas- 
ury, when the country is permitied to 
know what it is, may render necessary— 
there will be @ strong disposition to peas ab 
that time one or two of the perfected 
separate bills, especially (he free-wool bill, 
so that the people may have cheap clothes 
next winter. But this will in no way 
interfere with the program of care aud 
counsel as tothe broader work of reform. 
The party of the people is going to falfil 
its promises, and do it with conscientious 
care. 

Tho Tribune, the leading organ of the 
Republicau party, says editorially: 

“Tariff Reform’ does not get on as rapit- 
ly as was expected by the Free Traders or 
by southern manufacturers. When it was 
first discovered that Mr. Cleveland had 
been elected with a supposed majority in 
each house there arose to the skies a chorus 
of rejoicing and a loud and impatient de- 
mand for an extra session of Congress to re- 
peal the McKinley bill without delay. But 
“the native hue of resolution” has been 
“sicklied o'er by the pale cast of thought.” 

The exceeding difficulty of abolishing 
duties without destroying industries begins 
to be appreciated, Here and there Demo- 
crats also perceive that fully the present 
revenue must be raised by customs duties, 
that a large reduction of revenue by placing 
articles on the free list will have to be ccm- 
pensuted by increased revenue from other 
articles, that if the dulies on those other 
articles be reduced the imports will have to 
be enormously increased, to the destruction 
of home industries, and that revival 
of the tax on sugar would play the 
mischief politically, In this dilemma 
Democratic leaders grow every day more 
anxious to have some months for study of 
the problem before attempting any chango 
of tariff. 

The latest plan, which meets with much 
favor, is that a committee shall be appoint- 
ed by the present House, composed of nem- 
bers who have been re-elected and that this 
committee, in conference with the Cabinet 
and the Treasury officials, shall frame a 
bill during the spring and summer so that 
it can be passed at an extra session begin- 
ning in September. It is quite unnecessary 
to say that this is Oligarchy and not Demo- 
cracy. 

The Republican party made trial of a 
Tariff Commission just once. Out of about 
30 tariff laws it has enacted within the last 
32 years, only one was in any part the pro- 
duct of commission Work, the act of 1883, 
and that proved the worst of all the 30. 
It did more harm and less good than any 
other, and contained more serious mistakes. 

It is only just to the commission to say 
that many of the niistakes wore made in 
amendments which (‘the two houses of 
Congress, being profoundly dissatisfied 
with the bill prepared for them, adopted 
without much  cogsideration. Yet the 
most damagingof all the provisions of this 
act were femal and recommended by com- 
missionera supposed to be especially com- 
petent experts in the very industries which 
those provisions affected. 

In general, the experience did not on- 
conrage the system of government by com- 
mission, both because the representatives 
of the people were not satisfied to abdicate 
their functions, and because the work of 
the commission was less thorough, less in- 
telligent aud leas well balanced than the 
work of Congressional committees before or 
since. 

If Mr. Cleveland and three other guard- 
ians of Democracy can make a commission 
to their liking, and thus shape the tariff 
bill to be submitted, itis probable that 
such a measure may be safer and :nore care- 
fully considered than any that the members 
of the House, mainly without experience or 
practical knowledge, would frame for them- 
selves, 

But itis an open question whether the 
members of the House will think so, and if 
the battle over the bill begins at an extra 
session in September, it is hardly probable 
that it will end until long after the holidays 
and the opening of 1894. In fact, the com- 
mission plan probably means a full year of 
delay,

Wo learn, as a proof, that 
that most swift and contagious disease the 
anolend plague, has become obsolete, and 
that one of the most mallgnant of diseases, 
typhus fever, 1s no longer on the face of 
the earth. 

If we would only learn what cleanliness 
means, what Ib really Is, if all the world,all 
nations, all governments were to learn It, 
teach and order and practice it, 1b would be 
possible to prevent the spread of contagion, 
and to exterminate all contagious and 
malignant diseases perhaps {in ten years, 
elnce typhus has totally disappeared within 
the last thirty or forty years, 

If all nations learned what unoleanliness 
{s, and taught it and made it orlminal, and 
established the sacred laws of cleanliness, 
such diseases would be conqnered. 

When a swifb disease comes among us 
now, we know enough to Isolate 1b, and we 
underatand how to prevent its spread, and 
if we have dono all that {b is posslble to do 
Wo try to grow brave, as indeed we ought, 
bat not until we honestly do all that can 
be done to master ib.

Then Sir Oliver rose to reply to tho 
second part of the toast, ‘““The Legislative 
Assemblies of the Provinces.” I am not 
so sure a8 some of the speakers who havo 
preceded me that our country is quite 
sate. But I will not discuss that subject. 
I must speak for the Legislatures. Now I 
hold that they have done much to consoli- 
date the Dominion. But for the 
institution of the Local Govern- 
ments the Dominion Government 
would never have existed. It is now 
the conviction of all statesmon that it is 
fortunate for this country that no attempt 
was made to set up the Dominion before the 
provinces were established. The Legisla- 
tures have an important jurisdiction to per- 
form, greater even than that of the Domin- 
ion Government, excepting the tariff and 
the national railways. But both 
are necessary for tho welfare of 
the people. | Tho strength of Con- 
federation will always depend upon the 
unity and yet distinct existence of both. 
Tam glad that from the beginning of Con- 
federation the provinces haye enjoyed re- 
sponsible government. I believe it is far 
better than the rival plan of an executive 
fora fixed term and not responsible to the 
people. 

I have been a good many years in the 
position I now occupy. During all that 
time my friends and myself have occupied 
the old buildings we are just now about to 
vacate, and yet I am bound to say that 
were I guaranteed 20 more years of 
office I would be willing to occupy 
those same old buildings during 
that time. I am now 72, so you see 
I am safe in setting the limit at 20 years, 
for by that time I would be beginning to be 
an old man, [Laughter.] 

Now you will bear in mind that my op- 
ponents are Conservatives and that the de 
not like unnecessary changes. They have 
done splendid duty for 20 years at the left 
of the Speaker, so I call upon 
them to stay there for 20 years more.

Ratios of Illogitimacy. 


A table, of statistics of illegitimacy in 
Europe, published by Dr. Albert Letling- 
well, shows the Irish to be the most vir- 
tuous of all the peoples, the ratio of illegi- 
timate births among them being 26 in 
every 1,000, The English rate is 48, and 
the Scotch 82 per 1,000. Thus mo may 
roughly say that for every child born out of 
wedlock in Ireland, two are born in Eng- 
land and three in Scotland In Europe at 
large Ireland is closely followed in its place 
of honor by Russia with the low rate of 28

+3 per 1,000. The Italian and French rates 
are respectively 74 aud 82 per 1,000, com- 
parable with the rate in Scotland.

CHRONOLOGY OF THEIBIBLE, OR GOD 
AMONG THE CENTURIES. 


PCO “CS VSAvs OF Dany Gouera- 


tions ''—Dr, Talmage Prenohes the Vale- 


dlctory of the Dying VYear—The Old 


Friend and the Stranger—Good-by 18021 
Weloome 1803! 


Dr. Talmage 
took.for the

Brookiyy, Jan, 1.—Rev. 
this morning-appropriately 
subject of “his Now Yoar’s 
"Tho Chronology of the Bible, or God 
Among the Centuries.” Before the dis- 
course the great audience which crowded 
the Tabernacle sang the hymn ; 

Our God, our help in ages past, 
Our. hope for years to vome, 

The text chosen was Deuteronomy xxxii, 
7, ‘* Consider the years of many ‘genera- 
tions.” 

At 12 o'clock last night, while’so many 
good people were watching, an old” friend 
passed out-of our homes and & stranger en- 
tered. The old friend making valedictory 
was 1892; the stranger arriving is 1893. 
The old friend waa garrulous with the 
dccdrrénces of many days, but the stranger 
put his finger over his lip and said nothing 
and seemed charged with many secrets and 
mysteries, I did not see either the depar- 
ture or the arrival, but was sound asleep, 
thinking that was for me the beat way to 
be wide awake now. Goodby, 1892! Wor. 
come, 1893 | 

As an army is divided into brigades and 
jeviments and companies, and they observe 
tois order in their march, and their tread is 
miljestic, so the time of the world’s “exist- 
ence is divided into an army divinely com- 
manded, Tho eras are the brigadés the Gen- 
turies are the regiment, and the years are 
the companies -Forward into the eternity 
past, ouvof the eternity tocome! For- 
ward is the command, and nothing can halt 
them, even though the world should die. 
While obeying my text ‘Consider the years 
of many generations.” I propose to speak 
of the “Chronology of the Bible or God 
Among the Centuries.” 


THE DIVINE CHRONOLOGY, 


We wake a distinction between timo and 
eternity, but time is only a piece of etern- 
ity, and chronology has been engaged .in 
the sublime work of dividing up this por- 
tion of elernity that we call time into com- 
partments and putting events in their right 
coinpartment. It is as much an injustice 
against thé past to wrongly arrange its 
évents'‘as it would be an injustice if, 
through neglect of chronological accuracy, 
it should, in the far distant future, be said 


that America was discovered in 1776, and | 


the Declaration of Independence was signed 
in 1492, and Washington born on the 22nd 
of March, and the civil war of the United 
States was fought in 1840. 

As God puts all the events of time in the 
right place, let us be careful that we do not 
pot them in the wrong place, The chron- 
ology of the Bible takes six steps, but they 
are steps so long it makes us hold our 
breath as we watch the movement. From 
Adam to Abraham. From Abraham to the 
exodus out of Egypt. From the exodus to 
the foundation of Solomon's temple, From 
the foundation of Solomon’s temple to the 
destruction of that temple. From the de- 
struction of the temple to the return from 
Babylonish captivity. From ‘Babylonish 
captivity to the birth of Christ. 

Chronology takes 
calling astronomy and history to help says : 
“Lev us fix one event from which to calcu 
late everything. Let it be a star, the 

Jethleham star, the Christmas star.” And 
from that we go back and see the world was 
created 4,004 years before Christ; the 
deluge came 2,348 years before Christ ; the 
exodus out of Egypt occurred 1,491 years 
before Christ, and)Solomon's temple was 
destroyed 586 years before Christ. Chron- 
ology enters the first chapter of Genesis and 
says the day mentioned there is not a day 
of twenty-four hours, but of ages, the word 
there being translated as ‘“‘day” in other 
places meaning ages. And so the Bible ac- 
count of the creation and the geologists’ 


account of the creation are completely har- | 


monious. 

Chronology enters the book of Daniel and 
says that the words “time and a half” mean 
a year and a half. 
another point and shows us that the seasons 
of the year were then only two—summer 
and winter. We find that the Bible year 
was 360 Ways, instead of 365 ; thatthe day 
was calculated from six o'clock in the morn- 
ing to six o'clock at night ; that the night 
was divided int four watches—namely, the 
late watch, the midnight, the cock crow- 
ing, the early watch. The clock and watch 
were invented 80 long after the world began 
their mission that the day was not very 
sharply divided in Bible times. 


THE DIAL OF AHAZ 


Ahaz had a sundial, ora flight of stairs 
with a column at the top, and the shadow 
which that column threw on the steps be- 
neath indicated the hour, the shadow 
lengthening or withdrawing ‘from ‘step to 
step. But the events of life and the eventa 
of the world moved so slowly, for the most 
part, in Bible times that they had no need 
of such timepieces a8 we stand on our man- 
tela or carry in our pockets in an age when 
& man may have a half dozen or a dozen en- 
gagements for one day and needs to know 
the exact minute for each one of them. The 
earth itself in Bible timeswas the chief time- 
piece, and it turned on its own axis and 
that was a day, and once around the ‘sun 
that was a year It was not until‘the 
Fourteenth century that the alinanac Was 
born—the almanac that we toss ‘carelessly 
about not realizing that it took thé accumu- 
luted ingenuity of more than 5,000 years to 
make one 

Chronology had to bring into its service 
the monuments of Egypt, and the cylinders 
of Assyria, and the brieks of Babylon, and 
the pottery of Nineveh, and the medals 
struck at Antioch, for the battle of Actium, 
and all the heiroglyphics that could be de 
ciphered, and had to'go into the extremely 
delicate business of asking tho ages of 

Adam and Seth and Enoch'and Methuselah 
who, after ‘their 400th year, wanted to be 
thought young. I think’ it must have beon 
in rex the stupendous work of 
making an almanac that all the days of the

SURPRISE is stamped 


on. every cake, 


FENTON'S FOLLY. 


Guilty of Mansinughter But 
Kecommended, 

Toronto, Jan. 7,—The jury at the 
ussizes yesterday found Patrick Fen- 
ton of Highland Creek guilty of man- 
wlaughter aid culpable negligence in 
the killing of Minnie Davis on Dee. 26. 

The story, as gathered from the evi- 
dence, is as follows: Fenton, being a par- 
ticular fricod of the Davis family, was often 
At the louse and was almost looked upon as 
one of the family. 

On Monday, Dec. 26, ho took his rifle 
with him when he went up to Davis's, on 
the chance of seeing x dog which he was 
desirous of shooting. Heentered,the kitchen 
aad placed the rifle behind the door, while 
talking to the girls. Old man Davis called 
fo ‘him to load his riflé and hurry “out, as 
the dog in quéstion' was ‘out by the stables. 
Fenton placed a cartridge ‘in his'rifle, ‘but 
by the time he reached: Davis the dog: had ,, 
disappeared, Neglecting to draw the charge | 
Fenton returned to tho homestead and 
with the hammer at full tock danced into ) 
tho ‘parlor’ ‘whore Minnie “Davis and her 
little brother’ were sitting by ‘the fire. ' 
Minnie was sitting in a ‘low'rocking chair 
and was leaning back with her leds 
crossed and her feet . resting on 
top of the stove. Fenton crossed the room 
and going behind Minnie poin ted the rifle 
in fun (as he claims) dt her back, at the 
same time pressing tho trigger. ‘he rifle 
discharged itself und the bullet tore 
through the body of pretty Minnie Davis, 
touching in its course auch vital parts as to 
cause her death.

The report is that Charles DeLessops has 
made an unreserved statement of all facts 
within his knowledge and will do the same 
on his trial and at any separate trials of 
others connectad with the scandal. 

M. De Lesseps’ motives are stated to be 
not only to secure immunity as far as 
possible from the penalty of tho law, but 
also to convince the public that the Pana- 
ma Company was forced by irresistible 
pressure on the part o the offi- 
cials and the press to choose between 
wholesale corruption and the threatened 
ruin of the enterprise. 

It is said the acknowledgments made by 
M. De Lesseps are of the most atartling 
character and will create a sensation in 
America as well asin France. M, Tiburce- 
Franqueville is conducting the oxamination 
of the acoused with great skill. 

M. Andrieux denies that M. Herbetts, 
French Ambassador to Berlin, is the in- 
fluential man implicated in the Panama 
scandal whose name he retased to give to 
the parliamentary commission, 

M. Delahaye publishes this morning an 
important letter narrating how he received 
the commission to expose the Panama 
scandal, A certain person came to him, he 
says, with a fac simile of tho original list of 
‘172 Senators and Deputies who had 
accepted Panama bribes. 

The list was shown to him, however, on 
the condition that he should not 
reveal the names, but merely take steps 
to compel the Chamber of Deputies 
itself to undertake the exposure.

Delahaye says that the subsequent 
events amply confirmed all the statements 
ot his informant He adds that much more 
remains to be revealed.

point and help themselves. In this omer- 
gency the driver commenced'to throw the 
provisions indiscriminately among the 
crowd, who caught them as they were 
thrown. 

To this, way about50 loaves, cut up into 
quarters, ‘wete rapidly distributed, but a 
quantity of the bread fell to the ground 
and was afterward trodden underfoot. 
When the supply was exhausted the trap 
was driven quickly away.

The Product Receiving Special Attention 
in Britain, 

Lonxvon, “Jan. 7.—Oanuda’s wheat -pro- 
duct isreceiving a good deal ot attention 
in the British) markets\at present.

publication, no expectation of Mr. Blaino's 
ultimate recovery has been ontertained by 
anyone in a position to acquire knowledge 
of the real facta of his caso since the issue 
of tho significant bulletin of Deo. 17 last, 

Next day, Sunday, Deo, 18, just three 
weeks ago, there occurred that suddon 
failure of the heart’s action which for hours 
left the patient trembling on tho verge of 
death, and which broke down much of the 
reticence and suppression of facts that had 
heretofore been maintained, and elicited 
admissions which seemed to preclude any 
hope of recovery or even of any 
natural amelioration of his condition. 
Many more or less well-founded assertions 
of failing vitality and dangerous relapses 
have since then found publicity, but none 
have been officially admitted until last 
night. But last night the physicians ad- 
mitted that Mr. Blaine was worse and much 
weakor. Even then this admission was 
qualified by the announcement that no im- 
mediate danger was anticipated, 

The doctor's bulletin, alarming as it was, 
left many facts to be supplied by outside 
enquiries, It was about midnight that his 
condition became so alarming that tho 
‘rained nurse, who is constantly at his bed- 
side, had Dr. Jobnaton aroused and 
hurriedly summoned, Dr, Johnston ar- 
rived at 1 o'clock and found Mr. 
Blaine sinking rapidly, and he worked 
over him for some timo before signs of re- 
covery becaine evident. His condition was 
ao alarming that the family fearfully looked 
for the ond before the dawn of the Sabbath 
morning and remained awake and within 
immediate call of his bedside all night. 

The powerful heart restoratives applied 
by the doctors, which are stated to have 
been the most potent known to medical 
science, were successful in rallying and 
making more steady the feeble and fitful 
pulsations of the heart, so that by the 
time the churchgoers passed the family 
residence in Lafayette-square Mr. Blaine’s 
condition was a shade better. 

At 8 o'clock Dr. Johnston loft the 
house and hurried through the Lafayette 
Park on his way to brenkiast at his home, 
a fow blocks away. To a reporter who 
intercepted him he said that Mr. Blaine at 
that hour was in ao really dangerous con- 
dition. 

Dr, Johnston is a very conservative man, 
and this was the most decided statement he 
had ever made respecting Mr, Blaine. Mr. 
Blaine, he said, began to grow weaker yes- 
terday afternoon and his condition grew 
worse with the oncoming of the night. Mr. 
Blaine sank asthe vital forces otf nature 
ebbed. He was at that time so low that 
there was cause for apprehension of the 
worat. 

In response to an inquiry as to Mr. 
Blaine’s chances for rallying, as compared 
with the dangerous elements in the case, 
Dr. Johnston said the probabilities were in 
the direction of the patient’s failing. Dr. 
Johnston returned to Mr. Blaine’s residence 
shortly before 10 o'clock. 

Soon after 11 o'clock an intimate friend 
of the family left the residence 
and was driven to the Western Union 
Telegraph Company's office, where tele- 
grawe wero sent to relatives of the family 
announcing the latest state of the illness. 
These stated, it is undorstood, that the 
family were without hope that Mr. Blaine 
would recover. 

Towards the evening Mr. Blaine 
rallied slightly from his attack of the 
morning. This rally was effected by the 
doctors administering nitro-glycerine to 
stimulate the action of the heart, which it 
is believed is almost clogged by uremic 
pean This drug is the most powerful 

nown to medical science, and is never used 
exceptoa desperate occasions. Repeated 
doses of tho medicines were given during 
the day and this afternoon, 

As the day drifted into twilight and the 
shades of night fell upon the great red 
mansion a dim light appeared in the sick 
room on the third floor south, Visitors be- 
came fewer and the people on the streets 
hurried by the house in the shivering cold, 
only stopping a moment to ask of his condi- 
tion from the newspaper men about the 
house. Itis ascertained that there were three 
distinct relapses during the night. Atl 
a.m., when he was first seized with heart 
failure, his physicians really thought the 
end had comy. But by the aid of stimu- 
lJants, chafing and the usual accessories 
he rallied. He soon after, how- 
ever, relapsed into a stupor. Suddenly 
at 5Go'clock this morning he opened his 
eyes, which were as cleur as they ever were, 
and secing his physician at his sido, ex- 
elaimed: 

“Doctor, I am glad you have come.” The 
tones of his voice were remarkably clear 
and strong for a man_ almost 
in extremis. Five minutes later he 
sank into a stupor again and 30 minutes 
later still he hada second attack of heart 
failure, Strange to relate he again rallied 
only to be scized the third time three hours 
later, . 

Shortly before 10 o'clock the President 
acnta member of his household over from 
the White House enquire us 
to Mr. Blaine’s condition. He was 
informed that the patient was resting 
comfortably, and that it was hoped and 
expected he would live through the night. 

n view of conflicting statements which 
have been made concerning Mr, Bluine’s 
religious views, the statement that the 
Rev. Dr L §8 Hamlin, pastor of 
the Presbyterian Church of the 
Covenant, was called to the bedside of 
the dying man, has more than usual interest. 

At 6 o'clock this morping, when the 
family feared that Mr. Blains was dying, a 
messenger was sont to Rev. Dr. 
Hamlin, who went to the house almost 
immediately, arriving there at 7 o'clock 
He entered the sick room and prayed by 
Mr. Blaine’s bedside, Mr, Blaine rented a 
pew at the Church of the Coveuant and it 
was the only church he attended since his 
return to Washington this autumn. He 
visited it on one occasion only, Dr. Ham- 
lin visited the house again later in the day 

At midnight Mr, Blaine’s physician is 
sued the following bulletin: 

“Mr. Blaine’s condition has bec 
favorable afternoon He is now, at

Sales 
of car lots have been made in this marked 
ab $8 256 to $8 35 per 100 lbs. bab on the 
basis of the extravagant domands of holders 
westof Toronto they couldnotbesoldatbhose 
prices here to-day. Oholce heavy shipping 
hogs In Ohlcago have sold as high as $7, 15 
per 100 lbs. live weight, So that in com- 
parison with prices In the Weatern States, 
dressed hogs in Montreal are cheap at $8.26 
to $8.50, notwithstanding that they are 
higher than for years past, A scarcity Inthe 
hog supply similar to that now exporlenced 
occurred in 1868 when dressed hogs were 
sold in Toronto by the car load ab $10.50 
and over, and in Montreal at $11.00 and 
over. To day thore la great strongth in the 
market, and Western shippers do nob seem 
to know how high to make a tirm offer ab. 
Prices are also very Irregular, holders at 
different pointe, bub with the samo freight 
rato to Montroal, asking figures that are 
considerably aparb. Of course the high 
price of hogs in Chioago has caused a sharp 
advance In the price of pork, whioh could 
not be lald down here from Ohloago yoster- 
day at under $21.40 per bbl. for new regu 
lar mess, Some good turns have been mado 
recently by Montreal operators In pork {n 
Ohlcego.— Trade Bidlletin.

then begin, to culminate in the glorifi- 
cations of Maroh 4; the people generally, 
on the principle that known and certain 
things are uninteresting, never grow 
excited over it except when there is a 
hot contest remaining undecided. And 
yet for all that, it is one of the most 
important transactions, if not the moat 
importaut, that takes place in tho Re- 
public, 

According to the laws the Gover- 
nur ofeach state is required, as soon as 
practicable after the result of the Presiden- 
tial election in his state is ascertained, to 
send to the Secretary of State in Washing- 
ton a certificate setting forth the names of 
the chosen Electors and the number of 
votes cast for them, and also to deliver to 
them triple copies, under the great seal of 
the state, of a similar certificate. The 
certificates sent by the Governors to the 
State Department are now being filed in 
the Government archives there. This 
being done, the duly chosen electors of each 
state, obeying the mandate of the law, will 
perform their part in the great Copstitution- 
al'drama. In most cases they will assemblo 
at their state capitals, 

The 44 trun and trusty messengera who 
will bring the votes..to Washington will 
receive for their trouble the sum of 25c 
per mile trayeled one way, by the ordinary 
route,. The entire service, will | cost 
$12,000. No doubt this messenger busi- 
ness, duplicating os it does the <rogis- 
tered mail service of Uncle Sam's post- 
offices, is far behind the age, and is 
not specially conducive to safety, speed 
or economy, but it has the advantage of 
ancient tradition and practice, dating 
back to the time of feudal pursuivants 
and couciers;and in many instances the 
individuals selected get a “‘fat thing” 
out of it, Before the last electoral 
count the true and | trusty messenger 
from Florida. turned up missing,.,and 
upon notification by the President. pro- 
tem. of the Senate, Secretary Bayard 
dispatched-a ‘‘special” messenger to bring 
up the missing budget from the district 
judge at Tallahassee. The messenger who 
will bring the votes from Olympia, Wash., 
will get the neat sum of $1000 as mileage, 
the one from Portland, Ore., will get $980, 
the one from San Franciaco, $800; the one 
from Austin, Tex., $420; the one from 
Tallahassee, Fla., $275, and the one from 
Augusta, Me., $158. A messenger failing 
to perform the service required of him 
renders himself liable to a fine of $1000. 

On delivery of each batch of certified 
votes, which are inclosed in official enve- 
lopes and stamped with sealing wax, Vice-

Then Mr. Morton will turn the packages 
over to his private secretary, Mr. Robert 
8. Chilton, jr., who will carefully place 
them, unopened and with the seals intact, 
in a diminutive steelsafe, There the votes 
and certificates will repose under strict 
watch and ward until Feb, 8 next. 

On the morning of the notable day for 
counting the vote Vice-President Murton 
and Private Secretary Chilton will unlock 
the safe in the Vice-President’s room, re- 
move the packages therefrom and hand 
them over to Capt. Isuac Bassett, the 71- 
year-old assistant doorkeeper of the Senate, 
who will be an indispensable functionary at 
the count, as he was on the successive inau- 
gurations of Presidents Van Buren, ‘‘Tippe- 
e@anoe” Harrison, Polk, Taylor, Pierce, Buchan- 
an, Lincoln,Grant, Hayes, Garficld,Clevoland 
and Benjamin Harrison heretofore. Capt. 
Bassett entered the service of the Senate 61 
years ago as tho protege of Daniel Webster, 
and used to tweak the juvenile ears of 
Senator Gorinan of Maryland when that 
statesman was a frisky page boy under him 
in the Senate. He turns back the hands of 
the Senate clock regularly ut the close of 
the short sessions of Congress on March 4, 
and he is tho recognized und official custo- 
dian of the ‘‘electoral boxes.” 

At 12 55 the Senate will stop in the midst 
ot its proceedings and, forming in a march- 
ing body, will move towards the House of 
Representatives. That august and revy- 
erend body will then slowly and 
impressivel enter the hall, preced- 
ed by the Sergeant-at- Arms and 
headed by Vice-President Morton, arm- 
in-arm with Secretary McCook. The 
members and officers of the House will 
rise to receive them. Vice-President Mor- 
ton will mount the Speaker’s platform and 
take the chair as presiding officer, Speaker 
Crisp occupying the chair on his left, and 
Captain Bassett, with due formality and 
deliberation, will unlock the boxes 
and deposit them on the Speaker's 
table. ‘he Senators will fill the space 
at the right of the Vice-President, and 
the representatives, according to the sar 
castic phraseology of the law, will occupy 
‘the body of the hall not provided for sena- 
tors.” 

The certificates from all the states having 
been opened and read the tellers will deliver

duty to perform after tho close of the fall 
season, and utilize them in the several de- 
partments to which they belong while par- 
liament is sitting, and so avoid the em- 
ployment of extra clerks: 

It seems to bo pretty well understood 
pow that the system which has ob- 
tained for s0 many years, especially 
in the Public Works Department, of 
employing large numbers of extra and 
temporary clerks, is to be abandoned, and 
the civil service confined as far as possible 
to the permanent staff. 

This will lead to the dismissal of a good 
many, some of whom have been long in the 
department, But. the «changes will prob- 
ably be gradual, and no large numbor 
of dismissals must be expected be- 
fore \the ehd of ‘the present fiscal 
year. A’ few who have been bolding 
temporary positions with the understanding 
that they would bo made permanent if they 
passed the civil service examination’and 
who failed to do so in November have been 
dismissed, and a few more dismissals of this 
class will most likely occur. 

Director-General Davis of the World's 
Fair has notified the Canadian ‘authorities 
that a contract has been entered into for 
the publication of 10,000,000 copies of the 
official catalog of the fair, and that lists of 
Canadian exhibits must be’ sent in at once.

THE SAAR STRIKE 


It Now Seems That the Miners W it Re- 
turn to Work 


Berwin, Jan. 10, Notwithstanding the 
resolutions adopted at the jniners’ meeting 
held in Bochum Sunday, exprossing sym- 
pathy with the Saar strikers and declaring 
in favor of a general strike in support of the 
Saap’men, which was to begin yesterday, all 
Minera in the Bochum district proceeded to 
their ps usual yesterday and went 
to workoallenpaige from present indica- 
tions, there is no danger of a strike at 
Bocham, though Socialists who were in full 
control of yesterday's meetings have not 
abandoned ‘their iutention to foment 
trouble, and are using every means in 
their power to induce the men to quit work. 
The miners, however, display no anxiety to 
follow the advice offered them, 

At Gelsen-Kirchen, where many of the 
mincrs went on strike, three of the largest 
pits resumed work yesterday, and this 
is taken to be the beginning of the end of 
one of the most ill-advised strikes that has 
occurred in Germany of recent years. 

_Few, if any, of the men were in a vondi- 
tion to makea protracted struggle, and 
hunger and suffering from the cold worked 
together in the interests of mine owners in 
forcing the men back to work. 

A dynamite bomb was exploded in 
Gelsen-Kirchen yesterday. Two small 
hotels which stand on each side of the alley- 
way in which the bomb was placed were 
shaken so that windows broke and plaster 
fell from the walls. Nobody was injured, 
The man who placed the bomb has not been 
caught. He is supposed to bean Anarchist 
emissary from the Saar district. 

Numerous miners’ meetings were held 
Foretey in the Westphalia and 
henish coal districts. The Socialist ele- 
ment was well in evidence every- 
where, and the resolutions favor- 
ing a general strike were passed. In 
most cases, however, the resolutions 
were without effect and the men continue to 

work. 

A thousand men struck near Essen, and 
at Gelsenkirchen there was a partial cessa- 
tion of work at nightfall, Reports from 
several other places show that a few hun- 
dred men here and thore in 
Westphalian and the Dusseldorf  dis- 
tricts have left. the © pits, but 
as yet there is nothing like a goneral strike, 
. Meetings now it. progress at Dortmund, 
Essen, Bochum and Elberfeld may alter the 
situation completely, however, before morn- 
ing. Men from the Saar districtare present at 
most of the meetiigs to ask their comrades 
to support them hv calling out all coal 
nivers in Weateru Germany,

DR. BRIGGS’ CASE. 


Tho Presbytery Exonerates Him From the 
Charge of Herory. 


New York, Jan. 10.—The final meeting 
of the Presbytery of New York, sitting as 
a court on the trial of the charges against 
the Rey. Dr. Charles A. Briggs, met yester- 
day afternoon to receive the repurt of the 
special committee having in charga the con- 
sideration of the vote taken at the lust 
meeting of the judiciary. The report of 
this committee is : 

“Giving due consideration to the defend- 
ant’s explanations of the language used in 
his inaugural address, accepting his frank 
and full disclaimer of the interpretation 
which has been put upon some of tho 
phrases and illustrations and his 
affirmations of loyalty to the standards 
of the church and to the _ holy 
scripture as the only infallible rule of faith 
and practice, the Presbytery do not find 
that he has transgressed the limits of liberty 
allowed under the constitution to scholar- 
ship and opinion.” 

**Therefore, without expressiog approval of 
critical or theological views embodied in the 
inaugural address, or. the manner in which 
they have been expressed and illustrated, 
the presbytery pronounces the Rey. Charles 
A. Briggs, D.D., fully acquitted of the 
offences ulleged against him, the several 
charges and specifications accepted for pro- 
bation having been not sustained.” 


BLAINE STILL ALIVE. 


It Seems Scoarcely Probable He Will Sur 
viye Another Day. 


Wasuincton, Jan. 10.—Dr. Johnston 
paid a visit to Mr. Blaine between 5 and 6 
o'clock last evening.

There is Princess Beatrice, who is always 
with the Queon and whose children are 
there quite as’much as the Duke of 
naught’s children, who are also a great deal 
with their grandmother, Altogether thore 
are & great many young folke about, so thas 
the Queen may naturally have felt it was in 
some sense hor duty to modify the austore 
seclusion in which she has lived since the 
death of the Prince Consort. 

The Queen herself, moreover, is not at 
all of that brooding and morose disposition 
which many people attribute to her. She 
is naturally of a cheerful temperament—no 
has ao more thorough enjoyment in 
lively or amusing conversation, That was 
always saidto be one of the reasons why 
she first took so strong @ personal liking to 
Benjamin Disraeli, who told her lively 
stories of what was going on in society 
and related them with that dryness and 
gravity which everybody found irresistible. 

Sho can be serious enough upon proper 
occasion, as most people who have to trans- 
act business with her find out, but she can 
also unbend, Then she is known to be one 
of the most charming women in the world, 
as well sho may bo, considering the enor- 
mous range of her knowledge, her ex- 
partes and the vigor of her intellectual 
aculties, 

The operatic and dramatic perform- 
ances given before her last yoar indicated 
her desire to bring herself more 
in contact with the world, but the 
most striking occurrence has been her sanc- 
tion of the tableaux vivants which Princess 
Beatrice has been the prime means of get- 
sc up at Osborne during last season, 

his is the time of year at which the 
Queen has hitherto avoided anything ap- 
proaching social entertainments. It is 
associated with her heaviest bereavements, 
Seldom indeed have strangers entered her 
household until the Christinas and New 
Year celebrations have been all over. This 
is the first year in which she has mado any 
signal departure from her custom. 

The performances which have taken 
place at Osborne Housé were not given 
merely for the benefit of her own family, 
but strangers were invited, some of them 
entirely unknown, oxcept by their positions 
or names, to Her Majesty. On Wednesday 
last, for instance, a great number of resi- 
dents of the Isle of Wight were honored 
with invitations, and, I dare say, some of 
them will never cease to talk of the won- 
derful tableaux vivants in which the chief 
parts were played by the Duke of Qon- 
naught, Princess Louise, Princess Beatrice 
and their children, 

What a sight for these heavy, respectable 
provincials to see Arthur, Duke of Con- 
naught, playing King Alfred in the neat 
herd’s hut and being roundly scolded for al- 
lowing the cakes to get burned, The de- 
scriptions of these wondrous things will 
keep many an Isle of Wight home quite 
fashionabla.for at least a twelvemonth to 
come. 

Then, all the naval officers who hap- 
pened to be near at hand were bidden to 
the show. It cannot, therefore, be said 
that the Queen is selfish in her enjoy- 
mente. She treated her neighbors with true 
old English hospitality, just asthe Prince 
of Wales treats his at Sandringham. There 
was n very bounteous supper spread in the 
dining-room, and needless to say, that all 
the arrangements were of the most perfect 
kind, 

As for the actual performances,a lady who 
was present informs me they could not 
have been more beautifully rendered even 
if the actors and actresses had been taken 
from the realstage. The Duke of Con- 
naught and Princess Beatrice won espacial- 
ly loud praises, the Queen applauding most 
heartily. Now that the ice is fairly broken 
it is hoped the Queen may do a little more 
to encourage the regular drama, which 
atands sorely in need of a little fillip from 
somo quarter or other. 

I have nover heard of the theatrical busi- 
ness being so bad as itis now. Even Mr, 
Irving found it expedient to reduce the 
number of hia stalls and assign more space 
to the pit, which is always crowded, but 
then there is a great difference between 
paying half a crown and half a guinea for 
your seat, 

To expect the Queen, who isin her 74th 
year, togotothe London theatres again 
would be unreasonable, but when a play is 
acted before her a great many people are 
seized with an eager desire to see it who 
otherwise would have felt no interest in it, 
In that way the Queen can materially help 
the poor players, who just now are very 
poor indeed, and many fervently hope she 
will do it, A MEMBER OF PARLIAMENT.

Lonpon, Jan. 11.—Concurrently with the 
appointment of Sir Joseph West, Ridgeway 
formerly Under Secretary for Ireland, uu- 
der the Salisbury-Balfour regime, to the 
Morocco mission, Sir Robert G. C. Hamil- 
ton, governor of Tasmania, has arrived ia 
Lendon. _ -Hamilton, who is a Liberal anda 
man of large ability, was Under Sectetary 
for Ireland in 1886, 

Balfour wanted to. get Hamilton out of 
the way on account of his knowledge of 
Irish affairs, which might prove embarrass- 
ing to the Tories, and had him appointed 
sekesner of Tasmania, while Ridgeway, a 

neervative of Conservatives, was mado 
Under Secretary. 

The Unionist newspapers all praise the 
appointment of Ridgeway to the Morocco 
mission, being tinable apparently to see that 
Chief Secretary Morley has mérely shunted 
Ridgeway off in order to obtain the services 
of Hamilton, who will be of inmense ser 
vice to the Home Rule bill and will go to 
work immediately on that measure. 

Hamilton will be a most valuable aid to 
Mr. Morley on all Irish questions, with 
which he is very familior. The Irish mem- 
bers applaud the move, while grinning in 
their sleeves. 

The mutterings of the coming session 
have already begun on both sides. Joseph 
Chamberlain and Sir Henry James are visit- 
ing the Dake of Devonshire at Chatsworth. 
A nisebing of Unionists will shortly be 
summonod to decide where they will sit in 
the House of Commons. It is believed that 
Chamberlain has been engaged during the 
recess in preparing scorching speeches te 
greet the advent of the Home Rule bill. 


ENGLAND'S POVERTY. 


Indignation Over the Latest Financia 
Scandal There, 


Lonpon, Jan. 11.—When Dr. Parker de- 
clared the other day that hell was not hot 
enough for the punishment of some kinds 
of crime he did not exaggerate the growing 
indignation over the latest financial sean- 
dal in England. Themore the collapse of 
the Liberator Building Society is investi- 
gated the more hopeless the situation ap- 
pears for the impoverished victims. The 
stockholders will lose everything and the 
depositors cannet hope for a greater divi- 
dend than three shillings per pound. The 
absconding ot Spencer Balfour, M.P., is not 
an unexpected sequel to the vast robbery. 

The disappearance ot $35,000,000 bolong- 
ing to thousands of the lower middle classes 
is already followed by suffering more silent 
but more pitiful than that of the great 
armies of the unemployed. The old and 
the helpless are the most numerous class 
among the victims. A relief movement has 
accumulated a few thousand dollars for their 
assistance, but the silent hunger of hun- 
dreds will never be made known. 

Many pitiful cases there have been in the 
coroners’ courts within a few weeks, of poor 
women, formerly in comfort, who have died 
of destitution rather than make their wants 
known. The severe weather, the hard 
times, the wholesale and criminal thwartiug 
of honest thrift combine to make these 
verily the darkest days England has kaows 
for many long years. “ 


Cruelly Tortured. 


Lonpon, Jan. 11.—A despatch frem Con- 
stantinople brings additional particulars of 
the recent tragedy inthe Sultan's harem 
The eunuch who was suspooted of poisoning 
sevoral beautiful female sinves presented to 
the Sultan by the Khedive of Egypt died 
while under examination and without hav- 
ing confessed who it was that prompted the 
deed 

Thore is a suspicion that the eunuch was 
also poisoned, and that the person rerpwa 
sible for the poisoning is altogether tee 
powerful to be brought to justice 

The eunuch was cruelly tortused in order 
to compel him to confess, but, itis anid, 
died without givingaclue, The poisoned 
slaves buried seoretly, at night, by 
trusty servants of the palace.

FRENCH IAINISTRY RESIGNS 


A Now Obapter WL Now He Given in the 
Cronnl Scandal, 


Panis, Jan. 11,—The French 
has resigned owing to differences in tho 
Cabinet on the arrest of ex-Minister of Pub 
hie Works Baihaut and other matters 

President Carnot has charged M. Ribot 
with the duty of reconstructing tho Minis 
try. 

It is openly charged that the President 
and M, Ribot not in earoest in the 
Panama prosecutions, And that they have no 
intention of bringing the bribe takers to 
trial, and that the prosecution of De 
Lesseps, Fontaine, Cotton and Eiffel will be 
nothing more to postpone the exposure of 
certain guilty parties tntil the law of pro 
scription will have taken effect. 

Although the resignation of sho ministry 
caused widespread excitement, there was 
no attempt to create disorder. The order 
that is prevailing throughout the city is 
due to the fact that the Inwless elemont 
well knows that any disturbance will be 
put down with a strong hand by the amili- 
tary. 

The recess of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties onded to-day and the House 
resumed its sittings. There was a largo 
attendance of members and the galleries 
were crowded, interest being centered on 
the election of a new President of the 
Chamber. 

The Chamber was called to order by M. 
Piorre Blanc, member for Savoie and Doyen 
of the House. 

The name of M, Floquet as a candidate 
for re-election to the presidency of the 
Chamber was presented. This ovoked a 
somewhat unexpected and vehement op- 
position, and in the course of the speevbes 
made against M. Floquet particular 
ttress was laid upon his own 
admission that he had used some of the 
funds of the Panama Company, not for his 
personal benefit, but for his campaign 
against the Boulangists and to secure the 
election of a Republican Chamber in 1889. 

The vote that usually follows the presen- 
tation of a candidate’s name did not take 
place, though M. La Martiniere demanded 
that it be taken by roll call and by ballot. 

M. Floquet, seeing that the members of 
the right were determined to oppose his re- 
election by every ineans in their power and 
knowing that withoat’ their support he 
could not secure a. majority, he 
withdrew his candidacy. The Republican 
group then nominated M. Casimir Perier 
‘or the offiee.. A yole by the usual method 
was taken and ho was elected by a majority 
of 155, the vote standing 408 for him and 
253 against him. Daring the proceedings 
in the Chamber a group of 13 men, who pro- 
claimed themsclves Anarchists, gathered in 
front of the building. They were ordered 
to move on-by the pglice, but refused to do 
so. They were thereupon placed under 
arrest,

is as follows: M, Ribot, Prime and Minis- 
terofthe Interior; M.. Develle, Foreign 
Affairs; M. Tirard, Finance; M. Bourgeois, 
Justice; Gen. Loizillon, War; M. Burdean, 
Colonies and Marine; M, Dupuy, Instruc- 
tion; M. Viger, Agriculture; M. Siegfried, 
Commerce; M. Viette, Works.

THE CANAL SCANDAL. e 


Report of the Parliamentary Paoama 
Comunittes Presented, 


Paris, Jan. 11,—The reports of the Par- 
liamentary Pavama Committees of 1886 and 
1888 have beon presented before the com- 
mission of enquiry, They show that Presi- 
dent Carnot refused to support the Lotter 
Bill, and that M. Sarrien also disclaimed all 
responsiblity in the matter. M. De Frey- 
cinet adinitted that the money asked for 
would not finish the canal, and when re- 
prosonoe by a fvllow-committeeman with 

eing frightened by the responsibility which 
the Government would tncur, explained 
that the Government granted merely facu- 
lative permission, without assuming 
apy gusrantee, M.  Baihut, who 
intreduced the bill in the Chamber, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Government 
had become involvedgn the matter through 
sending M. Rousseail to the Isthmus. He 
believed that the canal could be completed, 
and he thought it would be most repre- 
hensible to thwarts plan so far advanced. 

The indictment ngainst Gustave Eiffel 
states that he secured 90,000,000 francs of 
Panuma Canal money. Heretofore it was 
supposed he had obtained but 62,000,000 
francs. Itis now regarded as improbable 
that M. Baihut will be tried by the Senate, 
The Senate undoubtedly will vote in favor 
of his being taken before a criminal court. 
The absurdity of hia being judged by a body 
containing men interested in Eiffel’s contract 
work is too apparent to be seriously con- 
templated by anybody, Tho fact that 
President Carnot signed his name to the 
Lottery bill will not help Baihut, although 
ho and his friends have counted upon his 
finding some exculpation in it 

The Parliamentary of on- 
quiry has discovered a break in sequence of 
the canul company’s check stubs. More 
than 250 stubs are missing, and in every 
case a large sum was involved. One of the 
checks in question was for 100,000 francs; 
others for sums between 40,000 und 70,000. 
If the stubs of thesn cliecks are found Felix 
Cottu and Marius Foutaine, as directors of 
the canal coinpany, will be liable to im- 
prisonment for three ye They are 
suspected of haviug destroyed the stubs so 
as to protect their reuctiouist friends.

THEY HAVE A LIVELY CONTRO- 
VERSY IN THE US 


Two Archbishops tn the 


United States 

* Fall Out and the Pope In Called Upan 
to Beitie te DiMeculty—Mer. Satolli's 
Mission Is Proving Most Ardaous, 


New York, Jan. 11.—Since Mgr. Satolli 
has arrived in the United States asa repre- 
tentative of the Vatican, ‘and Pogessed 
with almost unlimited power to dispose of 
matters concerning the peace and welfare 
of the Roman Catholic Church in America, 
there has been brought before the public 
that which leads to suspicion that the 
sequel to Dr. McGlynn’s restoration to his 
full rights as a priest, will be disastrous to 
one or more of his colleagues whose names 
are as well known as his own. 

The discussion which foliowed the action 
of Mgr. Satolli in reinstating Dr. MeGlyan 
disclosed to the press the probability of a 
conspiracy among some of the church leaders 
to represent the resulta of Mgr. Satolli’'s 
mission as likely to do more harm than 
good, with the alloged design of persuading 
the Pope to recall his special representative. 
To what extent the press has been mixed up 
in the matter can be seen by this excerpt 
from The Chicago Bunday Post. 

“Formal charges of the gravest character 
have been preferred agains the Most Rey. 
Michael Augustine Corrigan, the Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of New York, by os 
brother prelate. His Grace of New York 
is accused by the Most Rey. John Ireland, 
Archbishop of St. Paul, of having engaged 
in an unlawful conspiracy to weaken or un- 
do the effect of the Pope's decisions in fa- 
spect of church matters in America and of 
Raving! had recourse to methods unbecom- 
ing a bishop, designed to discredit and dis- 
grace Archbishop Ireland and Monsiggor 
Satolli, the Eapel delegate to America. 
These charges, duly formulated, are now 
on their way to Rome, where they will be 

resented tothe highest tribunal in the 

man Catholic Church.” 

The Post avers that it has unearthed the 
alleged conspiracy through securing a letter 
from Archbishop Corrigan to a layman in 
Chicago, requesting the publication in a 
widely-circulated Western paper of an 
article in the form of an interview with a 
Catholic evclesiastic at Philadelphia. 

The substance of the article is that Arch- 
bishop Ireland is endeavoring to have 
Catholic children in his diocese gradually 
educated to the custom of attending State 
schools without egnsidering themselves in 
anything but anatural position while there; 
an! that the effect must be to wean these 
children from desire for combined religious 
and secular instruction, inasmuch as State 


laws prohibit the introduction of religious - 


instruction in any form in the public 
schools. 

Asan offset to this charge it is known 
that Archbishop Iveland has arranged for 
special religious instruction for these child- 
ren after aud before regular school hours, 
and that be desires these children ta be 
educated in the public schools because the 
schools are supported by the state, because 
they offer greater educational advantages 
and because teachers may be Roman Catho- 
lics as well as Protestants, 

The Rev. Father M. J. Lavelle, rector of 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, New York, who 
was accused of being the chief of Arch- 
bishop Corrigan’s alleged New York bureau 
for tho dissemination through the weat 
and elsewhere of newspaper literature 
hostile to Mgr. Satolli and Archbishop Ire- 
land, says: 

“Suppose that the archbishop had (which 
re must not take for granted; I do not be- 
ieve that it is true) used the press for the 
purpose of upholding his side of the con- 
troversy, could it be possible our friends, 
with their broad Arnerican ideas, would 
find fault with him for doing what they 
themselves are reported to be practising 
every day and to have been practising for 
years?” 

From this it is evident that the trouble 
between Archbishops Corrigan and Ireland 
is that the former distrusts theliberal views 
and actions of the latter in school matters, 
and that the disaffection may spread until 
the priesthood of the country becomes 
divided on the situation. 

The promiso is fair that Archbishop 
Irelaud’s position will be sustained by the 
Pope, inasmuch as the Pope is well in ac- 

cord with the reinstating of Dr, McGyan, 
whose views are and have beon as liberal, 
posaibay more #0, a8 those of Archbishop 
Ireland,

the opposition to the Sutolli mission, ‘The 
Pope.holda absolutely tu his policy that 
coclesiastical affairs in the United States 
shall develop themselves along moderate

ANCIENT WONDERS IN THE EAST, 


Buildings of Old Which Modern Machin- 
ery Would be Powerless to Erect. 

Nineveh was fourteen miles long and 
eight miles wide, the whole city surrounded 
by a wall 100 feet high, so thick as to fur- 
nish ample room for three chariots to be 
driven abreast around the top, Babylon 
was fifty miles within the walls, which 
were seventy-five feet thick and of the same 
height as those of Nineveh. This monster 
wall had twelve openings, or gates, which 
were closed by enormous brass shutters 
every evening at sundown. ‘The temple ot 
Diana at Ephesus, which was about an even 
hundred years in building, was 450 feet to 
the firet support of the roof. The largest of 
the pyramids was originally 48] feet high 
and 853 on the sides, the base covering 
eleven acres, The stones, which are in 208 
layers, average sixty feet in length. One 
account says that 350,000 men worked for 
twenty years in fashioning the Titanic pile, 
The famous ‘Labyrinth of Egypt’ contain- 
ed 300 rooms or chambers and twelve halls. 
Thebes, Kgypt, at the present time, pre 
sents ruins twenty-seven miles in circum- 
ference. The remains of many of the 
buildings, such as columns, arches, etc., are 
of such gigantic size that, according to the 
St. Louis Republic, no known modern ma- 
chinery would be equal to the task of tak- 
ing them down, to say nothing of putting 
them in their present positions.

On Jan, 10 last yoar the lowest degree 
of tomperature recorded was 2 above zero 
and the highest 18 degrees above zero, Yes- 
terday the minimum was 13 below zero and 
the highest 3 below, the difference in the 
mean temperature being about 18 degrees. 

The change in the temperature began to 
be noticed in the city atabout 5 p.m, Sun- 
day evening by midnight it was 5 degroes be- 
low zoro. At 6 yesterday morning the mor- 
oury had dropped to 16 below and at 8 a.m. 
the thermometer registered 12 degrees below 
and ina few minutes the minimum of 13 de- 
grees below was coached. Two o'clock saw 
the mercury at 3 below; at 4 o'clock there 
was no change, but at 10 o'clock it was 
much colder, being 9 degrees below zero, 
with no wind. At midnight the mercury 
had fallon about 5 degrees lower. 

In case the wind rose before morn- 
ing Obsorver Menzies thought that 
in all probability 18 or 20 dogrees 
below zero might be registered, but if it 
stays calm it may gradually grow milder,

THE GOVERNMENT ARE MAKING EX- 
TRAORDINARY PRECAUTIONS. 


Tho Grosse Isle Quarnntine Station to Be 
Placed in a State of Em- 
olenoy—Two Steam Tugs This Yonr for 


Thorough 


Disinfecting Travelers, 


Orrawa, Jan. 12.—Messrs, Androw A. 
Allan and George Hanna, representing the 
Allan Line, avd John Torrance and W, M. 
MacPherson, representing the Dominion 
Line of steamships, had an interview with 
Sir Joha Thompson, Hon, M. Bowell, Hon. 
A.R. Angers and Hon, T.M, Daly yesterday, 
with reference to immigration and quaran- 
tine matters. 

With reference to the 
deputation was informed 
not at all likely that the 
trouble of last year as to the 
authority to be exercised by the Dominion 
and Provincial Governments would bo re- 
nowed, as aconterence would shortly take 
place between the two Governments, when 
it was expected that the matter would be 
amicably and satisfactorily settled 

The deputation was also informed that in 
view of the possibility of cholora making its 
appearance every possible precaution woud 
be taken, and the Grosse Isle quarantine 
station placed in a state of thorough effici- 
ency. The beat disintecting apparatus had 
been supplied and proper accommodation 
provided for all classes of passengers. 
second steam tug would be employed 
next year so as to facilitate inspection and 
disinfection, 

As to the deep water wharf asked for, it 
was pointed out to the deputation that it 
would cost a very large sum of money, at 
least $150,000, and that it could not pos- 
sibly be completed before the end of the 
season, ifthen. Tho present pier afforded 
ample accommodation for tho landing of 
passengers, and although the deep water 
wharf would be a convenience for vessels to 
lie alongside and be disinfected, still the 

disinfecting could be done as well from 
tugs. 

With the exception of the wharf, 
the deputation was assured that on the 
opening of navigation, Gross Isle quar- 
antine station would be found thoroughly 
equipped in every respect, and it was also 
intended to improve the quarantine station 
at Halifax. 

In conversation Mr. Allan exprossed the 
opinion that immigration next year would 
not be materially affected by the cholera 
scare.

Victoria, B.C., Jan. 12.—Lee Gee Tang, 
aged 35, was brought to the Chinese hos- 
pital two days ago, died late last night and 
was buried this afternoon, The man was 
unattended and lay on a plain rough board 
which did service for a bed. Upon the same 
board was another sick Chinaman. Upona 
separate board was an aged. paralyzed Ce- 
lestial. Tang died last night and the corpse 
lay for hoursin the same room with the 
sick Celestial. It was all huddled in dirty, 
filthy (eke and left justas it had died. 
Several Chinese jank tapers were lighted 
and filled the room with repugnant fumes. 
No fire was in the place and light was fur- 
hished by a dirty, greasy candle in a more 
dirty-looking bottle. 

This was the condition in which the city 
health officials found the hospital when 
visited last midnight. In another room 
was found the fat Chinaman, who had 
been again turned over to the tender mer- 
cies of the benevolent Chinese tyhees who 
support this institution. ‘The crazy Celes- 
tial was seated on his board bed. He was 
laughing and grinning. There wore several 
pictifres of Chinese demigods. An oil lamp 
was burning in their honor, And a large 
supply of lighted junks were set close to 
the insane man, It is not known whether 
the junks were supposed to frighten away 
the insanity, but their proximity to the 
wretched Celestial suggested the idea. The 
only food found was a little boiled rice. 
The rice, the lighted junks and the ugl 
looking demigods constituted the hospital

BEN BUTLER DEAD 


Mie War Attookod With a 


Coughing 


Fatal 


Wastinato Jan ¥. 
Butler, the politician 
and millionaire , died ot his 
Washington residence, No, 220 New Jersey- 
The 
General had always to a greater or loss ex 
his Washington, 
although many of the scenen of his success- 
ful ventures have been located elsewhere 

During the present winter a case which 
had been decided against him in the highest 
courts of the State of Massachusacta, and in 
which he took oan appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court, has demanded his 
almost constant residence in this city. 

Shortly after | o'clock yesterday a.m. the 
General wan attacked with a fit of coughing, 
which awakened the man servant, who 
always occupied an adjoining room. He at 
once hastened to the General's bedside and 
asked him what tho matter was, Tho 
General meanwhile had gone to the bath- 
room adjoining, whither his valet hagtened 
and offered his assistance. 

The General mentioned that his ex- 
pectoration had been discolored with 
blood. Ho did not appear to think seri- 
ously of the matter, howeyer, and after the 
valet had assisted him to his bed he 
said: ‘‘That’s all right, West. You need do 
nothing more,” and apparently went to 
sleep. He had Inin on his bed but o few 
moments, however, when his heavy breath. 
ing again aroused alarm. Mr. Lanier Dann, 
his nephew by marriage, who resided in the 
samc houso, started out in search of medi- 
cal assistance, 

Tt was fully 15 minutes before he could 
secure aid, and when he returned with Dr, 
Luce, the assistant of Dr. Bayne, the 
family physician, it was seen that the Gen- 
eral was already in extremis. The doctor 
so informed his two nieces, Miss Stevens 
and Mrs. Dunn, who were at his bedside, 
and death ensued almost immediately. 

The interment will take place at Lowell, 
Mass., in the family lot, where lie the re- 
mains of his wifo and his son Benjamin, the 
latter of whom died in 1876. Gen. Butler's 
wealth is estimated at $7,000,000. Ho was 
born in 1818 at Deerfield, N.H. His father, 
Capt. John Butler, served under Jackson at 
the battle of New Orleans. 

He received a collegiate education in 
Maine, studied law and became a member 
of the Massachusetts Legislature. His 
prominence in national politics began with 
the Charieston convention in 1860. 

At the outbreak of the war he was 
Brigadier-Gencral of the Massachusetts 
militia, and when Lincoln issued orders for 
troops Butler took command of the cele- 
brated Eighth Massachusetts. Regiment, 
which was the first organized to en¢ounter 
the onslaught.

The trial of Charles de Lesseps, Marius 
Fontane, Baron Cottu and M, Eiffel waa 
continued yesterday. 

M. Fontane said that Spcrny after the 
formation of the Panama Canal Company 
he was placed in charge of the company's 
business with the press. He gave much 
information regarding the bribery of news- 
papers to prevent hostile attacks upon tho 
company and also to prevent the publica- 
tion of matter that would have shown the 
true condition of affaira on the Isthmus 
of Panama. Fontane stated that 
he held his position as manager of the com- 
pany’s affairs until 1885, when the exactions 
of newspapers became so heavy that ho was 
compelled to abandon the post. 

Tnterest in the proceedings was cen 
tered in the examination of M. Eiffel, the 
contractor. He admitted that he had 
cashed checks for 12,000,000 francs, which 
to pay for 
machinery, while he had actually expended 
only 1,500,000 francs for that purpose. He 
had given 2,000,000 trancs to M. Hebrard 
to secure the contracts with the company 
and 2,000,000 francs to Baron de Reinech 
in order to secure the latter's influence in 
his favor with the Government. 

M. Flory, the Government accountant, 
who recently examined the accounts of the 
Canal company. stated that M. Hiffel had 
been paid 69,000,000 francs on his con- 
tract and that his profit was 33,000,000 
francs. 

It requirad considerable questioning to 
bring M. ffel to the ES that 
besides the twe million francs given to M. 
Hebrard and the two million francs given 
to Baron de Reinech two million had been 
pela by him toa certain contractor whose 
flavor, like that of Hebrard and Reinech, 
was indispensable to success.

‘"What did you do with the six million re- 
esived by you for taking to pieces and ship- 
ping to the isthmus and thero reconstruct- 
ing machinery which, asa matter of fact, 
you never even supplied in this country?’

Now, you took 2,885,000 francs from the 
Forges et Chantersde Meditorrance as a per- 
centage, although the order was never 
executed. Do you think that this sum 
belonged to you?’

GREEDY COALMEN. 


The Rending Combine Has Broken Up 
Beonase of Disagreement 


New York, Jan. 12,—The Horald edi- 
torially says;

Facts About Moths. 


They Maltiply Rapidly, but Light and Air 
will Destroy Them. 


It la now a clearly defined fact that there 
arc three distinct species of wool-destroying 
moths common In this country. The co.o- 
mon species are light brown In color. They 
begin to appear late in April and may oo- 
casionally be seen flitting about as late as 
August, says the Upholsterer. 

They pair off and the female then search 
es for suitable places for the disposition of 
her eggé, working her way into dark oor- 
ners, crevices of the walls, cracks {in the 
floor or deep into the folds of garments, 
apparently choosing by instinod the least 
conspicuous places, 

The moth lays from 18 to 140 eggs ata 
time. From these eggs hatch, in a period 
of from three to seven days, the white, soft 
larvee or worms, all of which begin to make 
a case for themselves from the fragments of 
the cloth upon which they feed. The caso 
{s in the shape of a hollow roll. 

The worm reaches its fall growth in 36 
days, and then, crawling into some yet more 
protected spot, remains torpld during the 
winter within its case, which by this time 
is thickened and fastened at elther end and 
is the fall-slzed cocoon. 

It fs the 36 days’ period from the time the 
eggs are laid to the time the worm or grub 
reaches full size, that the damage is done. 

After a thorough airing of a woollen fab- 
ric for the parpose of driving oub any con- 
cealed moth—for a moth abhors Iight—and 
after time has been given for the develop- 
ment of any concealed egg, you may be sure 
that there Is nothiog harmful on the fabric; 
then {bt {s as safe done up In a paper parcel 
as {t would be saturated and burled beneath 
all the antl-moth remeales In exiatence.

Toronto, Jan. 18.—The Rossin House

thusianm on the oceasion of the ninth 
annoal banquet of the Young Men's 


Liberal Club, Abovo 300 guests partook 
of the recherche faro provided by mine host. 
After the repast the proceedings Were 
graced with ‘the presence of many ladies 
and agrecably varied by vocal and instru: 
mental muale, 

Mr. J, A. Macintosh, president of the 
club, presided, Ho was ab pparted 
at tho chief table by Hon. ilfrid 
Laurier, Mayor Fleming, J. D. Edgar, 
M.P., James Conmee, M.L.A., Wil- 
liam Mulock, M.P., KR. Armstrong, 
President ¥.M.L.-C, A.; Sir Oliver Mowat, 
Hon. R. Harcourt, Hon, 8. C. Biggs, Win- 
vipeg; Robert Jaffray, George A, Cox, 
Joseph Tait, M.A. Of  ex-presidents 
there were present: Frank Yeigh, Neil Mc- 
Crimmon, f S. Willidon, H. H. »Dewart, 
J.°M, Clark, W. D. Gregory. Othér pro- 
minent Liberals were: Haxh Miller, Alex- 
ander Wheeler, J. H. Coyne, St. Thomas; 
N. Awrev, M.L.A., Jas. Sutherland, M.P., 
Ex-Ald. Hill, J, MoCabe: and a large repre- 
sentation of the trades and professions of 
the city. 

The health of the Queen having been en- 
thusiastically drank, Mr, ©. N. Smith, 
first vice-president, proposed “Canada.” 
He acquitted himself admirably and did fall 


imation to the toast 


Sir Oliver Mowat was loudly cheered 
when. he arose to speak. He said the 
achievements of the Liberal party in the 

ast had been very great, and it was the 
cnawiaiaé of these achievemoents—tho 
knowledge of what Liberals had done, what 
struggles they had engaged in, and their 
success—that made him in the first instance 
a member of the Liberal party. 

“*My carly home was Conservative, but a 
home in which the obligations of religion 
and moral duties were regarded as supreme. 
(Loud applause.} The town in which I 
spent my earliest manhood was Conserva- 
tive. My associates were Conservative. 
My leaders were Conservative. I had, 
therefore, a good deal to overcome in order 
to become a Liberal. 

“My carliest recollections had taught me 
the lesson that I was not to takeon trust the 
opinions of othera on any subject on which 
I was capable of thinking for myself. [Ap- 
plause,) Early I applied that principle to 
political matters. And what I studied re- 
garding Canada brought me to the con- 
clusion tnat in all past issues upon which 
Liberals had agreed Liberals were in the 
rightand their opponents in the wrong. 
And thusI perceived they were right fh 
reference to Downing-street intertering in 
local affairs. Now, no one euggests that 
Downing-street rule would be tolerable to 
us. 

They were right also in demanding that 
municipal institutions should be given to the 
whole Province of Ontario, notwithstanding 
the objection that these institutions would 
make us mere republics. They were right in 
their demand that in this country, divided 
as its population was, there should be 
no established church and that the clergy 
or Inity of no one church should have privi- 
leges that the other did not enjoy. And in 
regard to these and other questions the 
Liberal party had not atrdgeled in vain. 
All those measures that they contonded for 
are in accordance with their conviction, 
and although not always carried by the 
Liberal party, they were by a Conservative 

arty that had adopted Liberal principles. 
Fitear, bear.] 


Canadian Liberalism means what it 
always did. Canadian Liberalism docs 
not now and has never meant 
annexation, nor does it mean anarchy 


or Socialism? Canadian Liberalism has 
always meant and still means economical 
government, pure administration and free 
trade with all the world—(tremendous ap- 
plause}—as far as the necessities of revenue 
will permit and compatible with the in- 
terests of all classes of Canadians, [Renewed 
applause.] The spirit of Liberalism 
is the same in the old land as in the new. 
It is tho spirit that animated Pitt, Burke, 
Bright, and which now animates the great 
and glorious Gladstone—{applause}]—and 
his supporters, English, Irish and Scotch, 
God bless them! It is the spirit which 
animated Baldwin, Dorion, Brown, Alex- 
ander Mackenzie, and which ahimates our 
honored leader in Dominion affairs. [Tre- 
mendous applause). 

Dealing with the future of the country 
and the various destinies proposed, he said 
that no one had yet Scneestel a workable 
scheme of Imperial Federation. 
have come tothe conclusion 


“Some 
that annexa- 


tion is the proper thing. [Applause.} 
I don't think that many have taken 
that view. I don’t share it.” [Tremendous 
applause, } 


Others look forward to Canada some day 
becoming a separate and individual nation, 
[Loud applause.) There is no desire in re- 
gerd to our future stronger in the 

earte of Canadians than that desire, 

and I apprehend that it is the 
possible dostiny of this country unloss we 
allow ourselves to be absorbed by the 
United States. 

Voice: Never! [Applause.) 

Sir Oliver: I don’t think we ever shall. 
The time has not come for entering upon 
that condition. We need preparing for it 


And a0 grand an object is 
worth all the caro and all the 
thoughtfulness possible. We should add 


something to our strongth; we should add 
something to our population. (Laughter 
and cheers.) 

The independence that wo want, tho in- 
dependence that is safe for us, is the one that 
may grow out of British connection, that 
shall not be the result of a quarrel or irrita- 
tion. The independence that shall be 
given to us as confederation was given to 


us—by our own request, and as the North 
west Territory was given to us, uncondi- 
tionally 

And I now call upon you Liberals 
all to stand by this grand Canads 
of ours; that you will remain 
Canadians forever—([hear, hear] that 
Canada shall always be Canadian. Asa 


Canadian I hope our motto shall be ‘No 
Surrender Lhope that our aim and de 
termination shall be Canada for the Cana 
dians, for Canadians by birth, for Cana- 
dians by adoption, and for al! persons what 
ever their origin who settle amongst us, as 
good citizens keeping our inatilutions and 
romaining faithful to our autonomy 

Warm was the applause that was meted 


out tothe hon. gentloman as ho took his 


noat 

Hon, Wilfrid Laurier, who was greeted 
with loud cheering, said 

I havo every reason to be proud of the 
recoption given me by the Liberals of On 
tario, It hasbeen above my deserts I 
shall endeavor to diacharge my duties in 
the light of the brilliant examples of 


Liberals of this and former generations, 
whose names have been rehearsed to us to 










Of all the signs which Lhave found in 


Ontario which inake mo return with grati 
tude and hope vnbounded the greatest is 
that the young men, both Liberal and 
Conservative, are agreed to do their beat 
for their native country as their ausestors 
havedone. [Applauase.] 

Itis a moat hopeful sign to sce young 
men determined to do their beat for this 
country, which, spite of all said to the cou 
trary, is a suffering country 

A wook ago the Ministers of the Crown 
piled up statistion in the vain en- 
deavor to convince the people of 
this country that they are happy 
and prosperous O, what a delusion! 


What an insult to common sense! 
{Applause.] To tell us that this country is 
prosperous when out of five millions of popu- 
Iation one-fifth of our countrymen have left 
our country! To tell us that this country 
is prosperousin sucha stato of things— 
when Canada can give shelter and food and 


happy bomes to one hundred millions and 
cannot keop within its bounds a paltry 
five millions! It is, IT repeat, a shame, an 
insolence to coimmon sense; it is trash to 
tellus this! 

I do not like to use strong words, but 
we havea duty to peujormn to our country 
and must protest n the presence of facts 
like these we are told we are prosperous 
aud have nothing to do but to fold our 
arms and see what Providence will do tor 
us. The men who say this are not deserv- 
ing the confidence of the people of Canada. 
[Applause. } 

The time has come when the people of 
Canada should never coase their efforts till 


we have steh a state of affairs 
that every child born in Canada 
shall remain here as a_ citizen. 
Till we have attained this result 
there must be no peace for the Liberals of 
Canada, but constant warfare. This must 


be our duty in season and out of season, 
After stating that he would not repeat 
his Hamilton speech, the honorable gentle- 
man said he belioved there was a remedy: 
Decreased taxation and increased markets. 
CApplegse.] 
Ve must have greater freedom of trade, 


such as is known jh England. [Renewed 
applause.] Of ‘Course iu our present 
condition it is not possible to have 


froe trade such ‘as exists in England; bat 
we must remember that free trade was not 
adopted at one fell swoop, but gradually. 

This should bo the policy of the Liberal 
party in Canada. As faras I have anything 
to do in shapiug this line of policyit is upon 
this we shall proceed now and forever. 
[Applause, } 

On this topic Mr, Laurier said; I endorse 
avery worl which fell from thé Nestor of On- 
tario,Sir OliverMowat. Canadacaunotalways 
remain acolony, I say that if it were de- 
pendent upon a single wave of iny hand to 
hasten separation from the Mother Coun- 
try I'would not doit. Ifsevered at all it 
must be severed ay the Tipened fruit from 
the tree, or as the young man leaves the 
home of his father to become the head of a 
fainily, So will Canada become a nation— 
not severed from England by war, but in 
amity and pence, [Applause.} 

But this severance need not be absolute. 
In this great city of Toronto there is a 
movement—at all events the cherishing of 
a hope—that Canada shall not be separated 
from Envglaod, but that_there be a federa- 
tion of the Kinpire. Now, of Imperial 
Federation I have never seen an exact defi- 
nitiob. Tam sure of one thing—that to those 
of you Who are of British: Grigin, “in whose 
blood runs that of England, Neaiend: Scot- 
land, it would be &® “blessing if you could 
have independence for Canndu ‘coupled 
With union to the Empire at large. 

To myself, of French origin, the very idea 
of Imperial Federation has a most alluring 
fascibation, It opens the flood-gates of his- 
tory. Then the honorable gentleman, with 
flashing eyes and general animation, te- 
counted the story of the conqest of England 
by France, and traced the story down to 
the landing of French troops on the banks 
of the St. Lawretice and English on the 
shores of New “Wiigland. His refer- 
ence to the final settlement on the Plains 
of Abraham was londly cheered. ‘Thus 
the hon. gentleman showed his appreciation 
of deeds of valor in days gone by ; “but,” 
said he, ‘Lam sorry to say that those who 
propose Imperial Federation have placed it 
on the most narrow basis possibly. The 
chief advocate of the project in your city 
has based liis argument on the military de- 
fences of the Empire. I know enotigh of 
the history of England to know thatshe can 
settle hér battles singly. [Loud applause.) I 
Know Canada’s little army could not help her 
much. [(Laughter.) Your ancestors and 
my ancestors filled neds with the blood 
of their armies. Thank’ Heaven, and God 
be ever praised for it, it has been left for 
this generation to see the banners of Eng- 
land and France floating side by side on 
the ramparts of Alm», Bulaklava and the 
smoking ruins of Sebastopol.” [Cheers,] 

Tn answering this self-iinposed qnestion, 
Mr. Laurier said; Perliaps at some indefi- 
nite period England aud Russia may be in 
conflict on the frontier of Trdiat 

But for such a do not 
neéd Imperial Federation, Jf the day ever 
comes when England is in danger there is 
not a Canadian, whatever his race, who 
would not give his money and his blood for 
the security of tho Empire, [Renewed 
cheering, } 

When tho apostles of Imperia! Federa- 
tion lay the basis of their claims upon the 
military defence of the Old Country I tell 
them they are behind the times; the age is 
passt for this. 

We look to nobler aspirations. The great 
agent of civilization in this century—both 
in this country aud ih Kngland—is trade. 
Give me a union which will bée based upon 


conlingoucy we 








the laws of trade, which will make 
the’ peoples more progpérous not only 
here, but in the Old Sod oe 
well: and if such « union can be achieved, 
I am for it every day of my life Sa 

The principles for which Cobden ane 
Bright fought ure being adopted all over 
the world Englund has adopted them, 
and America has proclaimed them, Therein 
I seo a possibility of a union, not only of 
empire, but a union te in ude all countries 
issuing from England [The Anglo-Saxon 
is the greatest cominercial race tho world

Define His FHolitical 
Jan, 25 At Staynor, 


Orrawa, Jan. 13.—H. M. Whitney of 
Boston, who represents the American 
syndicate which is endeavoring to get con- 
trol of the Cupe Breton mines, is urging 
the Government to give an immediate 
decision on the petition presented some 
time ago by a large number of Nova Scotia 
coal miners praying fur the disallowance of 
the Mining Act passed by the Local Legis- 
lature of Nova Scotia at its last session. 

This act increases’ the royalty on coal, 
and changes the prosent Mining Act in 
other respects, anda nuomber of the coal 
miners hold that in it the local Government 
has exceeded its powers, and therefore the 
act. should be disallowed.

CAPRIVI'S ARMY BILL. 


His Argument Now Is That Germany 
Must Be Ou the Offensive 


Bertin, Jan, 13.—Chancellor Von Ca- 
pee. last night attended a meeting of the 

eichstag Committee of 28 appointed to 
consider the Army Bill, and made an im 

ortant speech, setting forth the necessity 

for the adoption of the bill without change 
or modification. 

Referring to the relations existing be 
tween Germany and Russia the Chancellor 
declared there was no enmity between the 
Emperor and the Czar and neither was 
there any enmity between the two Govern 
ments, 

With regard to the relations between 
France and Russia, Chancellor Von Caprivi 
saidthat probably an entente in rogard to 
the military arrangements existed botween 
those two countries, 

Ho then referred to tho possibility of an 
attack being made upon the nations coin 
posing the triple alliance—Germany, Aus 
tria and Italy—and said if such an attack 
was madethe chief onslaught of the at- 
tacking forces would doubtless be directed 
against Germapy as the strongest member 
of the triple alliance, Experience had 
shown that when war threatened it was 
beat for Germany to take the offoensivo. 

To do that would require that the armies 
of the se ae alliance havea considerable 
numerical superiority, As matter of fact 
the triple alliance was in the minority in 
aa of nambers. Germany's long castern 

rontier especially could ouly be protected 
by omploying offensive tactics. An offen 
sive policy was @ good p lioy It meant 
short wars with quick victories and lasting 
results 

All this could be obtained only by ayaum 
ing the offensive i bont forces

FOOTBALL AGCIDENTS. 


Serious Disasters Rarna—A Spice of Dan- 
gor to Lend Interest. 

Following closely on the fatal accident in 
the course of a Rugby ‘“‘house-run” came 
the intelligence of a death at Halleybury 
resulting from a charge at football. Ever 
since our winter game became the sport ot 
the masses—to be played by hundreds of 
thousands on their Saturday half-holiday 
during seven or eight months of the twelve 
—it has been the delight of opponents of 
football to search out the Reels of acci- 
dents, whether fatal or not, and dilate 
upon them in the public prints. Happi- 
ly, at our famous public schools -a 
serious disaster is of the rarest occurrence. 

Accidents, as we know, are certain to 
happen under the best-regulated condi- 
tions, but the ontirely healthy tone of the 
game as played at a public school, and the 
wholesome supervision that forbids the boy 
of. delicate constitution to participate, 
haye so reduced the chances of serious ac- 
cident that they are hardly calculable. 
In the cause of the weaker brethren and 
mothers it is satisfactory to learn that the 
match in which the Halleybury boy was 
taking part was being duly administed by 
a referee, and there was no supicion of un- 
due roughness or unfair play. A fall of a 
nature that might have occurred at any 
other sport was the oause of an internal in- 
jury which, unfelt at the time, resulted 
two days afterwards in death. 

That football is 4 rough game when 
sroperly played goes without saying. 

‘his is, no doubt, one of ita morits in the 
eyes of a healthy boy, who would much 
prefer to take his chances in such a match 
as that described in ‘“Iom Brown’ rather 
than to engage in the lamentable parody 
of the sport so well depicted by Mr, 
Anstey in *'Vice Vorsa.” Pinck, dash and 
resolution are all essentials to successful 
play, and in no other game are these desir- 
able qualities to be more readily acquired. 
Chere is also a spice of danger such as is to 
be found in almost every English sport, 
old or new London Spectator. 


Slowest Railroad in the World, 

**The slowest railroad in the world ia the 
Arizona and New Mexico,” said E, U, Tut- 
tle. ‘‘From Benson to Nogales is oighty- 
eight miles, and when I went over the road 
the schedule time was eight hours. . The 
faro was $3.80, or 10 conts per imile,.

GOD AMONG THE BIRDS. 


DR. TALMAGE PREACHES ON THE 
DENIZENS OF THE AIR 


Surely He Who Planned Such Ingeniously 
Constructed Nosts as Those of the Bobo- 
link and Sparrow Will Also Provide a 


Home for Man, 


Brookiyy, January §.—Dr. Talmage 
this morning continued the course of ser- 
mons begun a few Sabbaths ago. Having 

reachad about ‘The Astronomy of the 

ible; or, God Among che Stars,” and the 
“Chronology of the Bible; or, 
Among the Centuries,” this morning he 
discoursed on the ‘Ornithology of the 
Bible ; or, God Among tho Birds.” The 
text was, Matthew 6: 26; ‘‘Behold the 
fowls of the air.” 

There is silence now in all our January 
forests, except as the winds whistle through 
the bare branches. Our Northern woods 
are deserted concert-halls. The organ- 
lofts in the temple of nature are hymonless, 
Trees which were full of carol and chirp 
and chant are now waiting for the coming 
back of rich plumes and warbling voices, 
solos, duets, quartets, cantatas and ‘Te 
Deums, But the Bible is full of birds at 
all seasons, and prophets and patriarchs 
and apostles and evangelists and Clivist 
Himself employ them for moral and 
religious purposes. My text isan extract 
from the Sermon on the Mount, and 
perhaps it was at a moment when a flock 
of birds flew past that Christ waved his 
hand toward them, and said: ‘Behold the 
fowls of the air.” And so, in this course 
of sermons on God Everywhere, I preach 
to you this third sermon concerning the 
Ornithology of the Bible, or God among 
the Birds. 

Most of the other sciences 
or not study as you please. Use your own 
judgment, exercise your own taste. But 
about this science of ornithology we have 
no option. The divine command is posi- 
tive when it says in my text, ‘Behold the 
fowls of the ‘air !” That is, study their 
habits. Examine their colors. Notice 
theirspeed. See the hand of God in their 
construction. It is easy for me to obey the 
command of the text for I was brought up 
among this face of wings and from.boyhood 
heard their matins at sunrise, and their 
yespers at sunset. Their nests have’ been 
to me fascination, and my satisfaction is 
that I never robbed one or thein, any more 
than I would steal a chfld from a cradle, 
for u bird is the child of the sky, and its 
nest is the cradle. They are almost human 
for they have their loves and hates, affini- 
ties, and antipachies, understand joy and 
grief, have conjugal and material instinct, 
wage wars, and entertain jealousies, have a 
language of their own, and powers of 
association. Thank God for birds and 
skies full ot them. It is useless to expect 
to understand the Bible unless we study 


God, 


yea may study

three times he Bible allude to t 


facts of natural history, and I do not- 


wonder that it makes so many allusions 
ornithological. The skies and the caverns 
of Palestine are friendly to the winged 
creatures, and 80 many fly and roost, and 
nest and hatch in that region that inspired 
writers do not have tar to goto get ornitho- 
logical illustration of Divine truth. There 
are over forty species of birds recognized in 
the Scriptures. Oh, what a variety of 
wings in Palestine! The dove, the robin, 
the eagle, the cormorant, or pluming bird, 
hurling itself from sky to wave and with 
long beak clutching its prey; the thrush, 
which especially dislikes a crowd, the par- 
tridge, the hawk, bold and ruthless, hover- 
ing head to windward, while watching for 
prey; the swan, home among the marshes 
with feet so constructed it can walk on 
the leaves of water pants; the raven, the 
lapwing, malodorous and in the Bible de- 
nounced as inedible, chough it has extraor- 
dinary head-dress; the stork, the ossifrage, 
that always had a habit of dropping on a 
stone the turtle it had lifted and so killing 
it for food, and on one occasion mistook the 
bald head of A°schylus, the Greek peet, for 
a white stone, and dropped a turtle upon it, 
killing the famous Greek; the cuckoo, with 
creasted head and crimsonthroat and wings 
snow-tipped, but too lazy to build its own 
nest, and so having the habit of depositing 
its eggs in nests belonging to other 
birds; the blue jay, the grouse, the 
plover, the magpie, the kingfisher, 
the pelican, which is the caricature 
of all the feathered creation ; the owl, the 
pelgeren the bittern, the harrier, the bul- 
ul, the osprey, the vulture, that king of 
scavengers, with neck covered with repul- 
sive down instead of attractive feathers; the 
quarrelsome starling, the swallow flying a 
mile a minute, and sometimes ten hours in 
succession; the heron, the quail, the pea- 
cock, the ostrich, the lark, the crow, the 
kite, the bat, the blackbird and many others, 
with all colors, all sounds, all styles of 
flight, all habits, all architecture of nests, 
leaving nothing wanting in suggestiveness. 
They were at the creation placed all around 
on the rocks and in the trees and on the 
ground to serenade Adam's arrival. They 
took their places on Friday as the first man 
was made on Saturday. Whatever else he 
had or did not have, he should have music, 
The first sound that struck the 
was a bird’s voice, 

Yea, Christian geology (for you know 
there is a Christian geology as well as an 
infidel geology), Christian geology comes 
in ond helps the Bible show what we owe 
to the bird creation. Before the human 
race came into this world, the world was 
ocoupied by reptiles, and by all style of 
destructive monsters, millions of creatures 
loathesome and hideous. God sent huge 
birds to clear the earth of these creatures 
before Adum and Eve were created. The 
remains of these birds have been found im- 
bedded in the rocks. The skeleton of ono 
eagle has been found twenty feet in height, 
and fifty feet from tip of wing to tipof wing. 
Many armiesof beaks and claws were neces- 
sary toclear the earth of creatures that 
would have destroyed the human race 
with one clip. I like to find this harmony 
of revelation and science, and to have de- 


monstrated that the God who made the 
world made the Bible 
Moses, the greatest lawyer of all time 


and a great man forfacts, had enough senti 
ment and poetry and musical taste to wel 
come the illumined wings and the voices 
divinely drilled into the firat chapter of 
How should Noah, the old ship- 


carpenter, six hundred years of age, fiid

to take possession of the resuscitated planet, 
So the human race was saved by a bird's 
wing; for attempting to land too soon, 
they would have perished. 

Aye, here comes a whole flock of doves 
rock-doves, ring-doves, stock-doves—and 
they make lsaiah think of great revivals 
and great awakenings, when souls fly for 
shelter like a flock of pigeons swooping to 
the openings of a pigeon coop, and he cries 
out: ‘Who are these that Hy as doves to 
tiec windows 7” David. with Saul after 
him, and flying trom cavern to cavern, com: 
pares himself to a desert partridge, a bird 
which especially haunts rocky places, and 
boys and hunters to this day take after it 
with sticks for the partridges runs rather 
than flies. David, chased and clubbed and 
harried of pursners, says: ‘Il am hunted as 
a partridge on the mountains.” Speaking 
of his forlorn condition, he says: ‘I am 
likv a pelican of the wilderness.” Desorib- 
ing his loneliness; he says: ‘‘I am a swal- 
low alone on a housetop.” Hezekiah, in 
the emancipation of his sickness, compares 
himself toa crane, thin and wasted. Job 
had so much trouble that he could not 
sleep nights, and he described his insomnia 
by saying : ‘Lama companion to fowls.” 
Isaiah compares the desolations of ban 
ished israel to an owl and bittern and 
cormorant among a city’s ruins. Jeremiah 
describing the cruelty of parents toward 
children, compares them to the ostrich, who 
leaves its eggs in the sand uncared for, cry- 
ing: ‘The daughter of my people is become 
like the ostriches of the wilderness.” 
Among the provisions piled on Solomon's 
bountiful table, the Bible speaks of ‘'fatted 
fowl.’ The Israelites in the desert got 
tired of manna and they had quails—quails 
for breakfast, quails.for dinner, quails for 
supper, and they died of quails. ‘The Bible 
relate to the migratory habits of the bird, 
and says: ‘he stork knoweth her appoint- 
ed time, and the turtle, and the crane, and 
the swallow the time of their going, but 
my people know not the judgment of the 
Lord.”” Would the prophet illustrate the 
fate of fraud, he points to a failure of incu- 
bation, and says: ‘‘As a partridge sitteth 
on eggs and hatcheth them not, so he that 
getteth riches and not by right shall leave 
them in the midst of his days, and at his 
end shall be a fool.” The partridge, the 
most careless of all birds in choice of its 
place of nest, building it on the ground and 
often near a frequented road, or in a slight 
depression of grounl, without reference to 
safety, and soon a hoof, or a scythe, or a 
cart-wheel ends all. So, says the prophet, 
aman who gathers under him dishonest 
dollars will hatch out of them no peace, no 
satisfaction, no happiness, no security. 

But:here.is a man, to-day as poor as Job, 
after he was robbed by Satan of everything 
but his boils ; yet, suddenly, to-morrow he 
isarich man, There is no accounting for 
his euddon uflluences He hos not yet fail. 
ed often enough to become wealthy. No 
one pretends to acconnt for bis princel 
wardrobe, or the chased silver, or the full. 
curbed steeds that reur and neigh like Bu- 
cephalus in the grasp of his coachman. Did 
he come to u sudden inheritanve? No, Did 
he make a fortune on purchase and sale! 
No. Everybody asks where did that par- 
tridge hatch? ‘The devil suddenly threw 
him up and the devil will suddenly let him 
come down. That hidden scheme God saw 
from the first conception of the plot. That 
partridge, swift disaster will shoot it down, 
and the higher it flles the barder it falls. 
The prophet saw, as you and I have often 
seen, the awful mistike of partridges. 


But from the top of a Bible fir tree I hear 
the shrill cry of the stork. Job, Ezekiel, 
Jeremiah, speak of it. David cries out 
**As for the stork, the fir tree is her house.’ 
This large white Bible bird is supposed 
without alighting some times to wing ite 
way froin the region of the Rhine to Africa. 
As winter coines all the storks fly to warm 
er climes, and the last one of their number 
that arrives at the spot to which they 
migrate is killed by them. What hayoe it 
would make in our species if those men 
were killed who are always behind. In 
oriental cities, the stork is domesticated 
and walks about ou the street, and will 
follow its keeper, In the city of Ephesus ] 
saw a long row of pillars, on the top of 
each pillara stork’s nest. But the word 
“stork” ordinarily means mercy and affec 
tion, from the fact that this bird was dis 
tinguished for its great love to its Perens. 
It never forsakes them, und even 
after they become fechle, protects 
and provides for them. In migrating, the 
old storks lean their necks on the young 
storks, and when Lhe oll ones give out the 
young ones carry them on their back, God 
forbid that a dumb stork should have more 
heart than we. Jilessed is that table at 
wkich an old father aud nother sit, Bless- 
ed that altar at which an old father and 
mother knecl. What it is to have a mother 
they know best who have lost her, God 
only knows the agony she suffered for us, 
the times she wept over our cradle and the 
anxious sighs her bosom heaved as we lay 
upon it, the sick nights when she watched 
us long after everyoue was tired out but 
God and herself. Her life blood beats in 
ber heart and ber image lives in our face, 
That man is graceless a8 & cannibal who ill 


treats his parents, and ho who begrudges 
them daily bread ond clothes them but 
shabbily, may God have patience with him; 
Icannot. I heard « mun once say: “I 
now have my old mother on my hands,” 


Ye storks on your way with food to your 
aged parents, shame him!

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ground of the truth The gates of hell 
shall not prevail against her,” 


Bnt we cannot stop hers. From a tall 
cliff, hanging over tho sea, I hear the eagle 
calling unto the tempest and lifting its 
wing to smite the whirlwind Moses, 
Jeremiah, Hosea and Habakkuk, at times 
in their writings take their pen trom the 
eagle's wing, Itisa bird with fiercenoss 
in its oye, its feet armed with claws of 
iron, and ite head with a dreadful beak. 
Two or three of them can fill the heavens 
with clangor. But generally this monster 
of the airis alone and unaccompanied, for 
tho reason that its habits are predaceons 
it requires five or ten miles of nerial or 
aati dominion all for iteelf. The black. 
brown of its back, and the white of its 
lower feathers, and the fire of ite eye, and 
the long flap of its wings make one glimpiie 
of it as it swings down into the valley to 
pick up a rabbit, or a lamb, or a child, and 
then swings back to its throné on the 
rock, something never to be forgotten. 
Scattered about its eyrie of altitudinous 


solitude are the bones of ite conquest. But 
while the beak and the claws of the eagle 
are the terror of the travellers of the 


air, the mother eagle is most kind and gen- 
tle to her young. God compares His treat- 
ment of His people to the eagle's care of 
the eaglots. Deuteronomy 32, 11; ‘As the 
eagle stirreth up her nest, fluttereth over 
her young, spreading abrodd her wings, 
taketh them, beareth them on her wings, ao 
the Lord alone did lead.” The old eagle 
first shoves the young oné out of the nest 
in order to make it fly, and then takes it 
on her back and flies with it, and shakes it 
off in the air, and if it seems like falling, 
quickly flies under it and takes it on her 
wing again. So God does with us, Disaster, 
failure in business, disappointment, bereave- 
ment, is only God’s way of shaking us out 
of our comfortable nest in order that we 
may learn how to fly. You who are com- 
plaining that you have no faith or courage, 
or Christian zeal, have hadit too easy. You 


newer will learn to fly in that comfortable 
nest, Like an eagie, Christ has carried us 


on His back. At times we have been shaken 
off, and when we were about to fall He 
came under us again and brought us out of 
the gloomy valley to the suuny mountain. 
Never an eagle brooded with such love and 
care over her young as God’s wings have 
been over us. 

But what a senseless passage of Scrip- 
ture that is, until you know the fact which 
says: “The sparrow hath found a house 
and the swallow a rest for herself where 
she may lay her young, even thine altars, 
O Lord of hosts, my ion and my God,” 
What has the swallow to do with the altars 
of the temple of Jerusalem? Ah! you 
know that swallows are all the world over 
very tame and in summer time they used 
to fly into the windows and doors of the 
temple at Jerusalem, and build a nest on 
the alter where the on were offering 
sacrifices. These swallows brought leaves 
and sticks and fashioned nests on the alter 
of the temple, and hatched the yon 
swallows in those nests, and David h 
seen the young birds picking their way out 
of the shell while the old swallows watch- 
ed, and no one in the temple whs cruel 
enough to disturb either the old swallows, 
or the young swallows, and David burst out 
in rhapsody saying: ‘The swallow hath 
found a nest for hereelf where she may lay 
her young, even thine altars, O Lord of 
hosts, my King and my God!” 

Yes, in this ornithology of tho Bible I 
find that God is determined to impress upon 
us the architecture of a bird’s-nest and the 
anatomy of a bird’s-wing. Twenty times 
does the Bible refer a bird’s-nest : 
“Where the birds make their nest.” “‘As 
a bird that wandereth from her nest.” 
“Though thow see thy nest among the 
stars.” ‘The birds of the air have their 
nests,” and so on. Nests in the trees, 
nests on the rocks, nesta on the altars. 
Why does God call us so frequently to con- 
sider the bird’s nest 2? Because it is one of 
the most wondrous of all styles of archi- 
tecture, anda lesson of Proyidential care 
which is the most important lesson that 
Christ in my text conveys. Why, just look 
at the bird’s nest, and see what 1s the pros- 
pect thatsGod is going to take care of 
you. Here is the blue bird’s nest under the 
eaves of the house. Here is the brown- 
thresher’s nest in a bush. Here is the blue: 
jay’s nest in the orchard. Here is the gross$ 

ak’s nest ona trée-branch hanging over 
the water so as to be free from at 
tack, Chickadee’s nest in the stump of 
an old tree. Oh, the goodness of God 
in showing the birds how to build their 
nest. What oarpenters, what masons, what 
weavers, what spinners the birds are! Out 
of what small resources they make an ex- 
quisite home, curvéd, pillared, wreathed. 
Out of mosses, out of sticks, out of lichens, 
out of horsehair; out of spiders’ web, oub 
of threads swept from the door’ by the 
housewife, out of the wool of the sheep in 
the pasture-field. Upholstered by leaves 
actually sewed together by its own sharp 
bill. Cushioned with feathers from its 
own breast. Mortared together with the 

m of trees and the saliva of its own tiny 

ill, Sach symmetry, such adaptation, 
such convenience, such geometry of struc- 
ture. 

Surely these nests were built by some 
plan. They did not just happen so. Who 
draughted the plan fyr the bird's nest? 
God! And do you not think that if He 
plans such a house for a chaftiinch, or an 
oriole, for a bobolink, for a sparcow, he 
will see to it that #ow always have 
home? “Ye are of more value than many 
sparrows.” Whatever surrounds you, you 
can have what the Bible calle ‘the feathers 
of the Almighty.” Just think of a nest like 
that, the warmth of it, the softness of it, 
the safety of it—the feathers of the Al- 
mighty,” No flamingo, outflashing the 
tropical aunset, ever had siweh brillianey 
of pinion ; no robin red-breast ver had 
plumage dashed with ened erimson and 
purple and orange and gold—*‘the feathers 
of the Alniighty.” Do you not feel the 
touch of them now on forehead and oheek, 
and spirit, and was thoro evor suoh tender- 
nose af brooding——‘‘the feathers of the 
Almighty." So also in this oraithology 
of the Bible God keeps impressing us with 
the anatomy of a bird's wing. Over fifty 
times does the old Book allude to the wing, 
“Wings of a dove,’ “Wings of the morn: 
ing,” **Winge of the wind,” ‘Sun of right 
eousnes with healing in his wings,” “Wings 
of the Almighty,” ‘All fowl af every wing.” 
What doos it all moan? It suggests uplift- 
ing It tells you of flight upward. It 
moans to remind you, that, you, yournelf,

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CAPRIVI'S SPEECH. 
the Probnbilitios 
European War, 

Lonpon, Jan, 14.—The Standard’s Berlin 
correspondent says of Count Caprivi's ap- 
pearance before the Parliamentary Commis- 
sion on the Military bill: ‘* Chancellor 
Caprivi prefaced’ his speech by romarking 
that he would leave it to the judginent and 
patriotism of his hearers to decide how 
much of the speech they would publish, 
H» desired only that certain military do- 
tails be kept secret. Hence the published 
reports are unofficial and inaccura.e.” 

Lhe Berlin correspondent of The Daily 
News thinks it would have been better if 
the speech had been kept altogetlior secret. 
He learns, he says, from competon= autho- 
rity, that the speech had no aggressive ten- 
dency, although it was very serious and 

lain. Russia, Count Caprivi said, had an 

istoric craving for Constantinople. 

Russian statesmen believed it ‘vould be 
necessary to defeat both Germany and 
Austria-Hungary before arriving therd. 
Germany, therefore, must be prepared for a 
war in this quarter. Denmark > Was not 
to be forgotten, for although the King was 
Germany's friend, the Danish cour® was the 
centre of many intrigues of foreign policy. 
Germany was safe as far ag her seaboard 
was concerned, but Italy must evor be un 
easy while France kept up such « formid- 
uble fleet in the Mediterratiean. 

The German navy could keep the Russian 
navy in check. How far France could lielp 
Russia with her navy was an iinportant 
question, and this depended upon How 
much of the French navy could be kept 
busy by the Italian navy. Jtaly un- 
doubtedly must rely to a greay extent 
upon English assistance, hence Bismarck 
aimed at an Anglo-Italian understanding. 

To add force tothe arguments advanced 
in support of the measure the Chancellor 
read memoranda made in 1889 by the late 
Field Marshall Count von Moltke, in which 
that great authority compared the military 
strength of Germany and France. The 
Chancellor laid much stress upon a passage 
occurring in the memoranda in which Von 
Moltke said: 

“We are able to ward any attack’from 
France, otherwise the ‘Geeman Empire 
could not exist.

One of them he knew as a 
very prince of eloquence, the most power- 
fal speaker to whom he had ever listened. 
He knew him alao as a moat excellent com- 
ion and one of the moat delightfal ond 
tractive conversationalists that he ever 
met. Dr, Allison spoke farther of D. 
Douglas's high character. With the other 
gentleman he had officlal and personal rela- 
tions during several years, ‘J am sure,” 
sald Dr. Allison, ‘that if Dr, Douglas 
knew the gentleman who {s first minister 
of Oanada as well as I do that many thiogs 
which he had written and spoken would 
have been left unsald.” Procaeding, Dr. 
Allison sald he was strongly of the opinion 
that it was unwise to Import into the dis- 
cussion of public matters, aud Into tho dia- 
cussion of public men, questions apart al. 
together from thelr poiltical conduct or 
thelr character and pertaining only to their 
religious faith. He would say further that 
though Sir John Thompson was no longer 
a Methodist, he knew that he had a most 
kindly feeling for the Method{st church, 
Ib could no} well be otherwise, as that was 
the church to which bis honored tather had 
belonged, and which was the church of his 
mother and of his sister still. And it 
would not be amiss for him to add that he 
had heard no warmer tribute pald to Mount 
Alllson college than by Sir John Thomp- 
son when he was attorney-genoral of Nova 
Sootia and was speaking in tho house of as- 
sembly. These remarks, Dr. Allison said, 
‘had no reference to the public acts and po- 
litlosl principles of Sir John Thompscn, 
which must be judged on their merits, and 
be thought {t would ba well If the discussion 
were not allowed to go too far beyond these 
aspects of the case. These reflections he 
felt justified In making since the theme had 
been brought before the meeting.

Sir John Thompson on rising was greeted 
with another outburst of applause and 
cheers. Hesasid: Mr. President, ladies 
aod gentlemen,—I am most grateful to you 
for the kind reception just extonded to me, 
andI am mraietolo the Young Conserva- 
tive Association for this great opportunity 
to address a large body of the poople of 
Toronto. We heard that you had a great 
many young men in the association, and we 
have brought a number of our young 
men from Ottawa to 
and to make your acquaintance 
this evoning. I agree with what 
the President said on the occasion of his in- 
augural address tothe effect that it is to 
associations like these that the future of 
the partyand the future of the country 
must depond. I was amused to see in one 
of the Opposition papers that it was high 
time the Toronto association had a minister 
of itsown, ([Laughter.] Ladies aud gentlo- 
men, 1 recognize the importance of the 
association. This association of nearly 5000 
members is worthy of its minister, and 
untilitcan get a better one I want to be 
understood as being a candidate forthe place. 
(Cheers and applause.}] I neod not tell you, 
as I have often told the People of my own 
province, that the people of Loronto, awake 
and active and alive us they are to publio 
questions, send the pulse-beats of public 
opinion throughout the land whenever our 
great electoral struggles come on.

You will see 
that I am not going to shirk that question 

Sir John then proceeded to a comparison 
of the methods of the two parties in dealing 
with this quoation of the exodus, and arguod 
conclusively and clearly that, while the 
Liberals when in power did practically 
nothing to this end, the Conservative party 
had offectively cheokod the exodus. The 
differonce between the two partios had beon 
that 15 years ago the Liberal statesmen 
were asked to deal with the question and 
keep Canadians in Canada; but they had 
denied the rightand power to avert the evil 
either by legislation or governmental 
effort. Sir Jotin Macdonald on” the 
other hand, as soon as he held the 
reins of power, together with his colleagues, 
created a market in Canada for Canadian 
products, and in this and: other ways 
grappled successfully with the difficulty, 
and proved that it was possible to at least 
partially oheck the exodus and give em: 
ployment ton large number of those who 
wore secking it in the United States. No 
one supposed that the exodus conld be com: 
pletely stopped, for iv was partly a result 
of Canadian enterprise to go across the 
border and there try their fortuno, By 
the methods adopted by Sir John 
A. Macdonald’s Government removals 
from Canada to the United 
Statos no longer oxisted as a matter of 
necessity, One of the steps considered 
seen italia that the great and fruitful 
lands of Manitoba and the Northwest 
should be opened up to the young farmers ot 
Ontario, and another was by keeping the 
home market for minerals and other re- 
sources for Osnadians. Both had been 
done. He atilladmitted the exodus, bat 
there were oxoduses of different kinds. 
For instance, we had the Cartwright 
oxodus—{laughter}—which reached tho 
figure of a million and a half. Someone, 
however, turned round Sir Richard's 
calculations, applied it to the United 
States, and showed that there 
had been an exodus from the Ropublic of 

no less than six millionsand ao half. [Ap- 
plause,} The Liboral party’s leader liad 
claimed that Canada’s exodus had been so 
great that we were unable to keep even our 
“beggarly” five millions of people we have 
init. While the population had grown in 
the last decade 17 per cent. it had never 
quite reached that mark yet, and{such talk 
on the part of the Liberals was what their 
reat orator had characterized as trash and 
uncombe, 

‘What is the exodus?” asked Sir John. 
Facts had been ascertained from the United 
States records which showed that the 
whole population of the United States, 
Canadian born, is 930,000. How many of 
those have we lost in the last decade and 
how many in the decade before? We have 
lost in the last ten years 265,000 people, but 
the loss in the decade before that was far 
greater, though not in numbers, in per- 
centage, In the decade before that we in- 
creased the population 50 per cent., which 
had been pulled down in the next to 36 per 
cont. The exodus had been ascribed to the 
National Policy by its enemies. What is 
in the National Policy that has created an 
exodus? asked the speaker., Isit that the 
number of our working people is less than 
before the adoption of the National Policy? 
Let us take the figures of the census. 

Altogether we find that, apart from the 
increase of minors in the country, the pay 
roll of persons employed in industries has 
increased in the last ton years by 112,000 
operatives. [Applause.) Is it that capital 
has been flowing from the country under 
the National Policy? Those same disagrec- 
able figures we are challenged to look at 
show that the capital on this side has in- 
creased by $190,000,000 during the last 
ten years. Again, we find that in wages 
$41,000,000 more were paid at the end of 
the decennial period than were paid at 
the beginning of the decennial period 
when the operation of the National 
Policy was just beginning. One hundred 
and sixty millions had been added to the 
ciate as compared with that of 10 years 

fore. We were told that,if our opponents 
could get into power, as a contrast to the 
results of the National Policy, Canada 
would expericnce greater prosperity. The 
Liberals wero in powor and the prosperity 
was not visible even by the aid of a micro- 
scope. [Applauso and laughter.] What 
had the Conservative party on the othor 
hand practically done? As regarded the 
people of the Province of Quebeo who were 
emigrating to the United States, and 
the people of the Maritimo Pro- 
vinces, let us remomber the fact that we 
have given to the people of these districts 
in wages and are giving for wages now 
two millions of dollars a year more for the 
employment of labor in cotton and leather 
manufactures which had hitherto drawn 
the principal part of the population who 
had emigrated from Quebec and the Mari- 
time Provinces to the United States, This 
had been one of the results and achieve- 
ments of the National Policy. 

The speaker then reviewed the history of 
the Liberal-Conservative party in the past, 
te show what it would be in tho future, 
“And,” he continued, ‘‘the National 
Policy, as I have described it to 
you as a means of developing 
the resources of Canada and welding its 
pecris together, isthe policy we intend to 
ollow.” [Applause.} ‘‘What advantage,” 
continued Sir John, ‘‘would it be to have our 
exodus to the United Statés swollen by 
operators who would be thrown out of the 
fanterice of Oanade and added to tho pay 
roll of the United States; what advantage 
would it be to have our young farmors in- 
atead of living in Manitoba and the North- 
west to saveiead atill plodding on in the 
State of Michigan?” Sir John told his audi- 
ence that the Liberal-Conservativo party of 
to-day stood for auch national development 
as would make this country a great coun- 
try, s united country and a nationality in 
itsolt. (Prolonged applause. } 

Three yoars ago, said Sir John, wo threw 
off $12,000,000 of tariff duties Wo will 
continue the work, Where we oan roduco 
taxation we shall do so—and do so in 
early future. (Cheers, ] 

We have been taunted with 
Washington, with waiting on the United 
States, Well, what would you think of n 
Minister of Trade and Commerce if he shut 
his eyes to the commercial movements of 
ether countries, if ho cared nothing about 
their taxation, but went on an 


teri which, like the 
Medes and Portsians, was never to be 
altered. The best Minister of T'rade and 
Oommerce ia the one who koeps the keenest 
look-out.

Sir John expressed himself to the same 
effect on this question as at the Board of 
Trade banquet. *'Wa, were walling, 
he, ‘to make a bargain on the fairest torins 
Bat no; the Amer: ministers said the 
question must be aettled on the ground of 
unrestricted reciprocity. In such eireum 
stances our fishecies would have been ex 
dlepleted, as were the Ameri 
can fisheries se years ago, 

These are the terms that 
people do not want, and never 
and ifthe leaders of any volitioal party 
attempt to make the people believe that 
they can have free trade and MoKiuleyism, 
it is like riding two horses at the same 
timo. (Cheers and laughter. } 

Amid loud cheering Sir Jolin said: ‘* We 
will adhere to the principles and tradi- 
tions that have made the Conservative party 
what it is, and made Canada what it 
is, Still we aro glad to welcome the senti- 
ments of adhesion to British nationality 
which have been made by statesmon on the 
other side. 

The welfare of this country, its union, 
yea its existence, depend on the hearty co- 
operation of both political parties—[{cheers] 
—in establishing british institutions here, 
and developing the great resources Canada 
has, and which will inake her, as we are all 
proud to repeat whenever we think of her, 
the brightest possession that Britain has 
{Loud cheering.} Vlease God, in the 
futuro the ties of affection and ties of 
mutual interest will not only be uphold, 
but strengthened and the alliance with the 
Empire be cemented. [Renewed cheers.) 

My frieud Mr, Maclean reminds me that 
Thave not yet referral Lo one important 
question, viz., the Manitoba school mat- 
ter, Sir John was very explecit. Said 
he: I have nothing to conceal, It 
is a question which has raised the 
warmest foclings of the people of Canada 
on both sides of politics, The one solution 
of this question, so far as we are concerned, 
will be directly by what the constitution 
provides.

Let not any man or woman suppose that 
lurking in the breasts of any Minister there 
lies aseoret desire to interfere with the 
legitimate rights and powers of the province. 
[Tremendous cheering. } 

We will not fatariare with the rights 
and powers of any province, nor will we 
desert any duty which is imposed upon us 
by the constituticn, no matter how painful 
to our feclings or obnoxious tous. [(Cheers,] 

Candidly and honestly we intend to be 
guided simply by the constitution, and the 
constitution as it will be expounded by the 
highest authorities that can be got to ex- 
pound it, and not by the privato opinion of 
anybody. 

I repeat, we intend to stand by the 
constitution. I am not equivocating 
and not concealing. The whole question 
will be argued in the presence of the whole 
people of Canada. You will be able to sce 
the arguments on both sides and to esti- 
mate the value of the testimony and the 
weight that should be attached to it, 

In conclusion Sir John said, You will be 
satisfied that wo lave simply done our duty 
according to the law, whether it agrees 
with our own inclination or is against it, 
You will not ask me to say more, [Loud 
cheering, during which the Prime Minister

Tion, Charles Hf, Tuppor was the next 
spoaker, Ho was rec sived with loud cheers 
After expressing his ploasure at addressing 
a Toronto audience, he said 

Phe history of the Conservative party is 
the history of Canada, and the result is that 
Canada stancda at the head of the list in the 
money exchanges of the world. {f Applause.) 


This spoke more oloquently than he could 

The reason why we readof so many 

efforts being mada to interfere with Canada 
was because our progress had been so mark 
ed. “Do you think tho United States 
would [nterlere with us if it were not for 
the fact that during the last fow yonre we 
have not only ope into the foreground, 
but we aro tackling in first-class fashion the 
very commerce of our neighbors and our 
rivals themselves.” [Loud applause. } 

Their opponents had told them whon Sir 
John Macdonald proposed build the 
Canadian Pacifico Railway that the burdon 
would crush them to the earth, 
and that nothing but desolation would 
overspread the country, At the Board 
of Trade banquet the other day it 
was nob necessary for Mr. Van Horne to 
refer to tho success of the road, But he 
told of what they were going to do in the 
future, namely, create a fast Atlantic ser 
vice, (Hear, hear.) And with a fast 
Atlantio service and « fast Pacitic 
service and a vast = continental 
railway, it will take something more 
thana straddle-bug policy to shake the 
faith of the people of this country in the 
policy of the Conservative party. [Tre- 
mendous applause. } 

He concluded amid much applause by 
saying that he relied upon the young men

them, children of both sexes are brought to-

Wherefore, if it be cloar that in o given 
locality, owing to the wiser dispositions of 
public authorities or the watchful prudence 
of School Board, teachers and parents, the 
named dangers to faith morals 
lisappear, then it is lawful for Catholic

For we are persuaded 
that even our fellow citizens who differ 
from us in belief, with their characteristic in- 
telligence and prudence, will readily set aside 
all suspicions and all views unfavorable to 
the Catholic Church and willingly acknow- 
ledge her merit, as the one that dispelled 
the darkness of paganism by the light of 
the Gospel, and created a new society dis- 
tinguished by the lustre of Christian

As for those Catholic children that in 
great numbers are eddeated in the public 
achools, where now, not without danger, 
they receive no religious instruction at all, 
strenuous efforts sliould be mado not to 
leave them without suflicient and seasonable 
instruction in Catholic faith aid practice, 
We know by experience that not all our 
Catholic children are fount in our Catholic 
schools, Stasistics show that hundreds of 
thousands of Catholic children in the 
United States of America attend schools 
which are under the control of state 
boards, and in which, for that reason, 
teachers of every denomination are en- 
gaged. Beyond all doubt the one thing 
necessary, i.o., religious and moral educa- 
tion according to Catholic principles, is not 
to be treated either lightly or with delay, 
but on the contrary with all earnestness 
and onergy. 

The adoption of ono of three plans is re- 
commended, the choicet be mado accord- 
ing to local circumstances in the different 
states and various personal relations, 

The firat consists in an agreement 
between the bishop and the members 
of the School Board, whereby they, 
in aspirit of fairness and good will 
allow the Catholic children to be assembled 
during free time and taught the catechism; 
it would also be of the greatest advantage if 
this plan were not confined to the primary 
schools, but were oxtended likewise to the 
high schools and colleges, in the form of a 
free lecture, 

The second; to have a catechism class 
outside the public school building, and also 
classes of highor Ciiristian doctrine, where, 
at fixed times; the Curiholic children would 
assemble with diligence and pleasure, 
induced thereto’ by ‘tho authority of 
their parents, the persuasion’ of their 
pastors, and the hope of praise and re- 
wards 

The third plan does not seem at first 
sight so suitable, but is bound up more 
intimately with the duty of both parents 
and pastors. Pastors should unceasingly 
urge upon parents that most important 
duty, imposed both by natural and divine 
law, of bringing up their children in sound 
morality and Catholic faith, Besides, the 
instruction of children appertains to the 
very essence of the pastoral charge; 
let tho pastor of souls say to them with 
the Apostio: ‘My little children, of 
whom I am in labor again until Christ be 
formed in you.” (Gal., tv., 19.) Let him 
have classes of chiliiren ia tho parish such 
as have been established in Rome and 
many other places, aud even in « hurcheg in 
this country with very happy results, 

Nor let him with littlo prudence show 
less love for the children that attend the 
public schools than for those that attend 
the parochial; on the contrury, stronger 
marks of loving solicituce are to be shown 
them; the Sunday school and the hour for 
catechism should be devoteu to them in a 
special manner. And to cultivate this 
field let the pastor call to his aid other

MontrReAL, Jan. 16.—Mesars. H. } 
Whitney and his partner, Mr. Pearson 
bave gono to Boston to make arrang 
ments for the compl tion of the big Nove 
Scotia coal deal referred to in the Cana 
dian press for the last few days. Speak- 
ing to a reporter, Mr, Whitney said: 

“I am connected with a number of men—- 
some Canadians angt some Americans—who 
intend to take over a number of these min 
ing properties. The underlying idea of the 
whole scheme is to bring into one large or- 
ganization with ample capital a consider- 
able number of these propefties, no one of 
which operated separately has been able to 
make the large expenditure necessary to 
the most economical production and trans- 
portation of coal. 

“Ours having superiority over the old aud 
imperfect methods now in vogue, simply by 
the adeption of the besi-known processes 
and appliances by alarge and systematic 
manner of working, will enable us to extend 
the coal trade of the country enormously. 
We contemplate the extension of the coal 
tradé to the West Indies and part of 
South America, and I believe that 
the enterprise will have an important 
bearing on the extension of the 

eneral trade of Canada in that direction. 

ne of the largest savings will be in the 
improved transportation facilities in the 
Gulf and River St, Lawrence. 

For instance, the steamers now in use 
for bringing Cape Breton coal to Montreal 
are mostly tramp steamers, built with no 
special reference to thia work and having a 
carrying capacity of 2000 tons or \here- 


abouts. Now, a steamof Carrying 3000°0r | 


4000 tons can be run nearly-as cheaply as 
one carrying 2000 tons, and if such a 
steamer had the power atid necessary equip- 
ments for towing one or two barges of eqnal 
capacity, a8 is tho custom in the States 
and on the lakes, it is casy toseo thata 
good business can be done without at least 
any increase in the present cost of coal to 
the people of Montreal. 

“By means of tlhe best and most simple 
facilities for transferring coal at this port, 
we expect tobe able to distribyte Cape 
Breton coal through the country west of 
Montreal far beyond any point it has 
reached in t°e past. The methods now in 
uge in Canada for handling aud traasport: 
ing coal are very much behind the times as 
compared — with in use else- 
where, This is partly due to 
the small antpat of the — indi- 
vidual mines, which is again in 
part duo to the fact that the present mining 
lenses 18ave it to the discretion of the pro- 
vincial Government to change the royalty 
from year to year and impose new condi- 
lions. This of course bas effectually pre- 
yente! the development of these propor- 
ties,”

SOFT COAL MERCHANTS. 


Nova Scotin Cont May Rain Tholr New 
England Trade, 


New York, Jan, 16.—The soft coal men 
are much coucorned over the program 
which the ambitious Rea:ling president and 
the operators who are backing him have 
laid out tor soft coal dealings. Despite no 
end of vigorous denials it is generally ac- 
knowledged that the Reading people, with 
help from Princo, Whitney and others of 
the Boston financial circle, havo been mak- 
ing heavy purchases in Nova Scotia coal 
propertics. They have figured tho sost of 
haulage from those mines and #ee a pro- 
bable market in New England over the 
territory covered hy the Boston and Maino 
and the New York and New England roads, 

The Canadian Pacific is to do the feeding 

vai the product to these companies from the 
mines to the bordor, and it is claimed that 
‘eyon with the soft coal duty of 50 oew*ts por 
ton thero atill would be a profit’ against the 
Western Pennsylvania and Virginian soft 
coal brought to Hampton Roads and other

through the German Embassy. The tenor 
of these latter remarks influenced the 
Crar'a decision to send the Czarewitch as 
his representative to the marriago of Prin- 
cess Margaret, The revulsion of the friend- 
ly feeling entertained for the German Gov 
ernment will be intense unless Chancellor 
Von Caprivi officially explains his remarks 
regarding Russia and Denmark. 

Tho sperch is hailed at Viennaand Buda- 
Posth as establishing greater confidence on 
tho part of the Austrian Government in 
Caprivi than waa ever feltin Prince Bis 
marck, The Pesther Lloyd inan article 
to-day commenting on the specch alludes to 
Bismarck’s double dealing and his tendency 
towards intriguing with Russia, oven after 
the triple alliance was formed and says that 
Caprivi has shown himself to be a sincere 
ally who recognized the solidarity of the 
interests of the allied powers. 

The Neue Freie Presse also contrasts the 
mistrust of Bismarck Sand the confidence 
in Cuprivi, and congratulates Austria that 
the alliance with Germany now means com- 
plete accord in the protection of Con- 
stantinople aud the Balkans, while it nde 
Italy’s interests are strengthened by the 
recognition that they are synonymous with 
those of England and Germany in the 
Mediterranean. 

There was a lively debate in the Budget 
Committee of the Reichstag to-day on the 
Southwest African ostimates. Herren 
Scipio and Hammacher, prominent National 
Liberals, assailed the Government for sur- 
rendering German to British interests in 
Damaraland. 

Freiherr Marschall Bieberstein, Imperial 
Foreign Minister, in reply said that no 
German capital was invested there, yet the 
Government would not abandon the colony. 
Germany, he added, bad obtained a renun- 
ciation from Great Britaia of all claims to 
the territory in question. Ne scheme ex- 
isted for ceding any portion of German 
Southwest. Africa to- England, The com- 
mittee finally passed the estimates, 

As the first step toward a Russian-Ger- 
man commercial entente, the St. Peters- 
burg Government is about to cancel the 
decree prohibiting Russian railway com- 
panies from buying material abroad, The 
iron and steel trades of Germany expect 
to immediately benefit from the revocation 
of the decree, The cancellation of the de- 
creo is now before the Imperial Council 
awaiting signature, but the turn in 
Russian Court feeling because of Chancel- 
lor von Caprivi’s speech may alter the posi- 
tion,

Bridge St. Missionary Anniversary.—Rev'd 
K. R. Young Captivates Large Audiences 
—Over a Thousand Dollars to be Oon- 
tribated, 


The Rey'd Egerton Ryerson Young, 26 
years ago, went at the call of the Methodist 
Ohurch, to be a ploneer Misslonary to the 
Oree and Salteaux Indians of the Hudson 
Bay Territories ; and yesterday thrilled and 
delighted the audlences which crowded the 
Bridge Sb. church, with retitals of incidents 
of his years of self-sacrificing labors. Mr. 
Young, during the past summer, re-visited 
all the Mission fields he had planted, and 
was able from personal observation to draw 
striking contrasts between the Indian tribes 
as he firat found them, and now. The 
changed lives of individuals, as inflaenced 
by the Gospel, the clvilization now attained 
to, and the journeyings and perils of such 
a life, were related by him with a pathos 
which stirred all hearts, and with a rare gift 
of word ploturing which made the scenes 
depicted real, Fennimore Cooper's atorles 
of Indian life have charmed millions—Mr. 
Young’s stories are equally as interesting, 
and then Mr. Young's are true. The re- 
sults of Mr. Young's three addresses yeater- 
dey—-in the church twloe and at the Sunday 
School—are seen in the moat practical way, 
as the offertory and subscriptions are abou 
double what they have been other years. 
Over $600 wan contribnted yesterday; when 
other expected amounts are received, and 
the S.School's amount of between $200 and 
$300 ts added, the total will be over $1000. 

Ab the Missionary meeting in the evening 
Rev. Mr. Baker stated that the lncome of 
the Missionary Soctety of this Ohurch last 
year was within a few thousand dollars of 
belng a quarter of » million, and thab the 
Bridge Sb. charch last yoar gave $670.

PANAMA CANAL AFFAIR, 


AN EARLY REPORT TO BE SUBMITTED 
TO THE DEPUTIES. 








France Will Not Allow Foreigners to In- 
trigue in Ber Country Agninat Other 
Powors — Foreign Newspaper Corres- 
pondentsa to Be Hold in Cheok. 


Panis, Jan, 17.—It is stated that seoret 
orders have been acnt to the commanders of 
the several army corps, enjoining them 
to be ready to co-opernte in case of 
necessity with the civil authority, and 
to deal promptly and thoroughly with avy 
symptoms of insubordination in tho army 
itself, There is no reason to suppose, how- 
over, that any insubordination existe. Tha 
army, from the commanding gonorals to the 
soldiers in the ranks, ia contented with its 
treatment, and system of promotion has 
never been more fairly carried out than 
under the administration of President Car- 
not. 

M. Alt, correspondent of The Courriere 
di Napoli, and probably M. Brundes, _cor- 
respondent of the Berlin Tageblatt, will be 
expelled from the country to-day, 

he Figaro says M. Camaha will replace 
M. Waddington as Frence Ambassador at 
London. ; 

M, Develle, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
has written to Signor Ressman, the Itulian 
ambassador, stating that Charles de Lesseps 
and -his associates under accusation of 
frauds and bribery in connection with the 
Panama onterprise, formally declared be- 
fore Magistrate Franqueville, that nomoney 
had been given to General Menabra, for- 
merly ambassador from Italy. 

Immediately after the opening of the 
chamber to-day M. Levy, Socialist deputy 
tor the Seine, interpellated the Government 
as to the expulsion of four Nihilists from 
Franoe on Jan, 13, at the instance of Baron 
Mohrenheim, Russian Ambassador. 

M. Ribot replied at length to the inter- 

lation. Since the discovery of a Nibilist 
Saal factory in Paris in 1889 ho said the 
police had watched with unremitting 
vigilance all dangerous persons. France 
would never permit foreigners to intrigue 
on her soil ogainst other powers, The 
Government would not hesitate. to expel 
persons who come to the country for the 
purpose of plotting there the overthrow of 


governments. Cries ot ‘Oh, oh,” from 
the Socialist deputies. 
Antoinette Jarde, Socialist deputy for 


the Girende, moved, amid much confusion, 
that the decision of the expulsion 
be allowed to proceed, as vital in- 
terests were at stake, If the Gov- 
ernment had the right to expel 
all who disagreed with its opinions 
in domestic or foreign politics, he said, ib 
might as well proclaim a dospotism at 
once, 

A committee from the deputies who de- 
vote themselves to questions of parlia- 
mentary business procedure urged M. Ribot 
to finish the Panamaenquiry with all possible 
speed lest the other business of the Chamber 


” be delayed. 


M. Ribot replied that tho magistrate’s 


examination had been almost completed 
and that the report would be submitted to 
the Chamber shortly. The Government 
would ignore all questions during the dis- 
cussion of the estimates. 

To-morrow he would introduce a bill pro- 
viding for such an amendment of the Press 
law that persons libelling ambassadors or 
the sovereigns whom these ambassadors re- 
present in Paris could be prosecuted.

STRUCK BY 500 POUNDS. 


Fatal Accident to mn Young Man in a Col- 
borne-street Warehouse, 





Toronto, Jan. 17. — A  bookkeepes 
for the Toronto Warehouse Com: 
pany named William Wells was ine 


stantly killed on the premises of the com: 
pany yesterday noon by ao falling elevator 
weight, which struck him on the head. 
Besides being bookkeeper for the company, 
Mr. Wells was general overseer of the 
building. At the time of the accident he 
was making some repairs at the foot of the 
old-fashioned freight hoist shaft. The 
woight that balanced the hoist and which 
weighed 600 pounds became unhooked and 
fell from the third story directly 
upon the head of the young man in the 
cellar, When picked up by Mr. H. P. 
Hime, one of the members of the firm, the 
left side of the deceased's head was crushed 
in, showing that he must have heard the 
falling weight and glanced up before it 
struck him. Dr, BE. E. King was sum. 
moned and pronounced death instantaneous, 
Coroner Pickering considered no one to 
blame and decided not to hold an inquest. 

William Wells was 22 yoars of age and 
lived with Mr, Aylesworth, hia brother-in- 
law, at 213 Mutual-strect. He had been 
working for the company several yoars and 
was a universal favorite.

CANADA'S IMMIGRATION. 


Aconts Aro Working Vigorourly Across 
the Atlantic, 

Loxpon, Jan. 17.—Hon, Thomas Mayne 
Daly's accession to the head of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior is resulting in «a vigor- 
ous emigcation policy being waged in Great 
Britain, 

A foatare of his new policy is the grant-

IRISH HOME RULE. 





The Financial Terms Sait Lo Be Sub 


atuntially Arranged. 


Loxpon, Jan. 17-—A Cabinet Council, 
lasting three hours, was held Monday and it 
was rumored that the friction between 
members of the Cabinet as to details of the 
Hoine Rule Bill showed a considerable aug- 
mentation since the last ineeting. 

The financial terms of the bill are said, 
however, to be substantially arranged. In 
the first Home Rule ill the ratio 
of Ireland’s coutributions to the 
Imperial exchequer was one-fifteenth, total- 
ling £3,242,000 pexannum. The now pro- 
vosul, based upon juster data, will make Ire- 
land's contribution only one-twenty-third, 
equalling £2,070,865 per aunum. 

Another important feature in the Irish 
financial scheme is thata loanshall be grant- 
ed from the Imperial to Irish exchequer 
to enable the Irish administration to start 
fair.s The more reassouable of the Irish 
pecty will hesitate before opposing this 

nancial scheme. The demands of the 
Redmond section, that Ireland's contri- 
bution should be ouly £1,600,000, will not 
be entertained by Mr, Gladstone,

Similar to a Foreign Legation, 

Nw Yors, Jan 17.—A Woshington 
special to Tlie Sun gives am interview. had 
with Bishop Keane relative to the appoint: 
ment of Archbishop Satolli, as. Apostolic 
Delegate for America. [a reply to a ques- 
tion as to the duties and. powers of Mgr. 
Satolli, Bishop Keane aids “Mgr. Satolli 
will hardly know the scope of his powers 
until he receives his) insteuctions trom the 
Holy See, Woe may presume that his dyties 
will be of a purely ecclesiastical natare.” 

“Will not the establishment of the Apos- 
tolic delegation be similar to that of a 
foreign legation?’ 

“To a certain extent. it will. Bishop 
Satolli will be the recognized reprosentative 
of the Holy Father, and he may establish 
his headquarters in Washington or in _Bal- 
timore. Tho establishment of the Apostolic 
delegation has been in contemplation for 
some time, and Leo XIII. has not taken the 
step without careful consideration. Some of 
the American bishops have undoubtedly ob- 
jected to it because they prefer to corre- 
spond directly with the Holy Father at 
Rome. Mgr. Satolli will confine himself to 
matters relating to the church.” 

Bishop Keane brought the interview to a 
oloso with the remark that the pending 
controversy will be settled without any 
friction.

These are so cheap nowadays that even the 
most economical can afford one or more, 
and, in fact, one in winter is the most eco- 
nomical investineut that can be made, If 
an open fireplace is used very little other 
ventilation is necessury, Ifa closed stove 
is the heater then the room should be venti 
laced some liour during the twenty-four 
when it is not occupied, und by ventilation 
is nol meant relriveration, Careful atten 
tion to these may seem a Jittle 
troublesome, but iinimunity from customary

An interesting fact brought out, however, 
was that arrangements were being made to 
slace bituminous coal on the Toronto mar 
Kee at prices considerably lower than those 
provailing. y 

Mr. R. E. Gibson, Prosident of the Con- 

gor Coal Company, said he did not know 
much more about the reported purchase of 
the Nova Scotia mines by an American syn 
dicate beyond what had appeared in the 
newspapers, “I don't see how it could 
possibly affect prices hore. Nova Scotia 
coal ia not brought here, It seems to me 
those peoplo would never undertake the 
development of these mines for the Cana 
dian trade only. It would not pay them 
This Mr. Whitney, you know, is brother of 
the man who was Mr. Cleveland's right 
hand man while he was President. And it 
seoms to me that there must be some under- 
standing that the Cleveland administration 
is going to knock off the duty, If thisisdone 
it will enable the syndicate to bring in Nova 
Scotia coal at prices much lower than cai 
other competitorcan. In fact tho Pennsyl- 
vania people, who now practically havo o 
monopoly, won't be in it. 

“Some claim that Nova Scotia coal is 
brought as far woat as Bolleville. I don’t 
bolicve it. On the other hand the Grand 
Trunk carries coal from Pennsylvania right 
through to Montreal,” 

“Tf the railroads bave not been able here- 
tofore to bring Nova Scotia coal up here 
and make it pay, then how are they going 
to doit in the future?” said Mr, H, J. 
Watson, manager of the Canada 
Coal Company. ‘It will not make a 
particle of difference to the Toronto 
market, As you know, Nova Scotia only 
produces bituminous coal, and the Cann- 
dian trade in this does not amount to much. 
Only the other day I was talking to an 
American dealer and ho said that the de- 
mand in Canada for bituminous coal was so 
small that it made little or no difference to 
his company whether it shipped any to.this 
country atall. In fact, some of those who 
use their own cars will not ship 
soft coal to Canada at all, owing to the 
difficulty of getting their cars back again,” 

“The principal reason why tho syndicate 
has carted the Nova Scotia mines is to 
supply the Atlantic steamers running out 
of Boston and other American ports,” said 
Mr, John Keith, ‘‘and you can depend upon 
it the steamship companies have also a 
hand in the deal. At present they are at 
the mercy of the American combine, and 
they are determined to get cheap coal. 
Vessels will carry coal from Cape Breton to 
Boston at 50c a ton, 

"The price of coal will not be affected 
here. We are within 300 miles of the finest 
coal fields in the world, while the Nova 
Scotia mines aré some 1400 miles distant. 
It is not the Canadinn tratle thoy have in 
view, you can besure of that, The whole 
object is to offset the western men. 

“The owners of the Ohio 
ous mines bought up the Port 
Stanley road abaat a week or 
10 days ago, They have also purchased 
the old barges on which the G.T.R. used 
to tranship their cars across the Detroit 
River at Sarnia, The Ohio coal will now 
be placed on cars at the mouths of the pits 
and will be brought right through to Tor- 
onto and elsewhere without handling. This 
will resultin all probability in cheaper soft 
coal, at least to the railways.” 

‘Terry, the great coal megnate, is behind 
this deal to buy up the Nova Scotia mines,” 
said « well-known coal man who did not 
desire his name to be mentioned. ‘I 
know “what I am _ talking about. 
So tar his name has been kept out of the 
matter, Whitney Ido not know. Terry 
I do, and well. And I know that he wonld 
not touch the thing unless he knew that 
the duty was going to be removed by the 
Cleveland Administration. These men are 
after the almighty dollar, and they don’t 
care if it is cutting the throat of their own 
countrymen to got it.”

A DISTURBED ISLAND. 


Mippolyte is Defending Hnyti from Rebels 
At Home and a War Ship. 


New Yoru, Jan, 20,—A Herald's spocial 
from Port ou Prince, Hayti, says; ‘“Al- 
though there lias been no further trouble in 
the neighboring town of L’Ause de Nenu, 
the inhabitants are still greatly alarmed, 
for there is no telling where the disorders 





will break ovt again. As cabled 
from Kingston, a detachment of troops 
was sent from this city to quell 
an outbreak on the part of the law- 


less element of L’Anse de Neay, Tho 
rioters resisted the troops, and in the melee 
that followed one of the Haytian officers 
was killed. As to whether there wero any 
fucther casualties “is not known here yet, 
but it is stated that the uprising bas been 
suppressed and that the mayor ot the place 
had been imprisoned. 

President Hippolyte is still without in- 
formation as to the result of the expedition, 
which was sent, under the command of M. 
Montaz, Minister of War, to put down the 
reported revolt in St. Michael. 

The Buffalo Times editorially sxys that 
American guns now point threatenjngly at 
the forts of Port au Prince, Hayti. There 
is bad blood between Hippolyte and Uncle 
Sam, all over the affair of Frederick Mevs. 
It appears that Mevs was arrested and 


thrown into the foulest kind of 
®& prison, where he was kept 
for 30 days without the _ privi- 
lege of ao hearing, all because of 


tho anti-American feeling in Hayti. The 
laws of the covntry guarantee a native 
prisoner a hearing within 48 hours, 

In the case of Mevs the assistant com- 
missaire, the native officer, stated in open 
court that Meys was not guilty of the 
offence charged, and asked for his release. 
During all the time of Mevs’ imprisonment 
the protests of the American charge 
d'affaires, Dr, Terres, were contemptuously 
ignored. 

Unjted States Minister Durham is on the 


acene backed by the American warship 
Atlanta, and’ awaiting orders from’ the 
State Department. Mr. Mevs demanda 


$20,000 as an indemnity for the outrage, 
and The New York Hoerald’s correspondent 
repurts that the Haytian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Eximund Lespinasse, has 
privately declared that Hayti woukl gee all 
heccities in ashe hefore she would pay an 
indemnity to the United States. He has 
also threatened to seize eveny American in 
Hayti as hostages ifthe Atlanta attempts 
to bombaril Port an Prince, 

This minister hos vide a formal «tate- 
ment to the American legation that no dis- 
respect was intended towards the United 
States in the Mevs caze,and— this. baving 
been necepted the question is now with the 
amount of the indemnity, 

The attitude of Hippolyte toward the 
United States is bitter, and tho feeling bas 
been spread among the people. The time 
seeiws to have come to adjuster discipline 
of some description. The fiascointhe Mole 
St, Nicholas matter bay not heightened 
Hippolyte’s opinion of the slow-moving 
American Governipent... The forcing of 
matters lo an issue now. is of great necessity 
for the welfare of Americana In. Uayti. . A 
failure in this instance would make their 
departure from the country inevitable, on 
account of the hostile feeling that would 
continue to develop. The events of the 
next few days with reference to the 
Haytian controversy will ho fraught with 
interest. 


‘ CLEVELAND'S SECRETARY- 


He is a Newspaper Man And isin Touch 
With the Country, 

Wasuinatoy, Jan. 20.—Mr, Dunnell, 
who haa been acivcted by Mr, Cleveland for 
the important post of private secretary, hias 
beon connected with journaliem for upward 
of 20 years, most of that period with The 
New York Times.

BIG FIRE IN CALEDONIA 


THE BUSINESS PORTION SHOWS A 
BLACK GAP. 

Fully 655,000 Lost tn the Coaflagratie® 

Was Sounded In the 

Hrigade 


The Alarmw 
Dead of the Night—Thne Fire 
Werke! Welk—Pienty ef Water 


Caueponta, Ont, 20. The most 
disastrous fire which has visited the town 
of Caledonia in many years--and there have 
been a number of bad took place 
veatorday, destroying a large three-story 
brick double atove building, « large three- 
atory {rame hotel, « mill, boot and shoe 
store, doctor's oflico and a rolaty hall 
avd doing damage to the extent of fully 
$35,000. 

The fire was discovered 
o'clock in the boot and shoe atore of Mr. 
Taylor, situated on the main atroot, just 
noar the intersection of the atreot which 
runs by the side of the river 

Mr. D. M. Tucobull, the eclief of the 
fire department, had his mon on hand and 
at work in short order, but the fire had 
gained great headway in tho frame build 
ing before it was discovered, it taking 
place in the dead of tho night, 

Tho Caledonia Milling Company ocoupy 
part of the two-story frame building in 
which Mr. Taylor's store is situated, and 
this, too, waa soon in flamos. The balalee 
rons to the corner of the cross street, an 
the firemen knew they could prevent it from 
going any farther south, 

Soon, however, it started In a weat- 
ward direction, and the office of Dr, Burns 
was in flames. Over Dr. Burns’ office is a 
large hall in which the secret socioties meet. 
This was destroyed. To the north of tho 
frame place in which the fire started wus o 
three-story doublo store, substantially built 
of brick. 

It had quite a lot of snow on the roof, 
and it was hoped that this would check tho 
flames. Originally the building had o flat 
roof, andas it kept continually leaking 
another roof was built right over it with 
quite a space between. 

Into this place the fire got, and then all 
hope of poh k the building was gone. The 
big drygoods houso ot the place, kept by 
Messrs. Atkinson Bros,, and the flour and 
feed firm of Hull & Old were in this build. 
ing. They lost everything. Still south- 
ward went the devouring clement, and the 
three-story frame hotel of Mr, E, T. Hind 
was soon & tremendous bonfire with all the 
furniture. 

Fortunately the inmates had had ample 
time to get out with their personal effects, 
By heroic efforts and a splendid supply of 
water at their command Chiet Turnbull and 
his men were able to master the flames 
when they got this far. It was 6 o’olook 
this morning, however, before the fire was 
perfectly under control. 

The Taylor and Caledonia Milling Co. 
buildings were owned by the company men- 
tioned and were pretty well insured. Tho 
building occupied by Dr. Burns and the 
scorst societies belonged to Mr. Nicholas 
Garland of Toronto and was also insured. 
A Mr. Garrick of Portage la Prairie owned 
the Atkinson building and Hull & Old 
buildings, and Mr. ind owned his own 
place. The estimate of $35,000 is a moder- 
ate oneof the loss, The stock of Atkinson 
Bros, was insured at $7000, and every cent’s 
worth of stuff was destroyed. Aniusurance 
of $1000 on Hull & Old’s stock will barely 
eover loss. Mr. Hind had, it is said, $6000 
insurance, which will not nearly cover 
the loss. All the buildings were completely 
destroyed. 

The Caledonia Milling Company's safe 
was not locked, and when the floors caved 
init fell into the cellar and its contents 
came out. Notes to the value of $7000 
were burned, butitis. thought the notes 
can all be accounted for.

He thon proceeded to examine into the 
dutios and responsibilities of the «directors 
of the company, which he declared had been 
faithfully and correctly carried out, 
He dealt with the charges aguinst M. 
De Lesseps and endeavored to show that 
they were unfounded. In concluding his 
speech Maitre Barboux declared that the 
heavy outlays made on behalf of the com- 
pany were justified, and ho proposed to 

rove that public opinion on this matter 
fed been misled. 

When Maitre Barboux had finished the 
court adjourned until Tuesday. 

A warrant has been issued by the French 
authorities for Cornelius Herz, on grounds 
that will justify his immediate extradition. 

The Socialists continue to make the 
Panama scandg] the basis for revolutionary 
agitation, Citizen Guesde suys, in an in- 
terview yesterday,that the Panama develop- 
ments are advancing the hour of a Socialist 
triumph. The revelations, he declares, bad 
as they are, have told our party nothing 
new. It has long been known that oppor- 
tunist circles were tainted and falling to 
pieces through decomposition. The Panama 
affair is a great scandal, but all groat banks 
and industrial enterprises ure in much the 
same condition, only the turpitude is hidden 
more deeply. 

Lhe revolutionists are already preparing 
for the May-day demonstration, whioh 
promises to be imposing this year. Tho 
committee on organization, which was ap- 

ointed last year, still exists, and will short- 
y convoke a general meeting of all the dele- 
gates of the working corporation, for the 
purpose of electing another committee whose 
task it will be to get up a movement ‘‘less 
pacific? than the Jast. What that may 
mean is kept a secrot. 

In the Chamber of Deputies yesterday M. 
Casimier Pierier, the president, announced 
that M. Baihaut, now under arrest in con- 
nection with the Panama affair, has resign- 
ed his seat, 

The dobate on the budget was then taken 
up. Ap amendment was offered to abolish 
the embassy to the Vatican. This recoived 
supportof M. Hubbard, who made a speech 
in favor of it, but when a vote was taken 
the amendment was defeated by 126 ma- 
jority. 

The Cooarde publishes o letter signed 
“Cornelius Herz,” in which Herz is re- 
presented as acknowledging that he re- 
ceived 2,000,000 francs from Baron de 
Reinach. This sum, however, tho letter 
says, was paid on private account and was 
in no way connected with Panama affairs. 

The letter alleges that Herz knew noth- 
ing of the uses to which the Panama funds 
were put, and denies Herz drove De Rein- 
ach to death by blackmailing him. 

On the contrary, Reinach had tried to 
poison Herz, although eventually he was 
induced to pay the latter what hoe owed 
him.

The Colors of the Ninety-first. 


The scone on the Oastle Esplanade at 
Edioburgh when the Princess Loulse pre- 
sented the Argyll and Sutherland High- 
landers with new colors was slogularly 
striking and plotureeque. The occasion 
was a memorable one. The colors that 
wore about to be retired commemorated 
the passing away of the old order of things 
{n the regiment's history, and the closing 
scone was csrried out with fitting Impress- 
{veness and solemnity. As the Highlanders 
swang through the old gateway from the 
Oastle, and were formed into line on the 
Esplanade, everyone in the vast crowd of 
spectators must have felt with Barns that 
“a tide of Soottish prejadice had been 
poured along his veins,” Many of the his- 
torical and romantic associations that gath- 
er round Edindurgh are connected with the 
Highland clans ; and the Esplanade, with 
the old Lawnmarket stretching away from 
it, and the Castle rock towerlng above, 
seomed a natural background for a scene 
expressive ot all that ls most fnspiring tn 
the country’s military history. The troop- 
{ng of colors is at all times an Imposing 
ceremony, but on this occasion there was 


& peculiar impressiveness about It. 
Round the new oolors associations 
cannot gather with the same glow 


of loyal devotion which attends those old 
and tattered and weather-astained flags that 
have been borne through the thickest of the 
fight. Abt the best they can be but symbols 
and memorials of past devotion and hero- 
{sm, The sentiment may rematn, bat the 
strong personal link must be broken. As 
the old colors were borne aloft, bstween 
the Hnes of the regiment to the pipes play- 
Ing a quick march of *‘The Oampbolls are 
Ooming,” all the passion and fire of the 
Highland race seemed embodied In these 
faded rags. Then as the wild strains of the 
pipes died away, the band struck up ‘‘Auld 
Lang Syne,” and slowly, solemnly, for the 
last time the colors were oarrled past tho 
regiment whose fortunes they had shared 
and whose endurance and devotion they 
symbolized. Men and officers stood like a 
regiment turned to stone; bub among the 
crowd were many old soldiors who saluted 
as the colors were carried past to the monb 
moving of all strains.

ATLANTA, Ga, Jan. 15.—Revy. Dr, Tal- 
mage, who is now making a ten days’ tour 
of the Southern cities, preached here to- 
day.

Almost every- 
where where you will find Him geometriz- 
ing, you find the circle dominant, and if not 
the circle, then the curves, which is a cir- 
cle that died young! If it had lived long 
enough, it would have been a full orb, a@ 
periphery. An ellipse is u circle pressed 
only a little too hard at the sides. | 
Giant’s Causeway in Ireland shows what 
God thinks of mathematics. There 
are over thirty-five thousand columns of , 
rocks—octagonal, hexagonal, pentagonal,

When men build churches, they ought 
to imitate the idea of the Great Architect, ' 
and put the audience in a circle, know 
that the tides of emotion roll more easily 
that way than in stragght lines. Six thou- 
sand years ago God flung this world out 
of his right hand; but he did not throw 
it out in a straight line, but curvilinear, 
with a leash of love holding it so as to 
bring it back again. The world started from 
his hand pure and Edenic, It has been 
rolling on through regions of moral ice 
and distemper. ow long it will roll God 
only knows; but it willin duc time make 
complete circle and come back to the place 
whence it started—the hand of God—pure 
and Edenic. 

The history of the world goes in a cirole. 
Why is it that the shipping in our day is 
improving so rapidly? Is it because men 
are imitating the old model of Noah’s ark. 
A ship carpenter gives that as his opinion. 
Although so much derided by small wits, 
that ship of Noah’s time beat the Majestic 
and Etruria, and the City of Paris,of whioh 
we boast so much. Where isthe ship on 
the sea that could outride a deluge on 
which the heavens and the earth were 
wrecked, landing all the pussengers in 
safety ’—two of each kind of living crea- 
tures, thousands of species. Pomology 
will go on with its achievements, until after 
many centuries the world will have plums 
and pears equal tothe Paradisaical The 
art of yardéning will grow for centuries,and 
after the Downings and Mitchells of the 
world have done their best, in the far 
future the art of gardening will come up to 
the arborescence of the year one. If the 
makers Of colored glass go on improving, 
they may in some centuries be able to make 
something equal to thg@gast window of York 
Minister, which was built in 1290. Weare six 
centuries behind those artists, but the 
world must keep on toiling until it shall 
make the complete circuit and come up to 
the skill of those very men. If the world 
continues to improve in masonry, we shall 
have after a while, perhaps after the ad- 
vance of centuries, mortar equal to that 
which I saw last summer in the wall of an 
exhumed English city, built in the time of 
the Romans, sixteen hundred years ago. 
That mortar to-day is as good as the day in 
which it was made, having outlasted the 
brick and the stone. I say, after hundreds 
of years, masonry may advance to that 
point. If the world stands long enough 
we may have a city as large as they had in 
old times. _ Babylon, five times the size of 
London. You go into the potteries in 
England, and you find them making cups 
and vases after the atyle of the cups and 
vases exhumed from Pompeii. ‘The world 
is not going back. Oh, no! but it is swing- 
ing in a circle, and willcome back to the 
styles of pottery known so long as tho 
days of Pompeii. The world must keep 
on progressing until it makes the complete 
circuit. The curve is in the right direction, 
the aye will keep on until it becomes the 
circle.

He says, ‘‘Don’t you 
remember thirty years ago giving a letter 
of introduction to a young man—a letter of 
introduction to Moses H. Grinuell?” ‘Yes, 
yes, Ido.” He says, ‘1am the man; that 
was my first step towards a fortune ; but I 
haye retired from business now, and am 
giving my time to philanthropies and public 
interest. Come up and see me.” Or aman 
comes to you and says, “I want to intro- 
duce myself to you.

In view of Herz’s capture,» The Liberte 
oul with « satutement as to relations 
between Herz and Baron de ~Reinach. 
Documents seized upon the premises 
occupied by Herz when lie lived under the 
name Of Schivaw show, says this journal, 
that Reoinach was tho debtor and Herz the 
creditor, a8 was affirmed by Horz in his 
letter published in Thé Cocarde last even- 
ing. 

At the Palais Bourbon this.afternoon M. 
Andrieux was the principal object of curio- 
sity aud at every turn he was the centre of 
a litle knot of deputies, who plied him 
with questions as to Herz, M. Andrieux 
reiterated his conviction that Herz 
was uot a spy for the Triple Alliance, 
but as atated in the Figaro 
interview, had striven earnestly to detach 
Italy from Austria, Hungary and Ger- 
many, 

After Deputy Gerville Reache had in- 
formed the Parliamentary Commission of 
Enguiry that he would introduce in the 
Chamber a bill forbidding recipients of 
Panama money to alienate their estates, M. 
Andrieux was called upon to throw more 
light on the bribery of 104 deputies, con- 
cerning whom he testified on Dec, 22, He 
said that he did not have the original of 
the photographed list which he /had sub- 
mitted to the commission. 

The name cut out of the list, hesaid, was 
that of a high political dignitary, He had 
promised on his honor notto reveal this 
name, and he wast persist in bis refusal, 
M. Andrieux refused also to give names 
mentioned in M. Arton's notebook on the 
ground that there was not sufficient evi- 
dence against the nien named, and he did 
not wish to blackén reputations ruthlessly, 
As to the check endorsed by M. Davourat, 
clerk, presanably as agent for some high 
personage, M. Andrieux said he coald only 
refer the commission to the speech of 
M. Rouvier in the Chamber of the day of 
his retirement from the Ministry of Fin- 
ance. Ronavier had obtained Panama 
money for the purpose of replenishing the 
sécrét service fand, 

When attacked by The Lanterne in 1887, 
Rouvier had paid 100,000 francs to that 
journal as the price of peace. He explained 
the matter to the Cabinet, and was allowed 
to take 80,000 francs of the secret service 
money, and thus had depleted the fund, 

The Lanterne had ceased attacking 
Rouvier, but had co..iued to denounce 
the other minister. 

Reverting to the Reinach documents, M. 
Andrieux said he had obtained the memor- 
anda as to Thierreo checks, etc., from 
Cornelius Herz, who had’ received them 
from Reinach. Andrieux didnot” know 
that Reinach had shown the memoranda to 
Clemoucean, but he himself had once shown 
thei to Clemencesv, Herz, after quarrel- 
ing with Reinach, had sent to M- Gonstans, 
then Minister of Interior, doctiments show- 
ing that Reinach had tried to poison him 

Subsequently, however, Reimach and 
Herz had been reconciled, As to checks 
mentioned in Arton’s notebook, Arton alone 
could give the desired information. Arton 
was at present in correspondence with seve- 
ral men in Paris, notably with Boulangist 
Deputies Georges, Laguerre and , Terrail- 
Mermeix. 

On the strength of M. Andrieux’s teati- 
mony the commission decided to summon

Canadian cheeso as “best English,” He 
says that scarcely a butcher will own to 
selling Ganadian of American beef, most of 

it being palmed off as English 

The demand for fresh made fine 
he found increasing, ospecially an.ongst th 
working classes, and says that Oanadia 
fed and Canadian cured awine products 
constantly growing in favor 

Eggs are required to be very fresh, am 
he thinks it would pay to collect from th 
farmors twice a week. Poultry is wanted 
not only at Christmas but on through 
January, February and March 

Mr. Rohertoal toucheson an importunt 
point when he says: 

*T hope our Department of Agriculture, 
or Zour merchants, or both. working in 
harmony as in the past, may be equal to the 
devising and operating of some means of 
distributing oun products to the altinate 
consumers whereby the unreasonable profits 
of the rétailérs may no longer interpose a 
barrier to the more general consumption 
under their own name of Canadian cheese, 
beof, bacon) eggs, poultry, etc. The dif- 
ference between the prices charged by the 
retailers for our best products and the 
prices realized by the producera on the 
Canadian side is out of all réas- 
onable proportion to the value of 
the sérvices rendered in tho distribution. 
I heard of one retail butcher who had made 
a million of dollars in a few years ont of 
selling prime Canadian fed beef as the 
“best’\Knglish.”” Doubtless the customers 
who parchased from him got good valuc, but 
a much larger share of what they paid 
should hava come to the pockets of our 
Canadian farmers. That is only one instance 
out of a large trade.” 

The mammoth cheese, which Prof, Rob- 
ertaon had made for the Chicago Exhibi- 
tion, is likely to prove a good investment 
in every way and to fally justify the Pro- 
fessor’s course in having made this ‘‘maiwn- 
moth cheose.” Here is what he says about

“*T received from the largest retail dealer 
in provisions in the world an offer for our 
mammoth Canadian cheese, which is to 
form the centre of the dairy pyramid of the 
World’s Coluinbian Exposition at Chicago, 
He has no less than 90 large shops in differ- 
ent parts of London, and shops in nearly 
every large city in Great Britain and Ire- 
land. 

The price offered is one that will recoup 
the department for all the expenses of 
manufacturing the mammoth cheese, 
besides the offerer, who is no 
other than the great Lipton, whose 
retail sales of tea reach 275 tons per 
week, undertakes to exhibit the cheese fr 
of expense to the Department and without 
charge to the public in every large city of 
commercial importance in Great Britain and 
Treland. 

He will also spend $15,000 in advertisin 
it as the largest cheese in the world. Al 
this will call attention to the magnitude of 
the Canadian trad¢é in cheese, and make its 
excellence better known to the great masses 
of consumers.

AT THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 
THE CASE OF SEPARATE, SCHOOLS 
FOR MANITOBA. 


Hwart Arguos the Case on Bohalf of 
tiie Mavitdba Minority ina Speech of 
One Hour's Daration—The Manitoba 
Government Not Reprosonted, 


Orrawa, Oat,, Jan, 23,—There was a fall 
mooting of council Saturday of 11. to 
hear the argument of Mr, i. S. Ewart, 
counsel for the Manitoba minority in _sup- 
port of the petition of Archbishop Tache 
and others for remedial legislation, Evory 
member of the council was in hia seat with 
the exception of Hon. Frank Smith. Hon. 
John Carling, Sénator Bernier, Mr, La 
Riviere, M,P., Rev. Father’ Lacombe, 
Chevalier Johu Heney and about a dozen 
citizens of Ottawa were also present. 

Hon. Mr. Ives, President ot the Council, 
briefly stated. that the object of the meet- 
ing was to hear, Mr. Ewart, os had been 
suggested by the sub-cominittee of the coun- 
cil, whose report it was not considered 
necessary to réad. 

Mr. Hwart'spoke for nearly an hour, 
practically ropeating and oclaborating the 
arguments adduced by him before the aub- 
committees & month ago. Ho recited tho 
state of educational matters prior to Con- 
federation; the! ‘establidiment of Separate 
schools in Ontario and Quebeo as a matter of 
justice to the minorities in those provinces; 
the insertion of tho clauses in the British 
North Amerioan Act maintaining the rights 
granted to minorities, and contended » that 
the Manitoba act of 1870 was’ intended to 
provide that the rights of the minority, 
whether Protestant or Catholic, should be 
guaranteed to them, Ho held in effect thas 
the Local Legislature, at its first session in 
1871, having established Protestant. and 
Catholic schools, the latter had acquired a 
right which could not be taken away, and 
that the attempt of the Manitoba Govern- 
ment by the actsof 1890 to abolish the 


Catholic schools gave occasion for 
the exercise by the Govornor-General 
in Council of the power re- 


served to him by the Manitoba Act of 
1870, of proposing to the Parliainent of 
Canada the remedial legislation which that 
Act provided for. He claimed not only 
that His Excellency had this power, bud 
that it was his duty to exercise and leave 
it to Parliament to deal with the question. 

He referred to the New Brunswick school 
question, and quoted the resolutions passed 
by the House in 1873, and again in 1875, 
advising the New Brunswick Legislature 
to deal fairly by the minority, and said 
Parliament had just as much right to 
deol with the question of education in the 
province, as it had to deal with the ques- 
tion of Home Rule for Ireland. He re- 
ferred to the Privy Council's decision and 
argued that that decision did not debar 
remedial legislation, but on the contrary it 
rendered remedial legislution necessary. If 
the Manitoba School Act had been declared 
ultra vires there could have been no reme- 
dial legislature for there would’ have been 
nothing to, remedy. It was only 
when the act was declared ultra vires 
that remedial legislation could be asked. 

Tn conclusion, he replied to the question 
suggested in the report of the sub-commit- 
tee of council as follows: 

Various questions are proposed in the 
recent order in council. fis thought it 
best to answer them altogether by the 
argument which I have now completed. I 
trust that in what I have said I have iaade 
it clear that the anwsers should be as fol- 
lows: ~ 

1, This is an appeal contemplated b 
sub-section 6 of seo. 93. of the B.N.A. 
Act and sub-section 2 of section, 22 
of the Manitoba Act. 

2. The grounds set forth in the petitions 
are such as may be the subject of an appeal. 

8. The adetatos of the Judicial Commit- 
tee ofthe Privy Council has no bearing 
upon the appeal for redress so far as it is 
based upon rights acquired after the union, 
further than that decision finally disposes 
of the contention that the second sub-seo- 
tion of the Manitoba Act furnishesa remedy 
merely against ultra vires stutues, 

4. Sub-section 3 of section 93 of the 
British North America Act applies to 
Manitoba unless it is varied by the Mani- 
toba Act. Ifitis not varied it applies, 
and if it is, the variation has widened and 
not narrowed its scope. It is immaterial 
to the petitioners which alternative is 
adopted. 

5. His Excellency the Governor-General 
in Covncil has power to grant the orders 
asked for by the petitioners. 

6. The Acts of Manitoba passed prior to 
the session of 1890 conferred on the 
minority, a right or privilege with 
respect to education within the meaning of 
sub-section 2 of Sec. 22 of the Manitoba 
act and established a system of separate or 
dissentient schools within the meaning of 
sub-section 3 of Sec. 93 of the B. N. A. act, 
and the two acts of 1890 affected beyond 
question such rights and privileges in such 
manner as to warrant the present appeal, 

On the conclusion of Mr, Ewart’s ad- 
dress Hon. Mr. Ives read a letter from 
Lieut.-Governor Schultz to the Secretary of 
State in reply to the despatch transmitting 
copies of the petition received and inviting 
the Manitoba Government to be represent- 
ed at the The Lieutenant- 
Governor stated that his Governmont had 
decided not to be represented at the argu- 
ment on tho 2)st, 

Hon, Mr, Ives then asked if there was 
any one present who wished to be heard by 
council, and there being no response the 
press and public were invited to withdraw 
so that the council might deliberate on the 
matter, that finished the business for the 
present. 

Mr. Ewart leaves for Winnipeg to-night.

He conversed there with Messrs. Mac- 
donnell, Donald, Sullivan and other Irish 
members of Parliament, Egan proceeded 
to Birmingham alone on Sunday morning. 
He was met on his arrival there by his wife. 
Although thinner and grayer than when he 
entered Portland prison, Egan looks fairly 
healthy. : 

Speaking of tho severity of the treatment 
of political prisoners, Egan said; ‘Nine 
years in Portland are equal to 18 years of 
ordinary life. But there is plenty of lifo in 
me yet.” 

In an interview Egan maintained the 
truth of the defense he presented at his 
trial that he was not. aware of Daly’s con- 
nection with the dynamite conspiracy. 

Throughout his imprisonment he was 
buoyed up with the conscivusiess of his 
innocence. ~ 

Hé expressed himself as deeply indebted 
to the two Irish parties for the efforts 
they made to procure his release from 
prison. It is reported that another poli- 
tical prisoner was released from Portland 
Prison on Tuesday last.

The southwestern 
lumber train from St. Louis was 13 minutes 
ate and came into Wann, the station at 
the Junction, at the rate ot 40 miles an

Two of the oil tanks were split open and 
the oil caught fire, spreading to the other 
tank, box and freight cars, and the entire 
train burned up. 

Tho passenger engineer, W. B. Rosa of 














Malton, Ill, remained on his engine to put 
on the air brakes and was killed. Fireman 
Whiteman escaped by jumping. The engine 
and the combination baggage car and 
smoker were damaged and eight oil tanks, 
eight box cars and six flats were rapidly 
destroyed by the fire. The loss will prob- 
ably reach $100,000. 

An oye-witnoss saya that the shock of the 
collision was such as to split two leaded 
tanks wide open, and the oil immediately 
caught fire, the flames shooting 50 feet into 
theair, The locomotive and baggage cars 
were totally wrecked, but tho remainder of 
the passenger train was removed beyond 
the reach of the flames. 

In anincredibly short time the freight 
train was a mass of flames. Fear of an ex- 
plosion prevented any attempt to aave it. 
The wrecking train came up trom East St, 
Lonis at 11 o'clock, but could do little, 
and half a dozen switch engines were ron 
out from here to clear the yards, 

Hearing of the wreck hundreds of people 
from this city and vicinity were attracted 
by curiosity to the scene. 

A few minutes past 12 o'clock there was 
a ae bY explosion of one tank, which scat- 
tered tho debris on all sides anil set fire to 
the stock yards’ enclosures. This produced 
the impression that the danger of explosions 
was passed, and the throug of bystanders 
rushed in to save the stock yards from de« 
struction. 

A minute later thore was a deafening 
report that shook the varth anda sheet of 
seothivg burning oil was flung in all direo- 
tions. Lor those within the circle of 100 
yavils there was no escape, ‘Their clothing 
was burned and literally fell from their 
bodies. 

In ao moment those who were not com- 
pletely disabled began running hither and 
thither, waving their bands and screaming 


for help. Some went to the nearest water 
and others ran into the fields and still 
missing. Panic reigned for a short time 


until the uninjured recovered their presonce 
of mind to care for the afflicted, 

Two barrels of linseed oil were taken 
from a grocery stare and applied to thie 
wounds by several physicians, who hap- 
ened to be on the ground, Every hvuse 
n the little village was turned into a tem- 
porary hospital, and every doctor in Alton 
and its vicinity was summoned. As soon 
as possible a train was made up and 20 of 
the sufferers were brought here to St, 
Joseph's Hospital, 





A FALLING WALL. 


Kills Two Firemen and Seriously Injures 
Qne Other, 


Roonester, N.Y., Jan, 23.—One of the 
most disastrous fires that have occurred in 
this city in five years broke out at 10 
o'clock last night in the large six-story Mo- 
Kay building in Stone-stroet. 

The fire started in the fourth story and 
hardly had tho alarm been given before the 
four upper floors were a roaring mass of 
flames, ‘The fire spread rapidly into the 
story below, and in spite of the hard-work- 
ing firemen at midnight the building was 
in ruins, 

Half an hour after tho alarm was given & 


corner of tho wall was seen ta 
topple. A group of firemen had just 
descended from the ladder when the 


warning was given. The foreman ordered 
those on the north sidoof the truck to push 
it out of the way, and three of the men, 
mistaking the order, went to the south. 

The wall fell upon them, killing ono in- 
stantly and injuring the two othors. ~ One 
of the two latter died three hours later, 

The building was occupiod by nearly a 
dozen manufacturing concerns and 
was valued at 850,000 and was insured for 
$35,000, The Lighthouse Manufacturing 
Company, one of the ocenpants of the 
building, had just executed a contract with 
the Goverument for furnishing $1,000,000 
worth of mail bags. ‘Che estimated loss of 
the contents of the building is $200,000,

The Daniah Foreign Office and the Danish 
ambassadors are taking unusual pains to lot 
the world understand that the unpleasant 
ness of the weather is King Christian's sole 
reason for changing his mind, bot in this 
city the excuse ia regarded as ridiculously 
inadequate, 

Numerous notes passod hetwe en 
Berlin and Copenhagen during the past 
week as to the Chancellor's speech before 
the Parliamentary Commission, and the 
Gorman Foreiga Office made ex 
planations without Denmark's 
suspicions havo not lulled Lhe 
explanations ot tho Danish diplomatiste 
as to the naceasity thoy feel for the spend 
ing of 56,000,000 in  fortitying 
Copenhagen and for pushing their line of 
defence close against the Schleswig fron: 
tier are received here with lack of confi 
dence, 

Austria-Hungary also, which has long been 
expected to say ‘'me, too,” to everything 
Germany asserted, has become reative 
Chancellor Caprivi's statements, re-echoed 
by members of the Reichstag, that the 
brunt of the next general war niust bo 
borne by Germany for the triple alliance, 
had already evoked some spirited ro 
monstrances from tho Vienna press, 
The Kreuz Zeitung has put the 
climax vpon Austria-Hungary's grievances 
by publishing along leader to the effect 
that the dual Empire is under moral obliga- 
tions to increase hor military establishment 
in the proportion indicated for Germany by 
the military. 

This eth elicited a prompt remon- 
strance from Vienna, to which Caprivi 
could only reply that The Kreuz Zeitung 
was not an official nor a semi-official organ, 
and the German Government was, there- 
fore, in no way responsible for its opinions 

With this disavowal Anstria-Hungary 
has been obliged to content herself, al- 
though Vienna dailies wtill grumble about 
the persistent depreciation ot Austria- 
Hungary's military strongth now in vogue 
in Germany, 

Despatches from Constantinople show 
that the diplomatic corps in that city is in 
one of its perennial feuds. The cause this 
time is that German influence again pre- 
dominates, and Prince Radolin, German 
ambassador, is the most favored of the re- 
presentatives of foreign sovereigns. M. 
Nelidoff, Russian ambassador, and _ Sir 
Francis Ford, British ambassador, have 
protested against the favoring of Germany 
in commercial concessions, but the Sultan 
has remained firm, Tho special facilities 
granted to German trade in Turkey have 
been gained by Prince Radolin principally 
at the expense of Great Britain, although 
Russia too has suffered considerably. 

The efforts of France to monopolize the 
foreign influence, always notable in Turkish 
affairs, have foiled also. ‘his fact is shown 
by the Sultan’s recent request that Prince 
Heinrich of Hohenzollern secure for him 
permission to send several Turkish marine 
officers to join theGerman nayy in order 
that they might receive the benefits 
of training under German officers on Ger- 
man men-of-war. If war should be declared 
to-morrow between Russia and Germany 
the German Foreign Office would feel 
confident of Turkey’s moral support if not 
ofher active participation against Russia. 

Numerous petitions against the return of 
the Jesuit orders are received constantly b 
the Government from Protestant communi. 
ties, which have been alarmed] by reports 
of Chancellor Von Caprivi’s negotiations 
with the Clericals. The agitation has as- 
sumed enormous proportions throughout 
the Protestant states of the empire, and on 
Monday was reported to have produced 
such effect upon the Government that the 
Chancellor had assured several high church 
dignitaries he would not allow the adinis- 
sion of the Jesuits under any conditions. 

Tho report enraged the Clerical Deputies, 
and they decided to remind the Government 
sharply of the importance of their attitude 
towards the Army bill. They put up Dr, 
Lieber, leader of the Democratic wing of 
the Centro, to speak for this purpose in the 
commission on Wednesday. Lieber, how- 
ever, went heyond his instructions 
and delivered a violent h»rangue which 
few but South German Clericals 
care to endorse. Every member of the 
Reichstag has received from an unknown 
source a pamphlet on the army bill, The 
author remains anonymous, although he is 
known to be an eminent Saxon general. 

The psace of Europe, he says, is not 
likely to bo maintained after the autumn 
of 1894, when the Russian army will be 
armed with the small calibre repeating 
rifle, therefore will be fully prepared to 
strike. While the re-armament is still in- 
complete, and Russia consequently feels 
constrained to keep the peace, Germany 
must find her opportunity for final pre- 
paration for the inevitable conflict, 

The proposals to reject the Army bill 
could be made in good faith only by these 
ignorant of the growing perils of the inter- 
national situation; compromises delaying 
the execution of the bill’s provisions for 
two years or three years were hardly less 
fatuous; the Imperial Government, after 
years of provocation, has taken ateps to stop 
the scattering of French propaganda from 
Luxemburg among the people of the an- 
nexed provinces, 

A specific{complaint, accompanied with 
proof, has been made by the German Foreign 
office against a Luxemburg society called 
the. Union des Patriotes Francais, The 
Provincial Government seized several 
hundred leaflets that had been distributed 
and sent them to Berlin with vehement 
protests that the union was doing untold 
mischief through its inflammatory appeals, 
and should he squelched at any cost.

THE FATAL SCAFFOLD, 


Terrible Accidents at Cornwall. 
Half-a.Doxen Employees Injured, 


Corxwa.u, Jan, 23.—A sad and fatal 
accident occurred at the Canada Cotton 
Mill Saturday nightin which Mr, John Mc- 
Donald brother of Mr. Daniel McDonald, 
Reeve of Cornwall Township, lost his life 
and several other inen were injured, 

Shortly before the mill closed down for 
the day, Mr, Jaines Pendergast, engineer, 
discovered that a light line of shatving in 
the northwest corner of the boiler-house 
was loose. A gang of men, ono of whom 
was the deceased, were detailed to return 
after teaand repaic it. A staging was 
erected, and about 9 o'clock, as the men 
attempted to block up one end of the shaft- 
ing, the other end gave way, and, falling on 
the staging, upset it, and the whole busi- 
ness, scaflold, shafting and men, fell in a 
contused mass on the bard floor beneath, a 
distance of I4 feet. The shafting was about 
six feet long and had a number of pulleys. 
With its sottings it weighed about 500 
pounds. The men on the scaffold were 
Jobu Martin, Thomas Cummings, John 
Oummings, Wiliam Murphy, John Adams 
and the deceased. McDonald's death was in- 
stantaucous, ‘The neck had evidently been 
broken, as there were no cuts or bruises on 
the body. Thomas Cummings was also 
badly injured. One arm was broken and 
the other badly bruised. John Martin's 
leg was Cut near the knee by an iron bolt. 
The others were all badly shaken up and 
more or less bruised. 

In the mills of the Toronto Paper Com- 
pany last night Mr. Samuel Famer fell 
down the elevator to the cellar, a distance 
of about IS feet, and struck his head  side- 
Ways on the iron cage of the clevator. The 
unfortunate man lay there insensible till 
picked up by some of his fellow-workmen. 
He was covered with brood, the sharp edge 
of the iron haying torn the scalp nearly 
from his head. Besides the scalp wound 
Mr. Eamer’s jaw is fractured and his face 
badly cut, Itis feared that he has sus- 
tained serious, jf not fatal internal injuries.

orgapizstion of & Union echool, In 1829, 
Mr. Billa Flint (now Hon, Senator Fiinr) 
came here and took much iaterest In the 
school, betng its Superintendent for 
nearly 40 years, Ho and Mra, Flint de- 
voted themeelves to the work of the echool, 
and in the year 1830 the membership was 
200. After St. Thomas’ church was 
built, a sunday school was commenced and 
the acholars who belonged to the Church of 
Eogland left the Union school, and 
anited with thelr own.

THE KHEDIVE IS PLUCKY 

BECAUSE HE IS BACKED BY THREE 

NATIONS 
_——— 

Glndatone May Have to Let Loose Mis

Lonpvon, Jan. 24.—The Cabinet held two 
long sessions Monday to consider the Egyp- 
tian question. Lord Rosebery has re- 
ceived advices from Lord Cromer, the Brit- 
ish Minister to Egypt, to the effect that the 
Khedive has intimated his intention to re- 
ferto the Turkish Sultan and to treaty 
powers the action of Bnuland am causing 
the dismissal of the Egyptian Cabinet, 

Other advices from Cairo state that tho 
natives are in a more excite! condition than 
at any time since the outbreak under Arabi 
Pasha. While a considerable party of the 
moderate and intelligent natives support the 
British position, tho multitude take sides 


with the Khedive and against what they |. 


call infidel dictation. 

The Marquis of Ripon, Secretary for the 
Colonies, lott 4 bed ot sickness to be present 
at the Cabinet meeting to-day, While the 
Cabinet was in session a stream of telo- 

rama continted to pour into the Foreign 
Bitice from Cairo, ‘These were immediately 
transmitted to the Cabinet. Tho prolonged 
aession of the Cabinet is understood to be 
due to a difforence of opinion as to neces- 
sity of reinforcing the British army of - oc- 
cupation in Egypt, both with a view to 
protecting British interests at Cairo and to 
protect the frontier against dervishes, who 
have recently become very menacing, 

A note reached Lord Rosebery on Satur- 
day from the French Foreign Office stating 
that the French Government, while refrain- 
ing from objecting to Riaz Pasha as 
Premier, would maintain the right of the 
Khedive to choose his ministers. 

A Cairo despatch received in Paris this 
afternoon says the Sultan has telegraphed 
to the Khedive his congratulations on the 
attitude which the Khedive had assumed in 
respect to the formation of a Cabinet inde- 
pendent of Euglish interference, The Sul- 
tan will send the Kbedive a present of six 
horses, 

In an interview at Cairo this evening 
Lord Cromer, in reply to questions about 
tho situation, said, ‘There is no cause to 
apprebend a disturbance, but if a distur- 
bance should occur I guarantee it will be of 
short duration,” 

It is officially announced that the Bri- 
tish Government has decided upon a slight 
incréase of the British troops in Egypt, in 
view of the tact that recent events have 
threatened to disturb public seourity. 

The reinforcements to be sent to Egypt 
are not likely to exceed 1000 troops and 
two war ships for Alexandria and Port Said, 
and one warship for Suez. 


UNREST IN EGYPT. 


The Khedive Is Tempted into Being a 
Naughty Boy, 

Lonvon, Jan, 24.—The Cairo correspon- 
dent of The Times says: The situation is 
very strained. Popular excitement is in- 
creasing owing to the geperal belief that 
the Khedive intends to vest Great Britain’s 
determination to continue her occupation 
and ascendanoy. 

The press denounces the British officials 
as rebels becauso they refused to recognize 
three new Ministers during the two days 
between the Khedive’s nominations and 
England’srecognition of them. The Khedive 
is credited openly with the intention to dis- 
miss all the highest English officials. 

The language of the press is increasingly 
violent, and alludes to the Khedive as a 
hero. The Khedive, with o strong nature 
impelling him to extremes, can easily be 
made a tool of by the cleverer heads aboud 
the Khedive’s court, 

The Cairo correspondsnt of The Daily 
Nows says: The situation here is critical 
and unless Great Brituin takes very strin- 
gent measures she will have to solve a more 
serious qnestion than ever botore in Egypt, 
The anti-English demonstration planned 
for the occasion of the Khedive’s visit to 
the Opera, House was frustrated only by the 
rigorous measures of the authorities and 
the strong police force present. Tho British 
troops were confined to their barracks and 
astrong detachment was stationed near the 
opera house. 


THE MORLEY CASE, 


The Plymouth Brethren Will Have to 
Come to Terms, 


Lonpon, Jan. 24.—The trial of the 
Morley-Longheman case, which is an action 
to recover the sum of £140,000, the amount 
alleged to have beon seoured by undue ine 
fluence by the Longhemans, Plymouth 
Brethren, from Henry Morley, deceased, 
brother of the Postmaster-General, was 
continued yesterday. 

An accountant named Blow testified he 
had traced the transfer sums amounting to 
£132,682 from Henry Morley to the Longhe- 
mans. He had. also found a number ‘of 
checks drawn by Henry Morley, the payees 
of which could not be traced. 

The Solicitor-General asked the court to 
decide in favor of the plaintiff. Heclaimed 
that evidence clearly proved that the 
Longhemans induced Henry Morley, while 
mentally unsound, to surrender his fortune 
to them,

OTTAWA NOTES. 


Algoma Wants Emigrants—Ontario’s De 
Orense of Crime, 

Orrawa, Jan, 24,.—The Department of 
Customs has given a decision with Ai Wy 
to sample cards and portfolios, which is 
of some importance to importers. ‘The de- 
cision ia conveyed in a circular to collectors 
from which the following is an extract: 

“The attention of this department hav- 
ing been drawn to a practice which hus pre- 
vailed at some ports of entry of charging 
duty upon vards and portfolios hay- 
in no commercial value in them- 
selves and to which commercial samples are 
attached, you are hereby instructed that 
for tho future no duty must bo collected on 
such sample cards or portfolios; and the 
same rule must apply to sample books hav- 
ing no commercial value and to which com- 
mercial samplos are attached. 

‘As making clear the intention of this do- 
partment you are further advised that the 
term ‘uo commercial value’ is held to be 
applicable only to such cards and portfolios 
as ara necessary for the proper display of 
commercial samples and which reach Can- 
ada with such samples attached or ol 
to them, and which, after having been use 
to show goods, are of no further value, being 
so damaged while in use for such a ss 
as not to be perceptible, susceptible of being 
adapted to other use.” 

The Publics Works Department is pre- 
paring to invite competition amongst sculp- 
tors for the best model of a statueof the 
late Sir John Macdonald, towards which 
Parliament last session voted $10,000. 

The same plan will be adopted as was 
followed in the case of tho statue of Sir 
George E. Cartier. Several photographs 
have been obtained showing Sir 
John in different attitudes, and ao 
short biography will be provided, together 
with cavbledhare of height, otc., and thenan 
advertisement will be inserted in Canada, 
English, French and Italian papors offering 
a prize of $1000 for the best model. In the 
case of Sir George Ouartier there were over 
20 competitors, the prize boing taken by M. 
Hebert, a Canadian. 

At the conference on quarantine matters 
to be held here on the 3}st inst. between the 
Dominion and Provincial authorities, the 
question as to the best method of collecting 
and publishing health statistics will also be 
discussed. 


Complaints have been made by 
residents of the Algoma District 
that, while efforts were being 


made by the Dominion Government to 
attract immigrauts to other parte of the 
Dominion, Algoma had been neglected. 
Hon. Mr. Daly has at tho instance of Mr. 


G. I. Macdonnei, M.P,, agroed to appoint 
vw. U. Morsay OF Fore eeeeudr to proceéa to 


the North of England and Scotland to re- 
resent the advantages of Algoma ag a field 
for settlement. 

Mr. McKay is well acquainted both with 
Algoma and the districts he will visit, and 
his efforts ought to be conducive to con- 
siderable emigration from these districts to 
Algoma. 

The annual report of the Minister of Jus- 
tice on the penitentiarios in Canada for the 
fiscal year ended June 30 shows that the 
total number of convicts received during 
the year was 387, as compared with 414 tho 
previous year, a decrease of 27. 

The number discharged was 408, as com- 
pared with 416 in 1891. The number re- 
maining in all the penitentiaries on June 
30, 1892, was 1228, of whom 26 were 
females, all of them being in Kingston. 

There were 11 deaths during the year, of 
which nine were in Kingston. There were 
seven escapes, two from Kingston, one from 
Dorchester, twofrom Manitoba and two 
from British Columbia. 

Ontario mado by far the best showing of 
the provinces, as the prison population of 
Kingston decreased 54, while there was an 
increase in each of the other penitentiaries, 


IN POPULAR FAVOR. 


The Project of Mr, Whitney nnd Other 
Capitalists of the United States, 


Hauirax, N.S., Jan, 24.—In the Nova 
Scotia Legislature Promier Fielding intro- 
duced the much-talked-of ‘‘Act for the 
Further Encouragement of Coal Mining in 
this Province” iu the presence of a crowded 
house, including many prominent New 
England and Canadian capitalists. He 
expluined that the Government had induced 
H. M. Whitney and others to put capital in 
certain mines. Whitney is associated with 
enterprises in the United States, the man- 
agence’ of which requires the consumption 
of more than 100,000 tons of coal yearly. 
Several prominent United States capital- 
ists aro interested with Whitney, aud they 
have associated with the scheme Kidder, 
Peabody & Co,, bankers, of Boston. 

Cape Breton County contains within its 
borders more coal than any other part of 
the world of equal area, aud Whitney has 
already obtained control of all the coal 
mines tn that county. 

ln mercantile circles the terms of the 
Government measures were much discussed, 
and the genoral opinion expressed was thad 
the interests of the Province are safeguard- 
ed, and that the consummation of the 
achemo will be of enormous benetit to Nova 
Scotia in stimulating trade and oxtendin 
commercial relations with the United 
States, One of the features of tho onter- 

rise is the operation ofa line of railwa 
rom the mines to Louisburg Harbor, whic 
is open all the year around. The Govern- 
ment undertakes to grant a subsidy of $3200 
a mile toward the completion of this rail- 
way.

HE IS NOTIN A POSITION TO DEFY 
ENGLAND. 


The Fidelity of the Eutire Native Egyptian 
Soldtery te Assured to Mritain—Hritish 
Troops cn the Way to India Detnined 
at Port Said. 


Loxpon, Jan. 25;—Somo surprise was 
experienced yesterday at the news from 
Cairo that Lord Cromer had expressed him- 
self so confidently in regard to ‘the prompt 
suppression of any outbreak that might 
occur, To-day’s advices giyo the grounds 
for Lord Cromer’s confidence. His Lord- 
ship is assured of the entire‘fidelity of the 
native Egyptian army, to the British cause, 
and with the British army of occupation co- 
operating with the native troops it is be- 
lieved any attempt at insurrection would be 
promptly crushed. 

A Cairo despatoh says that Lord Cromer 
called upon’ the’ Khedive ‘yesterday - to 
inform':hinv that the! British Cabinet. had 
ordored'an‘inoredss of the British.‘ garrison 
in Egypt. Thedeapatch does not say how 
the Khedive received. the news, but no 
doubt it had a profound impression in dis- 
sipating any idea that Gladstone intended 
to abandon Egypt. 

Major-General Sir Francis Wallace Gren’ 
fell of the Egyptian. army, who is now in 
London, was at the War Office yeatreday in 
consultation ‘with the Right’ Honorable 
Campbell Bannerman; Secretary of State 
for War.

In 1884 he had told a general mbeting of 
shareholders that 600,000,000 francs more 
would be required to finish the canal, His 
statoment had been so explicit that those 
who persisted in misunderstanding him had 
only themselves to blame, 

Chairman Brisson informed the Parlia- 
mentary Commission of Enquiry to-day 
that Arthur Meyer, direotor of the Royalist 
daily, Tho Gaulois, had refused to appear 
before thein to testify as to the charges 
made against him by Charles de Lesseps. 
Meyer's oxcuse for refusing to testify was 
that the commission has no authority over 
journalists, and he has sent an open letter 
to the press syndicate arguing in support of 
this unique contention. 

The case of Clemenceau occupied most of 
the commission’s attention to-day. M. 
Franqueville has finished his examination 
of 18 persons connected with the Panama 
scandal. Hehas decided that Ferdinand

Imagine this people and this faith,congonial 
in nothing but their conservatism, flung 
into the maelstrom of European restlessness 
and innovation. Imagine a country full of 
turbulent foreigners, whom its police cannot 


arrest except flagrante delicto, and whom 


its courts cannot try except for the most in- 

Imagine the govern- 
ment of this country unable to logistate for 
these foreigners without the consent of a 
dozen distant Powers, most of them indiffer- 
ent and some ill disposed. Imagine it 
carrying on its principai business in a 
foreign tongue, which yet is not the tongue 
of the predominant foreign race. 

‘Imagine it struggling to meet the clam- 
orous, growing needs of to-day with a 
budget rigorously fixed according to the 
minimum requirements of the day before 
yesterday. Imagine the decrees of this 
government liable to be set at naught by 
courts of its own creation. Imagine its 
policy really inspired and directed by the 
envoy of a foreign state, who in theory is 
only one—and not even tho doyen—ofa 
large number{of such envoys, andthe chief 
administrative power really wielded bya man 
who in theory isa mere adviser without 
executive functions, Yes, imagine all these 
things and then realize that they are no 
Mikado-like invention of comic opera, no 
nightmare of some constitutional theorist 
with a disordered brain, but prosaic, solid 
fact—an unvarnished picture of the political 
Egypt of to-day.” 

With regard to what he aptly terms ‘‘the 
veiled protectorate,” Mr. Milner observes 
that there are three points to be considered 
—the British troops, the British Consul- 
General and the British officials in the 
Egyptian service 

“The position of each of these presents 
anomalies which would be impossible any- 
where except in paradoxical Egypt. The 
presence of a single British regiment lends 
& weight they would not otherwise possess 
to the counsels of the British Consul- 
General, Take the troops away and you 
musteither runthe risk of a decline of 
British influence, which would imperil the 
work of reform, or devise, for a time at 
least, some new and equivalent support for 
that influence—a problem not perhaps 
impossible, but certainly difficult of solu- 
tion.” 

He is no leas onergotically opposed to the 
‘intornationalization” project 

‘In the boundless mercy of Providence 
let us hope that Egypt may at least be 
saved from this settlement of the difficulty 
Hore we have the worst of the whole liat of 
proposed solutions, On that point all 
Egyptians would be unanimous. Much as 
somo of them may dislike any foreigo oon- 
trol, there is not one who would not agree 
that, whether such control be desirable or 
simply inevitable, itis far better that it 
should be oxercised by one power than by 
half a dozen or a dozen Some might pre 
fer France and some England, and some, 
porbaps, another nation, but they would all 
prefer a single master.”

lude of Bullets—Constable MoDonald 


Bhot in the Leg 


Cnarmds, Ont, Jan. 25——News has 
ust reached here of the brutal murder of 
Policeman Rankin of this city 

He and Policeman Dozelia went oub to 
the Township of Raleigh to assist County 
Constable McDonald to arrest a colored 
man named Goorge W. Freeman, charged 
with the seduction of a white girl under 14 
years of ago named Jane Lezrott ; 

Arriving at tho house of Freoman’s 
father they wore met by Freeman, who isa 
large and powerful mogroy nnd somo other 
colored men, who attacked them with axes 
and revolvers, 

Rankia was shotand struck on the nook 
and head witha chopping ax and sank to 
the ground dead. 






Dezelia was driven off and shot at, three 
bullets passing through his clothes—one 
through the baok of his coat, one through 


his sleeve and another through tho log of 
his trousers. 

Dezolia returned the fire, emptying his 
revolvery sliooting one of tho negroes who 
was assaulting poor Rankin. 

Constable MoDonald. was shot in the leg. 
He and Dezelin had a most wonderful 
escape, 

A posse of special constables have just 
beon sworn in and accompanied by about 
100 enraged citizens are now on their way 
to the scone of the murder. 

A number of mill hands 
Mill, who had gathered around, were 
driven off by the negroes, Police Con 
atable Rankin was tho largest man on the 
force, very powerful and courageous, about 
30 years of age, and was very popular. -Ho 
leaves a wife and one child. 

Detective Alexander McDonald had been 
out to Raleigh Township last night with a 
warrant to arrest Freeman. 

The scoundrel is living with a mulatto 
woman, and has the whitegirl in his charge, 

Freeman had the house barricaded, but 
the detective broke in, The desperado 
reached for a gun, but before he succeeded 
in getting it McDonald had him down. 

Freeman is vory powerful and weighs 
about 275 pounds, A desperate struggle 
took place for over an hour and o half.

ing beam. The bodies and the injured 
were taken to the top, where the whole 
mining settloment had gathered to watch 
the work of rescue. 

The men who had been brought up from 
the bottom said that 4 few minutes after 
the explosion they had beard cries and 
groans from the mouth of the gallery, about 
800 yards from tho shaft, There was 
heavy timber work at this place, and 
thoy believed that the men in this 
allery had been imprisoned by the falling 
eams. They believed that some 40 meao 
bad been at work there. Shortly before 
tho cago came down they said the ories 
ooased. Another rescue party went down 
at once, and after three of them had been 
carried back to the shaft unconscious pene- 
trated to the entrance of the gallery. 

The entrance was completely blocked 
by the wrecked woodwork, ‘The rescue 
party could see soveral dead bodies on the 


other side of the timbers, but 
were unablo to get at them and 
returned to the top empty-handed, It is 


believed that all the mon in the gallery were 
suffocated or killed by the shock of the ex- 
plosion. Twelve miners who worked in the 
extreme interior of the mine on the night 
shift, and had not started for the shaft so 
soon as their companions, ore also believed 
to be dead. 

Despite the apparent hopelessness of the 
situation a rescue party is still in the mine, 
and thousands have gathered at the pit’s 
mouth. When the extent of the disaster 
became known the women ot the dead men's 
families attempted to mob the mine officials, 
accusing them of carelessness in the man- 
agement of the mine, 


A BAD WRECK. 


Passonger and Cattle Trains Collide—Tho 
Slaughter Was Terrible, 


Bova Psstu, Jan. 25.—A passenger way 
train and a’cattlo train collided near Grau 
Tuesday, The cattle train was heavily load- 
ed, and its impetus forced the locomotive 
over the locomotive of the passenger train 
and into the first and second carriages. 

The other carriages of the passengor train 
were partially smashed, In the first car- 
riage three persons were killed instantly 
and 10 more were severely, perhaps fatally, 
injured. In the second carriage 15 persons 
were injured, two so seriously that they are 
expected to die. In tho other carriages 18 
persons were cut or bruised, but none dan- 
gerously. 

The engine drivera of both trains were 
terribly burned, but may recover. Three 
hundred head of cattle were killed. Most 
ofthe injured who could be moved have 
been taken to the hospital in the Grau. 
The misplacement of a switch is supposed 
to have caused the accident. 





THE ARMY BILL. 


Caprivi Says it Doos Not Imply a Doubt 
of the Triple Alliance. 


Barwin, Jan. 25.—Chancellor Von Oap- 
rivi yesterday attended a meoting of the 
Reichatag Committee on the Army bill 
He declared that the proposal to increase 
the number of recruits up to limits of pre- 
sent peace footing could not replace the 
Government measure. 

The Chancellor added that adoption of 
the proposal would endanger the proposed 
transformation of the army and prevent its 
mobilization at certain periods of the year, 
thus imperilling defence of the country. 
The Government bill did not imply a doubt 
of the continuance of the Triple Alliance, 
but was due to the recognition of the fact 
that despite the help that would be ren- 
dered by the nenls Alliance Germany in 
event of war would have to face superior 
numbers.

Orrawa, January 26 ,h.—This day at 3 
o'clock p.m., His Excellency the Governor:

| Mr. McCarthy arrived from Toronto by 
the 1215 train, and be was met at the sta- 
tion by a large delegation of citizens, who 
gavo bim a cordial r ception 

The mooting was held at 1.40 o’clook in the 
town hall, and was composed alovose¢ wholly 
of delegates from the different municipalities 

When the meeting opened the ball was 
crowded almost to suffocation, Hundreds 
were unable to gain admittance. The en- 
trance of Mr. MeCartby was the signal for a 
storm of applause. 

Mr. Thomas Long, president of tho North 
Simcoe Liberal-Conservative Association, 
occupied the chair = 

Measra, Thomas Long and Charles Gamon 
aud Mayor Telfer, all of Collingwood, were 
nominated for president of the association. 
A good deal of difficulty was oxperienced in 
taking a satisfactory vote, but eventually all 
the catdidates withdrew except Mayor 
Telfer, and be was declared clected by accla- 
mation. Mr. H. H. Strathy of Barrio was 
elected vice-chairman, Mr. F. E. P, Pepler 
secretary and Mr.Charles Cameron treasurer, 

Mr, McCarthy on rising to address the 
meeting was recoived with applause again 
and again renewod. 

Gevtlemen, he began, I attended

The Chinese in Sao Francisco. 
A mirage of Turanian civilization, 1 
shadow of the past projected es the pres 
ent, a frontispioce out of the k of life 

this, and more, is the Chinese quarter in 
San Francisco. 

Those thirty thousand souls, huddled to 
gether in spaces wellnigh unbreathable, un 
inhabitable, jostling each other along oe 
and crowded thoroughfares, silently and 
imperturbably pursuing their mysterious 
ways, 80 supromely indifferent to all that 
hems them in, men they seom not, but 
shades ‘all too impalpable” from the ‘de op 
Tartarus of Time. 

Architecturally, however, Little China is 
at most but an influence, and it is doubtful 
whethor a single structure in the entire col- 
ony owes its existence entirely to Chinese 
capital, Indeed, the necessities of the case 
made no such demand upon the frugal and 
thrifty Mongol. Like Molicre, he took his 
own wherever ho found it. The huge busi 
ness block of San Francisco's early commer- 
cial period and the hastily constructed 
shanty of the sand hills alike became his 

roperty by right of conquest, and he found 

oth orders of American architecture equak 
ly available. The shanty soon shone re- 
splendent in vernal green and sacrificial 
rod; and the hard uncompromising lines of 
warehouse, dry-goods emporitim, and office 
building were softened by many a jutting 
gable and projecting baledny, hung with 
lanterns and refreshed with lilies. —From

THE WALLS OF HEAVEN, 





OR. TALMAGE CONTINUES HIS SER- 
MONS ON GOD EVERYWHERE. 


THe Foundation of the Wall of the City 
Were Garnishod With Precious Stones— 
Heaven a Place of All Colors—The Place 
of Sapphiros, 


Brookiyn, January 22.—Dr, Talmage 
returned from his Southern tour of preach- 
ing and lecturing for ton days in Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Alabama, Georgia and South 
Carolina, and resumed his course of sermons 
on “God Everywhere.” Having preached 
on “The Astronomy of the Bible, or God 
Among the Stars,” **The Chronology of the 
Bible, or God Among the Centuries,” ‘The 
Ornithology of the Bible, or God Among 
the Birds,” he to-day speaks of ‘'The Pre- 
cious Stones of the Bible, or God Amon 
the Amethysts.” Subject: ‘Phe Wall o 
Heaven.” ‘l'ext: Revelation 21, 19: ‘The 
foundations of the wall of the city wore 
gurnished with all manner of precious 
stones.” 

Shall I be frank and tell you what are 
my designs on you to-day? They are to 
make you homesick for heaven; to console 
you concerning your departed Christian 
friends by giving you some idea of gho 
brilliancy of the scenes in which they now 
commingle ; to give all who love the Lord 
a more clovated idea as to where they are 
going to pass the most of the years ot their 
existence and to set all the indifferent and 
negleo*ful to,quick and immediate prepara- 
tion, that they may have it likewise. Da, 
it is to induce many of our young people to 
study a volume of God that few ever open, 
but, without some acquaintance with which 
it is impossible to understand the Bible— 
I mean the precious stones ; their crystalli- 
gation, their powers of refraction, their 
cleavage, their fracture, their lustre, their 

horescence, their transparency, their 
finity of color and shape, and what they 
had todo with the welfare and doom of 
families and the destiny of nations; aye: 
the positive revelation they make of 
himself. 

My text stands us in the presence of the 
most stupendous splendor of the universe, 
and thatisthe wallof heaven, and saya 
of its foundations that they are garnished 
with all manner of precious stones. All 
the ancient cities had walls for safety, and 
heaven hasa wall for everlasting safety, 
You may say that a wall made up of all 
manner of precious stones is figurative, but 
you cannot understand the force and sig- 
nificance of the figure unless you -know 
Something about the real structure, and 
color, and value of the precious stones 
mentioned. Now, I propose this morning, 
so far as the Lord may help me, to attempt 
to climb, not the wall of heaven, but the 
foundations of theyll, and I ask you to 
join me in the attempt to scale some of the 
eights. We shall only get part of the way 
up, but better that than to stay down on 
the stupid level where the most of us have 
all our lives been standing. We begin 
clear down at the bottom, and where the 
wall begins. 

The first layer of the foundation, reach- 
ing all around the city and for fifteen hun- 
dred miles, is a layer of jasper. Indeed 
there is more of jasper in the wall of heaven 
than of any other brillant, because it not 
only composes a part of the foundation but 
makes up the chief part of the superstruc- 
ture. The jasper is a congregation of many 
colors. Itis brown; it is yellow; it is 
green; it is vermillion; it is red; it is 
purple; it is black ; and is so striped with 
colors that much of it is called ribbon-jas- 

er. 
it is rare in most lands and of great value, 
for it is so hard the ordinary processes can- 
not break it off from the places where it has 
been deposited. The workmen bore holes 
into the rock of jasper; then drive into these 
holes sticks of dry birch wood, and then 
saturate the sticks and keep them satur- 
ated until they swell enough to split the 
rock,and the fragments are brought outand 
polished and transported and cut into 
cameos and put behind the glass doors of 
museums, the portraits of Roman em- 
perors were cutinto it, The finest in- 
taglio ever sean is in the Vatican museum, 
the head of Minerva in jasper. By divine 
arrangement, jasper adorned the breast- 
plate of the high priest in the ancient 
temple. But its most significant position 
is where it glows and burns and darkens 
and brightens and preaches from the lowest 
strata of the wall of Heaven. Glad am 1 
that the very first row of stones in the wall 
of Heaven is jasper of many colors, and if 
ree like purple it is purple, and if you 
ike brown it is brown, and if you like 
green it is green, and if you like ochre- 
yellow it is ochre-yellow, and if you like 
verinillion it is vermillion, and if you like 
black itis black. It suggeststo me that 
Heavon is place of 'all colors—colors of 
opinion, colors of creed,colors of skin,colors 
of taste. 

But we. must, pass up in, this inspection 
of the foundation-of the great wall of 
heaven, and after leaving the jasper, the 
next precious stone reached is sappbire, 
and it sweeps around the city fifteen 


hundred miles. All lapiduries agree in 
saying that the sapphire of the Bible is 
what we call lapis lazuli. Job speaks 


with emotion of *'The Place of Sapphires,” 
and God thought so much of this precious 
stone that he put it in tne breast plate of 
the high priest, commending, ‘The second 
row shall be an emerald, a sapphire, and 
diamond.” ‘The sapphire is a blue, but 
varies from faintest hea to deepest ultra- 
marine. It is found a pebble in the rivers 
of Ceylon. It is elsewhere in compact 
masses. Persia, and Thibet, and Burmah, 
and New South Wales, and North Car- 
olina yield exquisite specimens. Its blue 
eye is seen in the valley of the Rhine. 
After o burial of thousands of years 
it has~boen brought to sight in Egyp- 
tian monuments and  Asyrian Bylin: 
dors. At Moscow and St. Petersburg 
and Constantinople, I have seen great 
masses of this sapphire commonly 
called lapis lazuli. Ihe closer you study 
its veins, tho more enchanting, and I do 
not wonder that the sapphire is called into 
the foundation of the A of heaven. It 
makes a atrong stone for the foundation, 


for it is the hardest of all materials except 
the diamond, Sapphire basea on jasper ; 
& blue sky over a fiery sunset, St, Pe 
points to it in Revelation, and says: ‘The 
second, sapphire ;” and this suggeste to me 
that though our earth and all its furniture 


of mountains ond seas and atmosphere is to 
collapse and vanish, we will throughout all 
eternity havo’ in some way kept tho most 


beautiful of earthly appearances, whother 
you take this sapphire ot the second layer 
as literal or figurative. The deep blue of 
our skies and the deep blue of our sea must 
not, will not, be forgotton If a thousand 
years after the world has gone to ashes, 
you or [want to recall how the earthly 
skies looked in a summer noon, or the mid 
ocean in a calm, we will havo only to look 
at the cond row of the foundation of the 
wall of heaven. Oh, I am so glad that 

John told tis about it ! *"Dhe second, sap 
phire ! While we are living in sight of 
that wall, spirits who have come from 
Other worlds, and who never saw our 
garth, will Visit w, aud we will 


Visit them, and sometimes wo will be in 


It is found in Siberia and Egypt, but - 


converse about this earth when it was 
yet a-float and a-swing, and wo shall want 
to tell them about how it looked at certain 
times, and then it will be a great object 
lesson for all eternity, and we will say to 
our Visitor froin some other world, as wo 
point toward the wall of heaven: ‘It look 


ed like that atratum of foundation next to 
the lowest.” John, 2let chapter aod 19th 
voree: ‘The second, sapphire.” 

A stop higher and you come to chalce 
dony, another layer in the foundation of 


the wall, and running fifteen hundred 
miles around the heayenly city. Chalco- 
dony! Translucent, A divine mixture of 
agates and opals and cornclians. Striped 


with white and gray. Dashed of pallor, 
blushing into red and darkening into 
purple. teeland and the Hebrides hold 
forth beautifal specimens of chalcedony. 

But now we must make a swift ascont 
to the top of the foundation wall, for we 
cannot minutely examine all the layers, 
and so putting one foot on the chalcedony, 
of which we have been speaking, we 
spring to the emerald, ‘and we are ono- 
talfd of the way to the top’ of the founda- 
tion, for the fourth row #* emerald. That 
I would judge is God's favorite among 
gems, because it holds what scoms evident 
is his favorite color on earth, the green, 
since that is the color most widely ditfused 
across all the earth's continents—the grass, 
the foliage, the every day dress of nature, 
The emerald! Kings used it as a seal to 
stamp pronunciamentos. The rainbow a- 
round the Throne of God is by St. John 
compared to it. Conquerors have consider- 
od it the*greatest prize tocapture. What 
ruthlessness when the soldiers of Pizarro 

anded it with their hammers, Emeralds 

ave had inuch to do with the destiny of 
Mexico, Five of them were presented by 
Cortez to his bride, one of them cut into 
the shape of a rose, another into the shape 
of a trumpet, another into the shape of ao 
bell, with fougae of pearl, and this presen- 
tation aroused the jealousy of the throne 
and caused the consequeut downfall of Cor- 
tez. But the depths of the sea were de- 
corated with those emeralds, for in a ship- 
wreck they went down off the coast of 
Barbary. Napoleon wore an emerald at 
Austerlitz. In the Kremlin Museum at 
Moscow there are crowns aud sceptres 
and outspread miracles of emerald. 
Ireland is called the Emerald Isle, 
not because of its verdure, but because it 
was presented to Henry the Second of 
England with an emerald ring. Nero had 
& magnifying glass of emerald through which 
he looked at the gladiatorial contests at 
Rome. But here are fifteen hundred "miles 
of emerald sweeping around the heavenly 
city in one layer. 

But upward still, and you put your foot 
on a stratum of sardonyx, white and red, 
a seeming commingling of snow and fire; 
the snow cooling the fire, the fire melting 
the snow. ; 

Another climb and you reach the sar- 
dius, named after the city of Sardius, An- 
other climb and you reach the chrysolite. 
A specimen of this, belonging to Epiph- 
anus in the fourth century, was said to be 
so brilliant that whatever was put over to 
conceal it was shone through, and the 
Emperor of China had a specimen that is 
described as having such penetrating radi- 
ance that it makes the night as bright as 
the day. 

A higher climb, and you reach the beryl. 
Two thousand years ago the Greeks used 
this precious stone for engraving purposes. 
It was accounted amomg the royal treasures 
of Tyre. The hilt of Murat’s sword was 
adorned with it. It glows in the Imperial 
crown of Great Britain. Luther thought 
the beryl of the heavenly wall was tor- 

uoise, Kalisch thought it was chrysolite. 

osephus thought it a golden-colored jewel. 
The wheels of Ezekiel’s vision flamed with 
beryl, and were a revolving fire. The 
beryl appears ia six-sided prisms, and is 
set in seals and intaglios, in necklaces and 
coronets, It was the joy of ancient 
jewelry. It ornamented the affluent with 
ear drops, Charlemagne presented it to 
his favorites. Beautiful beryl ! Exquisitel 
shaped beryl! Divinely colored beryl ! It 
seems like congealed color. It looks like 


frozen fire. 

But stop not here. Climb higher and 
re come to topaz, a bewilderment of 

eauty, and named after an island of the 
Red Sea, 

Chmb higher and you come to chry- 
soprasus, of greehish-golden hue and hard 
as flint. 

Climb higher and yon reach the jacinth, 
named after the flower hyacinth, and of 
reddish blue, 

Take one more step and you reach the 
top, not of the wall, but the top of the 
foundations of the wall, and St. John cries 
out; “The twelfth, an amethyst!” This 
precious stone, when found in Australia 
or India or Europe, stands in columns and 
pyramids. For color it isa violet bloom- 
ing in stone, For its play of light, for its 
deep mysteries of color, for its uses in 
Egyptian, on Etroscan, in Roman art it 
has been honored. ‘The Greeks thought 
this stone a preventative of drunkenness 
The Hebrews thought it a source of pleas- 
ant dreams. For all lovers of gems, it is 
a subject of admiration of siggestive- 
ness. Yes, the word amethyst means 
a prevention of drunkenness. » Loug 
before the New Testament made refer- 
ence to the amethyst in the wall 
of heaven, the Persiaus thought that cups 
made out of amethyst would hinder any 
kind of liquor contained therein from becom- 
ing intoxicating. But of all the amethy- 
stine cups from which the ancients drank, 
not one had any such result of prevention. 
For thousands of years the Sed has been 
looking in vain for such ao preventive 
amethystine cup. Staggeriag Noah could 
not find it, Convivial Ahasuerus driving 
Vashti from the yutes could yot find it, 
Nabal breaking the heart of beautiful 
Abigail could not find it. Belshazzer, tho 
kingly reveller, on the night that the 
Chaldeans took Babylon, could not find it. 
Not one of the millions of inebriates whose 


skulls pave the continents and pave the 
depths of the sea could find it Chore 
is no such cup Strong drink from 
hollowed amethyst imbrutes the same 
os strong drink from pewter mug. It 
is not the style of cup we drink out of, 
but that which the cup contains which do. 
cides the helpful or damning rosult of the 
beverage 
But, some one will say, why have you 
brought us to this amethyst, the top row 
of the foundation of the heavenly wall, if 
you are Hot able to ac ept the theory of the 
ancient Greeks, who said that the amethyst 
wasa chartn against intoxication or if you 
are wot willing to aveept the theory of the 
ancient Hebrews that the amethyst was 1 
producer of pleasant dream My answer 
is, L have brought vou to the top row, the 
twelth layer of the foundation of the 
heavenly wall of fifteen hundreds miles. of 
circling amethyst, to pubout in a position 
where yon can get anew ides of heaven; to 
let you aee that after you have climbed up 
twelve strata of youare only at the 
base of the oternn ndeura; to let you, 
with enchantmen oul, look far down 
ind | f p, a to for ipon you the 
n that it | only 
i he I on of sll, whiat 
muat tl valli ! ; and if this is th 
Outeiiec of heaven, what must the inaule be 
and if all thi fivurative, what must the 
real I Oh is piled iificel

All that, 
mark you, only typical of the spiritual 
glories that roll over honven like the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans swing in cno 
billow. 

D you not seo that it was impossible 


that you understand a hundroth part of 
tho suggestiveness of that twenty-first 
chapter of Revelation without going into 
somo of the particulars of the wall of 
heaven, and dip xing up some of its drip- 
ping colors, and running your eyo along 
some of its wondrous crystallizations, and 
examining some of the frozen light in its 
turquoise, and feeling with your own fin- 
ger tho hardiness of ite sapphire,and shield- 
ing your eyes against the shimmering 
brilliance in its beryl, and studying the 
fifteen hundred miles of emerald without 
aflaw? Yetall this only the outside of 
heaven, and tne rest part of the outside; 
not the wall itself, but only the foot ef the 
wall, for my text says: ‘fhe foundations 
of the wall of the city were garnished with 
all manner of precious stones.’* Oh, get 
down your harp, if you can play one. Geb 
down & palm branch, if you can reach one. 
Why, it makes us all feel like orying out 
with James Montgomery : 
When shall these eyes thy heayen-built walls 
And pearly gates behold / 

Ob, my soul! If my toxt shows us only 

the outside, what must the inside be?

FAIL TO ROB A 


BANK 


DESPERADOES 





Four Men Enter the Premises in road 
Daylight, Present Pistols at the Honds 
of the Clerke and Oemand the Funds 


A Lively Fight. 


lonontro, Jan, 28.—It is evident that 
one of the most successful ‘moba” 
of thieves, as they are term od in 
professional parlance, that has operat: 
od in this city tor a long time, is now at 
work, and although their operations are all 
conducted in broad daylight the mists of 
mvyatery surround them like the maftlers 
with which they wrap their faces when 
they are at work. Three of the most dar- 
ing robberies which havo happened in this 
city in n decade have taken placo within a 
month. The first was on Doo, 27 last, when 


the jewolry store of Ammon Davis of 184 
Queen-strect cast was entered and Davis 
and his assistant tied and gaa: 
ged and tho place looted; the second 
ocourred on Jan, 17, when Fred Roberts, 
jeweler, 146 Quoon-stroet west, his assistant 
and acustomer were tiedand gagged and $700 
worth ofjewelry taken,and the third ocenrred 
yesterday afternoon at tho offices of the 
Home Savings & Loan Company, 78 Chureh- 
street, All three burglaries were com- 
mitted in broad daylight in the mos 
populous portions of the city and in full 
view of pedestrians had any chanced to look 
inside, 

Yesterday's raid was, however, by all 
odds the most daring of the threo, as the rear 
door of the Loan Company’soffice isdirectly 
opposite the police station, and plate glass 
windows afford a full view of the interior 
from Church-streot. : 

At. 410 yesterday afternoon Major 
James Mason, the manager of the Home 
Savings and Loan Co,, lett his office with 
the intention of keeping an appointment 
with the vice-president of the company, 
Mr. Eugene O'Keefe. As he went out he 
closed the outer swing doors of the office 
behind him. Fifteen minutes later three 
young mon, wearing scarfs over the lower 
portion of their faces, walked quickly in, 
and lining up in front ot the counter in a 
trice had each whipped a brace of revolvers 
out of bis overcoat pockets and Teller Wel- 
lington Wallace, Accountant R. B. Street 
and Assistant James Mason stood covered, 
with the stern order of ‘“‘Hands up!” ring- 
ing in their ears. 


eller Wallaco was secourely  cn- 
soonced in his eage with a front 
of gilted iron work between him- 


aclf and the man who menaced him, 
The rest of the cage, including the top, was 
composed of firm iron network, tho door 
being locked from the inside. 

Finding that threats would not induce 
the teller to hand over the cash, of which 
there was about $5000 in the cage atthe 
time, the man leaped nimbly on top of the 
structure, intending, presumably, to leap 
in, but finding it securely roofed with iron 
netting he attempted to raise tho entire 
top. ing baffled in this by the strength 
of the fastenings he clambered over the top 
and jumped to the floor behind the counter. 
Throwing his entire weight against tho 
frail network, he tried vainly to force an 
entrance that way. 

Fearing that the door might give way 
Teller Wallace barricaded it with his stool 
and the light cage shook again as the sturdy 
ruffian assailed it at various points. 

While this scene was being enacted in the 
front part of the office in plain view ot any- 
one who chose to glance in through the 
plate giasss windows Acountant Street 
and Assistant Clerk Mason were engaged in 
a desperate encounter in the rear. Mr. 
Street, while looking down the barrels of 
the brace of revolvers so ominously pointed 
at his head,did not evince the least trepida- 
tion, but turned round and started for the 
telephone to alarm the police 

On becoming cognizant of this move the 
man who was guarding Mason further down 
the counter, anticipating the result, rushed 
to intercept Street. 

Just as the accountant ran the 
telephone his opponent had reached the end 
of the counter, and rounding it was upon 
him, and throwing him up against the wall 
rained a perfect hail of blows on his head 
ami upraised hands with the barrels of the 
two revolvers, 

Perceiving the peril his companion was in 
young Mason gallantly dashed to the 
rescue, and remembering on his way of a

NICKERSON’S DESIRE 


Ho Is Out of Dowmeantic Diteultios and 
Wants His Old Plinoe 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 2S Senator Squires 
has filed in the Senace tho potition of A. H 
Nickerson for restoration to hie former 
status asa major on tho retired list of the 
army. He says that he resigned Nov, 15, 
1883, “tin consequence of a domestic diffi- 
culty that had since been settled to the 
satisfaction of all parties.” 

These domestic troubles caused a big 
sonsation in social circles here when they 
occurred. In 1883 Major Nickerson, then 
one of the beat known aud most highly re- 
spected officers in Washington society, sent 
his wife abroad to educate her children. 
While she was sway he romoved for a 
brief period to Philadelphia and there 
secured a divorce from his wife on the 
ground of desertion. On the samo day he 
married another woman, 

It was subsequently developed by evi- 
denco produced before the Philadelphia 
courts that Mrs. Nickerson No. ] had gone 
abroad at her husband's solicitation, and 
that there was not tho slightest reason for 
their separation except the desire of Major 
Nickerson to marry the other woman. The 
court at once set aside the divorce proceed- 
ings and an indictment was brought against 
Major Nickerson for perjury. 

To encape trial for this offence and also 
trial by court-murtial Major Nickerson fled 
to Toronto, Canada, where he remained 
until a few years ago, when the original 
Mrs, Nickerson applied tor and secured a 
divorce. Theu his friends intervened and 
had the indictment for perjury set aside. 
While in Canada he forwarded his resig- 


nation. 


AN OPEN LETTER. 


From D'Alton McCarthy as a Sequel to 
Hig Staynor Speech, 


Mr, D’Alton McCarthy has written this 
open letter to Mr, Thomas Long, chairman 
of tho Stayner meeting: 

Dgar Mr. Lona,—I notice that in the 
reports of my speech to the association at 
the meeting in Stayner, over which you 
presided the other day, that an error, of 
perhaps comparatively minor importance, 
seems to have been made which may be due 
to inaccuracy in reporting or may possibly 
be owing to my failure to have sufficiently 
shee what I desired to say on the 
point 





I think I made it plain, at least I tried 
to do so, that my reason for severing my 
connection with the Ministerial party was 
duo to the fact that I had been attacked in 
the Government organ, which attack, I 
thought, must have been inspired by the 
administration, or if not so inspired had 
not been disavowed or repudiated, and, 
therefore, that I had no alternative than 
that of holding the Government responsible 
for it. 

That, and that alone, was the reason why, 
after due reflection, I deliberately deter- 
mined on the action which I took. 

But it might appear from the latter part 
of my speech, as reported, that the course 
of Sir John Thompson in ignoring me and 
thus treating me as not being entitled to 
any rank or consideration in the party had 
some weight in leading me to the conclusion 
I arrived at. 

I desire to say that the Prime Minister's 
course in that matter had nothing what- 
ever to do with my action in asking that 
the convention should be summoned, or iv 
my determination announced to the associa- 
tion. I[referredto it, though evidently 
not with sufficient fniness to make my 
meaning plain, far the purpose of showing 
how impossible it was for me to offer my 
advice to the present Cabipet upon the 
trade orany other question, and conse- 
quently as a reason why, if I was to be of 
apy use tomy constituency, I should an- 
nounce publicly what, under happier ocon- 
ditions, I would have been able to offer as 
counsel to my political leaders and asso- 
Ciates, 

In the ovening at the banquet I think I 
made this clear. 

You will, I hope, pardon me for writing 
an open letter, but my desire that there 
should be no misunderstanding possible as 
tomy motives must be my excuse. I[ re-

Caprivi Again Talks About War The

ovee more appeared before the committee 
and spoke in favor Of tho bill, urging that 
it be approved in-its entirety. The mea- 
auto; tie eaid, Was Hot mtonded to avert ao 
momentary danger ot an ‘acute nature, [et 
aimed to make suitable provision for a state 
of things which ho must describe as pre- 
senting a pétiianout danger, Tho ¥edoral 
governmetts, he'added, were strongly of 
the opinion that the country was in # posi- 
tion to bear thé’ burdens that the Ministers 
sought to lay upon it, The Chancellor de- 
clared .that, when the, situation became 
clearly apparent the Government would uot 
fail Lo receive the support, of the people, 

De. Lieber reaffirmed ‘that it was impos- 
siblo for his party to “Céncede more than it 















had ‘already done, Whéretipon the Chan- 
cellor curtly closed .tho discussion by ex- 
pressing tho hope that a consideration of 


the clausés of the bill would convince the 
Centtists of tho necessity of dapporting the 
measure, 

The membors of the committed in conver- 
sation in the lobbies, subsequent to the 
Chancellor's . speech, concurred in the 
opinion that his words menaced an appeal 
to the country if the bill was not passed by 
the Reichstag. 

The Budget Commission of the Reichstag 
is rapidly voting the new credits for the 
navy under the impulse of Chancellor von 
Cuprivi's declaration that thereis a danger 
of a coalition of tho fleets of France, Russia 
and Denmark. 

Herr Hahi, a'member of the Reictis tag, 
niade a powerfal iinpression“upon the com- 
mission by hid statement ‘thut, despite the 
declarations of the Danish Foreign’ Minis- 
ter in the Folkesthing, the Gérman Govern- 
ment had reason to ‘believe that Denmark 
in the event of war would make common 
cause with Russia, 

Though the reception of the Czarewitch 
here is not likely to modify the groupin 
ofthe powers or reverse the policy of 
Russia, it is decidedly a. temporary check 
to the French party at the’ Czar’s court. 
Despatches received from St. Petersburg 
testify toa marked change in the tone of 
the ‘semi-oflicial press toward Germany, 
The Governnient Messonger announces that 
on thé occasion of the Anniversary of the 
birth of Emperor William | the Czar invited 
Gon. von Werder, the Germin Ambassador, 
and Major de, Jeane, Militury Attache 
of the German Embassy, to the Anitch- 
koff Palace. During the ‘course of the 













interview the Czar finde cordial re- 
ference to the good-will existing be- 
tween the courts of St. Petersburg 


and Berlin. Furthermore the semi-official 
Journal de St. Petersboiirg publishes a 
communication expressing the satisfaction 
of the highest court circles at the manner 
in which the Czarewitch was welcomed to 
Berlin. Tho paper adds that in yesterday's 
déspatclies from Berlin; Russias read the 
words of Emperof William in proposing the 
health of the Czar at'the lancheon given by 
the Aloxander régiment in ‘honor of the 
Czarewitch, in which he referred in elo- 
quent terms to the traditions of friendshi 
uniting the two Imperial families, of whic 
the reception.to the Czarewitch was a 
fresh proof, Emperor William’s words, 
the paper concludes, haye been hailed 
with sinoere rejoicing by all the friends of 
peace, 

The significance of this semi-official 
language appeara to be over-estimated by 
the official circle here, where to-night re- 
ports are current that the Czarewitch has 
Rise Emperor William and Chancellor von 

aprivi his personal assurance that ho 
would use his influence against an alliance 
between Russia and France. The impres- 
sion that the Czarewitch created on diplo- 
mats and members of the Imperial House- 
hold who came in contact with him durip 
his visit is the reverse of what is record 
by the semi-official preas. The closest ob- 
servers say that the cordiality was all on 
the side of the Emperor William, whose 
expansion towards his guest was met by 
formal politeness. Tho Czarewitch is known 
to detest Republican France, but his atti- 
tude here evinced no want of friendship for 
the high Gorman personages around him, 

The significance of the Czarewitch’s visit 
isa mystery, Many persons attribute to 
the visit ao international importance such 
as is attributable to no diplomiatio event 
since the Kronstadt demonstration. 

The majority, however, iacline to the 
opinion that the relations between Germany 
and Russia will remain substantially un- 
altered and that beyond a alight cloaring of 
the atmosphere in which the houses of 
Hohenzollern and Romanoff move, the ox- 
change of courtesies in Berlin will prove re- 
suliless. Russian sovereigns have seldom 
allowed family matters to determine state 
tendencies, and Alexander III. is not the 
kind of man to make an exception to the 
rule, 

If the Czarewitoh’s visit moant anything 
more than superficial signs indicate. it was 
probably intended to pave the way fora 
marriage between him and the Princess Fe- 
dora, the youngest sister of Empress Augus- 
ta Victoria, It also may have been planned 
for the purpose of making Austria-Hungary 
loss offensive in her Balkan policy by threat- 
ening her with a Rueso-German rapproche- 
ment, 

The conduct of the Czarewitch in Berlin 
certainly jwarranted the conclusion that he 
wasacting within the lines of a careful plan, 
whose pettish specifications he has held te 
rigidly. 

The grand reception held after the mar- 
riage of Princess Margaret was the most 
brilliant of the past week's festivitios. Ib 
was held inthe White Hall ofthe Royal 
Castle. During the ceremony of filing past 
the throne an awkwatd mishap occurred. 
A lady in waiting to Priocess Henry, in 
bowing, leaned over so far that she lost |her 
balance and fell into the basin of the fadja- 
cont fountain She was speedily helped tq 
rise and was found to be uninjured 

Phe aplendor of the wedding celebration 
has boon the subject of general congratula 
tions.

His 


Willlora Teeker Onrried Kolfe, Fork and 
Spoon in His Stomach for Three Months 
Without Evil Effects — Death From 
Peritonitls After One Day's Iilness 


Toronto, Jan. 30.—William Tucker, 
& young man 23 years old, who swal- 
lowed his electroplate knife, fork and 
Spoon at the Toronto Asylum for the 
Iheano on Oct, 27 last, died on Friday. 
Tho deceased felt not the slightest painful 
effects from his rash act until Thureday, 
when he was taken ilkwith inflammation of 
the bowels and death came in less than 24 
hours. 

At the post-mortem examination held on 
Saturday morning Coroner Lynd, Dr. Rob- 
inson, Dr. Young and assistant, Dr. OXten 
and Dr. Weir, who performed the post- 
Mortem, were present. It was found that 
the knife and fork had been swallowed 
handles first, the spoon bowl first. Of the 
three articles the spoon was the only one 
that followed the regular course in diges- 
tion; that is out of the ‘stomach through 
the small intestines into the rectum or 
large intestine, The spoon was foundinthe 
stomach with its bowl lying near the en- 
trance to the small intestine and much 
corroded or partially digested. The knife 
and fork, however, caused death; they had 
taken the short course tothe rectum and 
pierced through the lower wall of the 
stomach, making a largv gap. Tho pussage 
was made handles first, however. Th aoc- 
tion of the gastric juice had corroded the 
knife to a great extent, its blade was like a 
wafer and at the end the juices had eaten 
into it until it was in the shape of a hook. 
The fork wasalmostiutact. ‘The knife was 
94 inches long, the spoon 64 inches, the 
fork 74 inches. 

The post-mortem also revealed a trian- 
cular piece of gliss about 2 of an inch in 
width in the trachva or breathing tube. 

Local physiciius look pou the case as 
one of the most remarkable in the history 
the medical profession. Tie fact that 
Tucker should carry the articles for three 
month« without inconvenience, and gould 
even jump up and down to let the other 
patients oir the articles jingle inside him, 
is tnost extraordinary. Deceased was the 
son af Rov Mr. Tucker of the Methodiat 
Book Roon.

Early in the evening citizens met and 
formed a committee of public safoty, 

On January 16 a mass meeting was held 
“in thearmory. At about 5 o'clock p.m. 
the United States str. Boston landed 300 
men fully armed. 

They marched to the office of the Consvl- 
General of the United States. The marines 
were sent to the American Legation, while 
the sailors marched out along Merchant- 
street with two Gatling guns and camped 
for a time on pane grounds, They stay- 
ed on shore all night. 

All day on Tuesday the 17th the com- 
munity was in a state of expectancy, look- 
ing to the committee of public safety to do 
something to end the tension. 

The committee was not idle, being in- 
cesaantly occupied completing its orguniza- 
tion and completing the ffinal arrangements 
necessary to the proclamation of the Pru- 
visional Government and its protection by 
aimed force. \ 

Atabout 2.30 o'clock an attempt was 
made by three native policemen to arrest 
the progress of a wagon which was driven 
up North-street by Mr, Brenner and Mr. 
Good. Those incharge of the wagon re- 
sisted the attempt of the officers to arrest 
its course, one of the officers making a 
motion to drawa revolver. Mr. Good drew 
hisown and fired, but did not inflicta 
dangerous wound. 

In the meantime the committe on public 
safety, accompanied by members of the 
Goveenment about to be formed, proceeded 
to the Government building. 

There a proclamation was read, of whivh 
the chief points are as follows: | 

1, The Hawaiian monarchial system of 
Government hereby abrogated. 

2. A provisional government for the con- 
troland management of public affairs and 
the protection of the public peace is hereby 
eatablished, to exist until terms of union 
with the United States of America have 
been negotiated for and agreed upon. 

3. Such provisional Government shall 
consist of an Executive Council of four 
members, who shall administer the exe- 
cutive departments of the Government with 
an Advisory Couneil of fourteen, who shail 
have general legislation for nuthority. 

4. All officers of the Government are to 
exercise their functions except the Queen, 
Marshal Wilson and the Cabinet. 

The Provisional Government and the 
Cabinet went to the palace and submit- 
ted their plan to the Queon. She 
refused as first to yield, but finally 
retired to her country residence, her troo 
surrendered, and the Government was in 
the hands of the foreigners. 

The provisional Parerement is composed 
of §.

The strike was caused by the riveters in 
the boilor department refusing to work un- 
dor two contractors named Kane andMcNa- 
mara, alleging inhuman treatment on the 
part of the two contractors, They left the 
worke without stating their grievances, 
which wero presented afterward, Tho lack 
of boilers made it necessary to lay oft the 
men in the other departoients and now 


about 600 men are out of om- 
ployment in consequence. The Brookes 
people engaged Philadelphia men to 


take the strikers’ places and brought them 
here yesterday by special train. 

The new men were burried inside the 
gatos at the works befuro the strikers could 
interfere.

ates, 

Yesterday President Hinman rooceived 
private information that threats had been 
made against the works and againat the 
employes, and the protection of Sheriff 
Jenuers was asked.

SOCIAL LIFE AT OTTAWA. 


A Irilliant Drawing-Room ion the Sen 
ate Chamber, 
Orrawa, Jan. 30,—The drawing-room 


held by His Excellency and Lady Stanley 
in the Senate Chambers Saturday is 
generally acknowledged to have been the 
most brilliant assembly seen in Ottawa for 
some years, Perhaps it was to be attri- 
buted to the fact that it was tho last oc- 
casion on which members of Parliament at 
Ottawa and society generally would have 
an opportunity of paying their respects to 
Lord and Lady Stanley, who have for five 
years dispensed such generous hospitality 
at Rideau Hall and so ably represonted Her 
Majesty there, 

Perhaps it was for somo other reason, 
but whatever was the cause the effect was 
the same, and the result was the most bril- 
liant and largest gathering which has graced 
the red chamber for at least five years, 
The reception commenced promptly at 8.30 
and lasted for an hour and a quarter, 
during which time 227 ladies and 240 gentle- 
men made their bows to Their Excellencies. 
After that there were reseptions in the 
parlors of the Speakers of the Senate and 
Commons, at which light refreshments were 
served, and the whole entertainment was 
over by 10,30,

Mra. Bates of Now York, and of Mra. Mc- 
Clollan, his two daughters, According to 
the terms of his will it was not quite clear 
as to what portion the widow and children 
of Richard French should receive, but aftor 
soveral references $115,000 was allotted.

Besides the Vanaina Canal scandal the 
Ministors have busy with 
affairs, We have had two things weighing 
heavily on us—the firat was tho affair with 
England, the second the affair with Austria. 

England, as you know, has taken a posi- 
tion in Egypt direetly contrary to troatics 
made with Hurope, anlin which Franco is 
a co-signatory, It is quite evident that in 
the discussion with Prince Abbas, the Khe- 
dive, the question is not as to mere Minis 
terial changes, but as to whose hand shall 
finally grasp Egypt. It is no longer a ques 
tion of a protectorate, but of annexation 
pure and simple, Besides, we want to know 
whether France can tolerate such an illegal 
proneed ng 

England speaks of the ‘interests of civi- 
lization,” The question is are tho ‘in- 
tereate of civilization” really in the game? 
It is clear that the English occupation of 
Egypt is absolutely contrary to the desires 
and wishes of tho Egyptian population, as 
has been proved by the demonstration at 
Cairo, Are not all the treaties regulating 
the Egyptian question and making her for- 
ever the rae of Turkey in force? Eng- 
land cannot by herself tear up all these 
treaties. 

There is now an interchange of notes be- 
tween the two countries, and they have 
taken on a sharp character, France, who 
has right on her side, is now beginning to 
underatand that she made an error in not 
entering Egypt in 1881. England, who is 
strong in the right of possession, will not 
even think of evacuation. Because Lord 
Rosebery, the British Minister tor Foreign 
Affairs, has strong German sympathies it is 
possible that the hand of Germany may be 
seon in this aggressive political move of 
England. 

The same reflection may be made as re- 
gards the quarrels ecugae by Austria this 
week. Count Hoyos, the Austrian Ambas- 
sador here, has reproached Fraace with the 
articlos appearing in the Paris nowspapers, 
alleging that they were injurious to Austria, 
Count Hoyos, who has now been eight 
yeara in France, knows that the Government

can do nothing in this matter, ‘There are 
no press coercion laws in France. 
It was thought at firat that the com- 


Pisiats were not serious, but Count.Hoyos 
as returned twice to the charge, demand- 
ing the second time that apologies be made, 
when he knew the prudent character of 
Austrian diplomacy. 

No one can believe that such a move was 
inspired by Austria. ‘There’ must be other 
influences at work, and it is thought that 
theyare German. This is the beliet in 
France, where public opinion is always 
inclined to decide an accusation 
against the neighboring empire. But 
what we must emphasize, and which we beg 
the citizens of the great American Republio 
to believe, is that no provocation has come 
from France, which is desirous of peace. 

From the very beginning of that sad 
Panama affair France has been showered 
with insults from the press of every land 
which does not digcrininate between the 
guilty few and the great inass of honest 
Frenchmen, Is it necessary to protest 
against such injustice? 

France wants peace, France is ina bad 
condition interiorly, and yet from all sides 
comes 4 bitter attack upon her,

meeting that groat leader, Sir John Mav 
donald, to Whose memory he paid a touch 
ing tribute, 

Hie also referred to the absence of Hon, 
Mr. Blake and expressed the pope that in 

sphore of usefulucas he 
wight assist in solving tho grout 
problem of Home Rule. He expressed 
the highest confidence in Sir John 
Thompson, the present leader of the 
Consorvative party, and 4 sid that the lead- 
or’s great ability and good qualities neoded 
no words of commendation from him, 

Neatly and briefly he referred to the pro 
gress of the country, ds shown by the trade 
returns and statement of revonuce und. ex- 
penditure, and was greoted with hearty 
applause when he said he was informed 
that the exports of dairy produce from 
Canada with its 5,000,000 of population 
were a million and « quarter more than the 
exports of dairy produce from the United 

States with their 65,000,000 of population. 
After touching lightly on ocach subject 
in the debate, ho wound up an excellent 
half-hour speech with a brilliant pororation 
on the inculcation ofa national spirit in 
Canada, 

Mr. Ceclaire, Hon. Mr. Chapleau’s suc- 
cessor in Terrebonne, seconded the resolu- 
tion in French, and when he had straighten- 
ed himself up and towred above his follow 
members to the extent of six tect four 
inches he was greeted with considerable 
applause. He speaks well, has a good voice 
and kept the House interested for 15 
minutes. 

He paid a high tribute to his predecessor, 
Mr. Chapleau, and thoroughly and heartily 
endorsed the policy of the Government as 
outlined in the speech. 

Hon. Mr, Laurier, who was not looking 
thoroughly recovered from his recent indis- 
position, Was greeted with applause as he 
rose to continue the debate. He appeared 
a little weak at first, but warmed up as he 
wenton aud managed to crowd a very 
good speech into ten minutes’ time, He 
commenced by referring to the change of 
administration since last session and in 
doing so paid a bAgh compliment to Sir 
John Abbott, of whom he spoke in the 
highest terms as one of tho ablest 
men in public life, and expressing 
regeet that ill-health should have 
caused his retiremeat. He congratulated 
Sir John Thompson on his succession to tho 
Premiership, referred to_his rapid advance 
since his entering Parliament, and plea- 
santly welcomed his promotion, He then 
proceeded to twit Sir John on his speech at 
the YoungConservative meetingin Toronto, 
and charged him with indulging in Righte 
of imagination in claiming thatthe Na- 
tional Policy had anything to do with the 
acquisition and development of tho North- 
west Torritories. With regard to the 
statement that the present Government was 
a strong one, he indulged in a little good- 
natured chaff about the increase in the 
number of ministers, and caused a laugh 
by saying that there were 15 ministerial 
advisers of tho crown and three advisers of 
the advisers. 

He thought that there was no necessity 
for bringing into force the acts relating to 
the Department of Trade and Commerce 
and the Solicitor-General, and believed that 
the real reason of these acts which had lain 
on the statute book for six years being 
called into existence was ‘in order to 
balance colors and shades and to enable the 
orange and green to mingle harmoniously 
together.” 

Of course he denied that the coun- 
try was prosperous, referred to the 
lower rate of increase in population 
shown by the census of IS89] as 
compared with that of 188], and read an 
extract from Sir John Macdonald's famous 
resolution of 1878, in which it was stated, 
amongst other things, that the National 
Policy would provide work for the unem- 

loyed and stop the exodus, claiming that 
it had manifestly failed in this respect, as 
the exodus was greater than ever. 

He rather sneered at the development of 
manufacture shown by the census, and 
humorously alluded to the increase of 
manufacturing establishments in the Indian 
village of Caughnawaga from 8 in 188] to 
42 in 1891, which he said robably 
meant that so many more bead baskets and 
other Indian curios were now made there, 
which was probably caused by the fact that 
these articles were not protected and there 
was free trade in them. 

With regard to reciprocity in wrecking 
he thought that the Americans ought to be 
allowed to do wrecking in Canadian canals, 
asthe intention of Parliament was to give 
the freest possible use of our waters. Ho 
blamed the Governmont for its oourse with 
respect to canal tolls, and thought the 
present difficulty might have been avoided 
if & more generous policy had been 
pursued. Heolaimed that the Canadian 
Government had never been generous in its 
treatment of the American Government,and 
Shought that a broad and generous course 
should be taken, and whenever there was 
a favor to be done it should be done with a 
good grace, 

As to the legislative forecast of the 
speech, he was pleased to see that tho Fran- 
chise Act was to beamended and thought 
that the best thing that could be dono with 
it would be to amend it off the statute book 
altogether. For 21 years the provincial 

lists bad been used and had been found to 
work well, but siuoe 1887 there had 
been gr@t complaints as to the unjust 
working of the act, and as an instance he 
referred to the case of Mr. Tarte, who had 
been elected for L’Islet, but was prevented 
from taking his seat by the working of the 
act.

With regard to the conaus he. said it was 
unfair to compare the results of the census 
of 189) with that of ten years before, be- 
cause they were not taken under tho same 
conditions 

With reference to his Toronto speech he 
said that what he moant was that the 
whole policy of the liberal-Conservative 
party had been national in tho sense that it 
was intended to build up the country. He 
twitted the leader of the Opposition on 
abandoning his old friend, unrestricted 
ruciprocity, and said the only allusion to it 
was found in the reference to the baskets of 
the Indian women of Caughuuwaga being 
sold all ovor the continent 

With regard to the exodus, be claimed 
that the National Policy had found work 
for thousands who would otherwise have 
been forced to go out of the country The 
loader of the Opposition had takou what 
figures ho pleased from tho census when 
he was talking about the exodus, but when 
the development of trade was reforred to he 
professed to ignore the census figures. 

Dealing with tho qflestion of wrecking, 
he said the Canadian Gevernment was 
quite willing to allow American vessels all 
che facilities with regard to wrecking which 
were onjoyed by Canadian vessels, but no 
vessels could be allowed to block tho canals 
for the purpose of undergoing repairs, 

As to the rebate on canal tolls, they had 
existed for years and there had been 
no remonstrance until last year, whén 
it was made in’ the middle of the 
season after all shipping engagements 
had been made, aud it was possible to 
abolish tho rebate then, When the corres- 

ondence was brought down it woald not 
Be found that the action of Canada had 
becn harsh and unkind towards the United 
States. 

The canal question was not anew one. 
The Opposition had to complain that the 
Americans got the use of the Canadian 
canals, while Canadians were refused the 
use of the American canals; but now the 
Opposition seoms anxious that the Armeri- 
cans should doas they pleased with their 
canals, 

With regard to tho so-ca'led omissions 
from the speech, he could not believe that 
the honorable gentleman came through 
Montreal and saw the prohibition commis- 
sons at work there and still expected to find 
some allusion to its report in the speech. 

As to the Caron Commission the report 
was made and would be Jaid on the table. 

Astothe Manitoba school question he 
declined to follow the leader of the Opposi- 
tion with respect to it, but would reserve 
any decision until after the papors were 
brought down. There was no discourtesy 
whatever shown tothe House by the pub- 
lication of the report of the sub-committee 
before it was presented to the House, 

As to the omission of any mention of 
tariff changes in the speech, Sir John point- 
ed out that with the exception of 1879, 
when the National Policy was introduced, 
it was not usual to make any reference in 
the speech to the tariff changes which 
would not be made for mouths afterwards. 

Sir Richard Cartwright followed, speak- 
ing up to recess. 

After recess Sir Richard continued for an 
hour, dealing mostly with the exodus, as 
shown by the census returns, and deploring 
generally the unprospérous condition of the 
country, which he charged wholly to the 
National Policy. 

‘The Hon. Mr. Foster said the hon, gen- 
tlemau had not gone beyond blaming the 
Government for the exodus, but he had 
not pointed out a single cause for the effect. 

The coincidence that people left the 
coun*ry during the regime of the 
Liberal-Conservative Government pores 
nothivg. We must go deeper than that, as 
the figures show that while the exodus has 
been going onunder both Governments it 
was goivg on in decreasing volume. [Ap- 
plause. } 

The only census Sir Richard quoted show- 
ed that in 10 years the rural population of 
the northern States had remained 
stationary, the population moying west. 
The two causes of the depletion of rural 
districts were well known and were at work 
here as elsowhere. Untilafew years ago 
we liad no great west to attract our 
people, otherwise we should have 
no exodus. The Opposition did 
not in their time attempt to open up 
the Northwest oPencourage our manufac- 
torics, and by their policy never took a 
atep towarda providing a remedy, and yet 
these are the men who now talk of a failure 
of policy. (Cheers. } 

In spite of them we opened up the North- 
west, for they fought, opposed and _ ridi- 
culed every movement in that direction. 
[Applause,] Now they say that continental 
free trade is the only way to prosperity for 
Canada. That istheir policy. Sir Richard 
had declared that only war or pestilence 
could oxcuse theexodus. But we have had 
war, & war cartied on by him and his 
friends on every bustings iu Canada and in 
imany places.in the United States against 
Canada’s interests as we have had tho 
pestilential utterances of the Opposition 
and the pestilential writings of Sir Richard 
himeelf in the heart of the British Empire 
(Cheers aud groans.) The dopreciation of 
farm lands was not hore more appareut than 
in free trade England, and was general 
tbroughont the work, 

The hon, gontleinan did not say anything 


about the increase in the deposits in the 
savings banks.

house breaking, 1 ; fraud, 1 ; hounds ron- 
ning ab large, 2; assault and battery, 7; 
killing deer out of season,5; deer in posses- 
sion, 3; allowing saw dust in stream, 1 ; 
dangerous animal at large, 1; larceny, 2; 
{njury to propery, 2; ill treating wife, 2; 
vagrancy, 1; trespass, 6 ; unlawful seizure, 
1; obtaining gooda under false pretences, 1; 
absconding debtor, 1; threats, 4; cruelty to 
animals, 1 ; aggravated assault, 2; assault 
with intent, 1; rape, 2; net fishing, 1; 
information for sureties, 8 ; dangerous lun- 
atio, 1. 

Your honorable Oonnoll will perceive 
from the above miscellaneous list of offences, 
that the Oriminal Code fs too well repre- 
sented. Many of the above named cases 
were allowed to be withdrawn when proper, 
with the consent of the Oourt, and some 
are not yet completed. Two cases of Rape 
were committed by one person, and as 
described in the Information under mosb 
revolting olroumatances, the orlminal how- 
ever avoiding arrest by absconding across 
the border. 

I am pleased to report that the large 
population of this District, of abont ten 
thousand inhabitants, maintains ite charac- 
ter, compared with other parts of the 
Dominion, for belng above the average in 
the comparatively small number of criminal 
offences, and this QOourb has been well 
capable of maintaining the law, and the 
chief and other constables employed by me, 
perform their dutfes with promptness and 
efficlency, yet without rendering themselves 
obnoxlous to the publio, fs worbby of note.
